This Conmiittee beg leave to state to General S]rnod that after 
their adjournment in 1826 ; — three piou9 and promising young men 
— two from Union^ and one from Princeton College came well re- 
' comme9ded, and wished to enter our Theological Seminary : but 
they were destitute of means to support themselves. — Several Minis- 
ters were consulted in reference to them all of whom were of opi- 
nion that the Church ought not to lose the piety and talents of these 
young men, but that they ought to be sent to New-Brunswick if 
practicable. This Committee were not furnished for such an under- 
taking) as there remained i^ their hands of the don^vVou^ ictfso&Ck^^v^ 
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on page 13 of your min«tefl only ^126 as above credited. In this di- 
lemma- an individual, presuming upon the approbation of General 
SyBod, advanced the several sums stated on the debtor side of Ibe 
foregCHng account, which now leaves him in ^advance ^255. — The 
young men were accordingly sent to New-Brunswick > sustained a sa- 
ti^ctory examination^ and are now membera of your Thecdogical 
School, highly approved by your professors. 

With this detail of circumstances that have taken place during your 
recess ^ we have seized the earliest coportunity, to present these young 
men to your Reverend Body, submitting the whole case to your de- 
liberation, awaiting your decision, as to what measures shall be taken 
in reference to them> and whether you will refund to that individual 
the sum above stated as advanced by him. 

Without your fostering hand these young men wiQ again be the sub- 
jects of stem necessity > and compelled to retire from their present 
asylum. — Tbis we feel persuaded you will not permit, so long as it 
remains a truth that the harvest is great and the*labourers few, or the 
means are in your hands to qualify them to be able heralds of the . 
cross of Christ.

A communication was received frmn Mr. John O. Woodwards a 
student of Theology in the Theological Seminary at New-Brunswick, 
requesting a dispensation of the former part of this year, which was 
referred to the Committee on the professorate. 

A communication was received from the Rev. Dr. Matthews, re- 
commending Thomas A. Ammerman as a suitable person to receive 
aid from the Van Benschoten funds, in the prosecution of his studies 
with a view to the gospel ministry, and was referred to the Committee 
on the professorate. 

The following report was received from the Committee to emj^oj 
Agents within the bounds of the Particular Synod of Albany, to solicit 
subscriptions for the purposes mentioned in the minutes oi ^mod of 
September 182B. 
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The Committee appointed to obtain additional subscriptions to the 
funds of Synod, &c. within the bounds of the Particular Synod of 
Albany — Report : , 

That in the prosecution of the objects of their appointment) they 
had to encounter no httle difficulty in securing the services of suitable 
agents. Owing to this cause, they have not been able to effect as 
much as was desirable, and are therefore induced to ask the Synod 
without delay to take the necessary steps, to have all those congrega- 
tions vi»ted, which have not yet been solicited either in whole or in 
part to contribute to the funds of the Church. The Committee feel 
persuaded that if proper efforts are made, much more money may be 
obtained. 

During the past year the following congregations have been visited? 
and liberal subscriptions been made, viz : — Saratoga — Northumber- 
land — Fort Miller — Union Village— Easton and Tyashoke in the 
Classis of Washington. These congregations are small both as to num- 
bers and resources, yet, when the reasons were presented to induce 
them to aid the Synod in accomplishing its purposes for the welfare of 
Our Zion, they most cordiaUy subscribed according to their abihty. 

The 1st and 2d churches of Rotterdam, and the 1st church of 
Glenville, belonging to the Classis of Schenectady, were partially visit- 
ed. The church of Claverack and Ghent, belonging to the Classis 
of Rensselaer, which had previously been visited in jwirf , were again 
sohcited to subscribe ; and from those individuals, who had not before 
been called upon, considerable sums were obtained. 

The Committee would have been happy to state the names of the 
various donors, but owing to the absence of their chairman, in whose 
possession are the documents necessary for this purpose, they are 
compelled to delay it till the next meeting of S3mod. 

The subscriptions received amount to near ^1400, some of which 
have been paid. 

The committee have also collected and forwarded to the Treasurer 
of Synod payments on several subscriptions to the third Professorship.

Board cf Carparatiaii. 

The following Report with accompanying documents, was re- 
ceived from the Board of Corporation. 

To the General Synod of. the Reformed Dutch Church. 

The Board of direction respectfully submit to General Synod, the 
following Report of their proceedings during the past year. 

The usual name and style of this Board, viz : << The Board of 
Corporation," having grown into use without authority, and the 
same appearing indefinite as to its meaning ; it was thought expe- 
dient to assume its true name, as appears by the following resolution 
of the Board, at a meeting held on the 28th day of July, 1826. 

'' Resolvedy That this Board shall hereafter be designated by the 
name and style of '<The Boabd of Direction of Gekeral 
Synod ;" as they are designated at their first institution in June 
1819." 

This Board was requested by a resolution of General Synod, 
page 57 of the minutes of their last meeting, to appoint agents to 
procee^^^ Holland ; and to devise ways and means, to defray their 
expenses on that embassy. In pursuance of this request the Board 
resolved itself into a committee to ascertain what the probable ex- 
pense would be, and to obtain every necessary information relative 
' to the same. * 

The committee thus constituted, addressed a letter to His Excel-

lency, the Chevalier C. D. E. J. Baugeman Huygens, Envoys Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of His Majesty the King 
of the Netherlands, &c. &c. resident at the City of Washington ; 

^to which communi^ilion a complimentary and favourable answer 
was received ; promising the facilities of introduction, advice and 

correspondence. 
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The Board then proceeded to the election of two agents* and 
their unanimous choice devolved upon the Rev. James V. C. 
Romeyn and John Ludlow. These gentlemen however declined ac- 
cepting the same. About this period a member of the Board had 
an interview with the Rev. James R. Reily, an agent of the German 
Rearmed Church for the collection of monies, who had just then 
returned from Europe. This gentleman expressed a willingness to 
correspond upon the subject. 

Letters were accordingly addressed -to him at Hagerstown in 
Maryland under date Npv. 37th, 1826 ; and afterward upon infor- 
mation of his removal, to York in Pennsylvania, under date March 
7th, 1827, to which an answer was not received till the 19th instant. 
In the mean time discouraging accounts having reached the Boards 
tiiey thought it prudent to let the matter rest till the present meeting 
of Synod for their further instruction. The letter referred to is here- 
with conmiunicated, and will^ aid Synod in the adoption of any further 
direction to the Board, — for which they wait 

A deed for the College lot • and edifice in New Brunswick, con- 
veying the same to General Synod, has been received from the Trus- 
tees of Rutgers College and recorded in the clerk's office of the county 
of Somerset, N. J. The deed is now in the hands of the Treasurer. 
Therefore the debt of j^2,212 02 due from the Trustees of Rutgers 
College to General Synod is cancelled by a resolution of Synod in 
June 1823, as will be shown by the minutes, page 53. 

The agents appointed to obtain subscriptions to the second and 
third Professorships, having in many instances paid the amounts col- 
lected by them without rendering ^va detailed stateowpit of all 
the monies that have been collected" — either from churches or in- 
dividuals ; — it is therefore impracticable for this Board to comply 
with the resolution of Synod contained on the 56th page of their 
minutes of the last year. 

In reference to the accounts committed to them, page 30 of the 
last minutes ; — They have paid for finishing and repairing the east and 
west wings of the College edifice, together with the Chapel. The cost 
expended on the east wing and the Chapel amounts to |^2,259 09, of 
which amount there has been received on snbflcriptions |Sl>658 75, 
leaving a balance of $600 34, which has been paid with interest from 
July 1825 till the day of payment. * 
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That on the west wing |{i2,001 27, on which there has been re- 
ceived ^1)195 25, principally out of monies subscribed to the second 
Professorship, leavmg a balance of ^806 02, which has been paid 
without interest. 

They have effected an insurance on the College edifice with the 
''Eagle Fire Company in New- York," tp the amount of |^8000, at 
a premium of $30 for one year from the 17th of November 1826. 

The Board respectfully recommend to Synod the necessity of re- 
vising the By-Laws enacted in 1819 for the government of the 
President, Directors^ and Treasurer of the Corporation ; and will sub- 
mit herewith for their consideration, the views of the Board on that 
subject. 

The afflictive hand of the Lord has been heavily upon us during 
the current year ; several of our stated meetings were interrupted by 
the long continued and dangerous illness of our venerable President. 
We now bless the Lord for his recovery ; he is to us as one restored 
from the dead. But our bereavement is irreparable. 

We deeply deplore the loss we have sustained in the death of our 
late Treasurer, Mr. Isaac Heyer, and while we submit to the dis- 
pensation of Providence which has deprived us of an associate who 
was always wise in counsel, dehberate and judicious in his decisions, 
ready and liberal in his benefactions, and one who entered into all 
the plans to advance the great cause committed to their trust with a 
zeal chastened by prudence, and an enlargement of views dictated 
by an enlightened benevolence, we woiild record the high estimation 
in which we regard his character> and the sincere affection we 
cherish for his memory. In addition to his unwearied and gratuitous 
labours during life, he has by his last will devised to the Theological 
Seminary of the Reformed Protestant Dutch Church, the sum of 
two thousand five hundred dollars. 

The Board apprehend some difficulty in permanently supplying the 
place thus vacaled ; by virtue of the power vested in them by Sj/nod, 
they have appomled Mr. Cornelius Heyer, their Treasurer, pro. tern, 
and Ullrevailed upon him to serve till the present meeting. The 
Treasurer's account which . follows will exhibit the state of your 
finances. -^ti

The Board most respectfully recommend to General Synod, to re- 
enact the resolutions heretofore adopted by them for the collections 
of money, and particularly that it be recommended to all the 
Churches, to attend to the collection of the Twenty-five Cent Dona- 
tion. This item alone would be productive of a large revenue, if 
duly attended to. 

To conclude, the Board have nominated the Rev. EU Baldwin as 
their representative, to make such statements and explanations as 
may be necessary for the further information of Synod : as will ap- 
pear by an extract from their minutes herewith sent. 

The discharge of our duties has uniformly been attended with 
cheerfulness and pleasure ; yet the visitations of death repeated from 
year to year, lead us to eye with deep solemnity the mysterious 
Providences of God, and admonish us, that the time of our depar- 
ture approaches. 

At the close of the present year, full of gratitude for past mercies, 
we would humbly place our labours at the feet of our Heavenly 
Master ; acknowledging ourselves unprofitable servants ; and cherish- 
ing in our hearts^ an unreserved submission to his righteous will. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

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Resohedy That so much of the report of the Board of Corporation^ 
as relates to monied concerns, be referred to the Committee on 
Finance> and so much of it as relates to correspondence, to the 
Committee on Correspondence, and the remainder to the Committee 
on the Professorate. 

Resolvedj That the Rev. Eli Baldwin be recognised as an agent 
fix>m the Board of Corporation, to give such explanations in. relation 
to the matters submitted by said Board, as the Synod may require. 

Resolved, That the Rev. Alexander Guim, D. D., Nicholas I. 
Marselus, and the Elder John I. Labagh, be a committee to report to 
Synod a nomination of twice the number of persons^ who constitute 
the Board of Directors under the charter. 

The committee reported accordingly, and the S3rnod proceeded to 
ballot for a President, three Directors and a Treasurer of the Cor- 
poration ; when Mr. Henry Rutgers was chosen President, Messrs. 
Isaac L. Kip, Cornelius Heyer and Rev. William M Murray > D. D. 
were chosen Directors, and Mr. Isaac Young was chosen Treasurer 
of the Corporation. 

The following By-Laws for the regulation of the Board of Cor- 
poration submitted by them* were read and referred to the Committee 
on the Professorate. 

The General Synod in pursuance of the authority vested in them 
by their act of Incorporation, have made and ordained the following 
By-Laws, to regulate the conduct of the President, Directors and 
. Treasurer of the Corporation. 

L 

The Board shall hold stated meetings at least once in every month, 
and the President may call special meetings whenever he deems it 
necessary, and shall call such meetings when thereto requested by 
any two of the Directors. 

^ 11. 

A majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum to transact 
business, and in the absence of the President the attending Directors* 
may appoint a President pro, tern, to preside at their meetings. 
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III. 



The Board of Directors are empowered to direct the collection of 
all monies which may be due to the General Synods or subject to 
their control and outstanding> whenever the Board shall consider it 
necessary or expedient ; and also to require new or additional se- 
curity for outstanding debts, as a condition of extending the time of 
payment of any such debts which may not be deemed perfectly se- 
cure ; and all securities for monies belonging to or under the con- 
trol of Synod^ shall be made payable to the Corporation in its cor- 
porate name and its assigns, either on demand, or at a day certain) not 
beyond a year from their date, with interest payable yearly. 

IV. 

The Board of Directors shall appoint two of their number, who 
with the Treasurer shall form « Finance Committee, whose duty it 
shall be to invest or loan the monies \^hich may come into the 
Treasury over and above the sums required to satisfy any existing 
claims or appropriations made, as they shall deem safe and most pro- 
ductive, and the Treasurer shall, whenever the amount received into 
the Treasury exceeds ^500 over said existing claims and appropria- 
tions, immediately report such excess to the Finance Committee. 

V. 

The monies as they become due shall be receivable by the 
Treasurer, whose duty it shall be to deposit the same forthwith in 
the Bank of New- York, or in such other Bank as the Board of Di- 
rectors shall from time to time determine, and all such deposits shall 
be entered in a book to the credit of the Treasurer of " The General 
Synod of the Reformed Protestant Dutch Church," who shall have 
the custody of said book, and all monies shall be drawn out of the 
Bank by written or printed chedss signed by the Treasurer in his 
official capacity. 

The Treasurer shall keep regular books of accounts, in which he 
shall enter all monies received or paid out by him under apprdt)riate 
headS) designating the particular fund to which the same belong, 
idien and £rom whom received, and when and to whom paid ; and

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also to keep in said books a particular statement of all monies 
loaned, to whom, when, and upon what securities loaned, and all 
monies otherwise invested, and when and how ; and shall state sepa- 
rately under the head of Donations, all sums of money which have 
been or may be placed at the disposal of Synods designating the 
donors* names, the amount of their several donations, and the par- 
ticular purposes for which made ; and shall exhibit his books of ac- 
count, including his bank-book, to the Board of Directors for their 
inspection at every stated meeting, and oftener if requested. And it 
is made the duty of the Board to examine such books when so ex- 
Idbited, and to make a brief entry of the general result of the ex- 
tiUnation in their minutes. 

VI. 

The Boar^4)f Directors are authorized to appoint a Secretary, 
whose duty ^faall be to attend their stated meetings and keep regular 
minutes of all their proceedings, and to correspond with such per- 
sons as the Board shall direct relative to their business. 

«^ VII. 

The Board shall report to Synod at their annual meetings, a par- 
ticular statement of the situation of the funds belonging to or under 
the control of Synod, how secured or invested together with such 
suggestions and information as the Board may deem necessary the 
better to secure the said funds, or to render the same more produc- 
tive ; and shall accompany such report with a general abstract of the 
Treasurer's accounts of receipts, and payments for the past year. 

VIII. 

The Board is authorized to affix the common seal of the Corpo- 
ration, and cause their President to give his official signature to any 
jetter of attorney for the collection of debts or any other purpose 
in order to the due fulfOment of any of their aforesaid duties. 

IX. 

The appointments of the President, Directors and Treasurer shall 
not^endure longer than one year, or until others are appointed) but 
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new appointments may be made within the year, and the Board of 
Directors are authorized to suspend the Treasurer from office for 
misconduct ; in which case, or in case of his resignation, death or in- 
ability to perform the duties of his office ^ and also in case of his de- 
clining to accept his office, (when thereunto appointed by General 
Synod, and after their adjournment) the Board of Directors may ap- 
point a Treasurer pro, tern, to hold his office until the next meeting 
of General Synod, and until another Treasurer is appointed. 

X. 

The Board of Directors are authorized to determine the amowit 
of salary to be paid to the Treasurer and Secretary for their «B|M- 
ces, (if it shall be deemed by them expedient to grant any salar]^,) 
but under this express limitations that the Salary of Hie Treasurer 
shall not exceed the sum of ^250 per annum, nor sfijilf the Salary of 
the Secretary exceed the sum of ^100 per annunou exclusive of 
necessary disbursements made by them in the execution of their 
respective duties, to be audited by the Board of Directors ; which 
said Varies shall be paid quarter yearly if required. And the 
Board of Directors shall also from time to time, cU^bffttnine the amount 
of security to be given by the Treasurer (if any is deemed neces- 
sary) fw the faithful performance of the duties of his office. And 
shall also be the judges to determine the sufficiency of the securities 
offered by him : which bond when executed, is to be left in the 
Custody of the President for safe keeping. 

XI. 
All By-Laws formerly enacted are hereby, repealed. 

Resolved^ That the Board of Corporation be requested to take the 
subject of the annual collections appointed by Synod, into consider- 
ation, and so to alter the time, and explain the objects of the differ- 
ent collections, as shall tend most to advance the interests of Genen^ 
Synod.

Respectfully reportyTInt they have discharged the duties assigned 
them ; were kindly received and affectionately treated during the 
M^ki^ session ; were gratified willi thmr proceedings. — with the un- 
interrcqiit^d %!ffmoAji^|^ brolftirly love that prevailed, — ^with the 
truly «ndi»ri^ng and highly Sieresting reports from various sec- 
tioQ9 of th^ir Church upon the state of religion. Among other im- 
portant transactions we notice, the retention (by the decision of a 
large majfirity) of that article of their constitution, which prohibits 
fhe 'marriage tff a man with his deceased wife's sister. And also

oi* the establishmeat of a new Theological Seminary to be located at 
Allegany town, in the state of Ifesamyhiam ; to the professorship of 
which the Rev. Dr. Janeway has been app<nnted. May the divine 
blessing render this institntion productive of great good.

Twenty^seven co^es of the minutes of the General Assembly of 
the PMlilTterian Church for 1826, were received and distributed 
among the Classes. 

The Committee on Correspondence reported, and their report was 
amended, adopted> and is as follows : — 

The Committee on Correspondence report, That from the reports 
of the delegates to the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
and the Synod of the German Reformed Church, it appears that the 
Correspondence with those reverend bodies continues to be con- 
ducted with pUBctuality and christian harmony, and cannot fail of 
being productive of beneficial results. TW Committee therefore 
recommended that the Correspondence be cdi|Ettiied. 

Your Committee would further recommend that an overture be 
made by this body to the Synod of the Associate Reformed Churcjir 
to maintain a correspondence with thp^evereMMtody ^jiigtt'lke same 
terms with the Correspondence mappned bfCtlds Syafoi^.'iv^iti^the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Ch£th. ' ^!.. 

The Committee observe with regret that the Board of DirectiAf 
of the Reformed Dutch Church, have not been success^ in pro- 
curing agents to visit the land of our forefathers, aad rene^ iVvi^ 
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friendly relations, and Christian intercourse formerly existing with the 
mother church. From the communications put into the hands of 
your Committee > of his Excellency the Minister and Envoy Extra- 
ordinary > from the King of the Netherlands, at Washington^ and 
the Rev. Mr. Reily of York in Pennsylvania, who has lately visited 
that country it appears highly probahle that the various objects 
which this Synod has in view in the appointment of agents to visit 
the Churches in Holland, would be accomplished, provided suitable 
persons could be procured to undertake the agency. The Com- 
mittee therefore submit the following resolution : — Resolved, That 
this Synod appoint by ballot two agents, who shall sail for Holland 
with all convenient speed and endeavour to accompUsh the objects

contemplated by this Sjmod in their resolutions of the last session 
oa this subject ; and that the Board of Corporation be. and are here- 
by directed to defray the necessary expenses of the agency.

The Sjmod j[)roceeded to the election of the agents to Holland, 
* contemplated in the above report. On counting the balk9te it ap- 
peared that the Rev. Messrs. Peter Labagh and John Ludlow were 
chosen primaru and the Rev. Thomas De Witt and John F. Scher- 
merhom secundi.

Whereupon it was« Resolved unanimously^ That the Rev. Messrs. 
P^ter Labagh and John Ludlow be, and they hereby are appointed 
agents to visit Holland for the purposes above mentioned and the 
Rev. Messrs. Thomas De Witt and John F. Schermerhom, be their 
secundi. 

, Resolved, That in case the Rev. Peter Labagh should go on 
the mission to Holland the Professors in the Theological Seminary, 
and the Teacher in the Grammar SchooL be requested to supply his 
pulpit, and that the Board of Corporation take measures to supply 
the pulpit of the other agents who shall accompany him. 

Resolved, That whenever toy of the above-nientioned agents shall 
signify to Che President their* acceptance of the appointment of 
Synod, he be authorized to make out their commission, to be signed 
^}y all the officers of General Synod. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

Synodicai Reports of the State of the Churches. 

Whereas the Members of this Synod feel the importance of culti- 
Tating personal reUgion — and whereas- we pecuUarly need the di- 
vine direction in our present deliberations therefore 

Resolved That the Members of this Synod wUl meet each morn- 
ing during its session at 6 o' clocks in the Consistory Room of this 
Church, for the purpose of social prayer and praise. 

Resolved Jurther, That this Synod will also observe, during its ses- 
sion, a season for united and special prayer to the great Head of the 
Church for the out-pouring of His Spirit on the ministers churches 
and congregations in our Connexion, and on his kingdom throughout ' 
the world ; and also that the Delegates from each Classis exhibit a 
written account of the state of reUgion in their Classis. 

In pursuance of the above resolution, the Synod spent the after- 
noon of the third day of the session as a season of special prayer, 
when reports on the State of Religion were received from the Dele- • 
gates of the respective Classes, which were referred to the Commit- 
tee on the State of Religion. 

The Committee on the State of Religion reported, and their re- 
port was amended, adopted, and is as follows : 

That unbounded gratitude is due to Almighty God, our heavenly 
preserver for the great mercy vouchsafed to our Zion in permitting a 
large delegation to assemble under auspicious circumstances of health 
and comfort ; and that we communicate the following view of the 
State of Religion to the churches and congregations under x)ur care, 
with ardent prayers to Him who occupies the throne of grace, that 
X whatever evils may exist, they may soon be remedied and whatever 
blessings have been bestowed, they may be increased a hundred and 
a thousand fold. 

The Committee are pecuharly happy in reporting, that the most 
desirable harmony of views and unity of effort prevails throughout • 
our bounds. The young ministers who have been lately introduced 
into the Church, unifo|*ndy maintain the doctrine of our F^.tk^\^^ 
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and while they commend ^emselves to the increasing confidence of 
the Churches* they also commend our Theological School which has 
nurtured them^ to the prayers and support of every lover of religioii. 

On the subject of vital godliness and Christian activity, the balance 
of information exhibited in the Synodical reports and the written ac- 
counts received on the floor of Synod is favourable and encouraging. 
<( Though iniquities testify against us. yet God has not forgotten to be 
gracious." In the detail before us, coldness in the church and wick- 
edness in the world, will be seen ; but through divine mercy, in- 
creasing devotion in Ood's people and a progressive moral amehora- 
tion in the community at large, will also be observed. Your Com- 
mittee will submit a view of the State of Religion in the order of the 
Synods and Classes under your jurisdiction. 

The evils which call for the prayers pf this Synod to God for 
correction, consist in the coldness and irregularity of many professing 
Christians, and in the sins and stupidity of the people at large. All 
the reports exhibit mournful accounts of the backsliding and worldly 
spirit of many of the avowed followers of Christ. There are those 
who bear the Christian name, who feel so Uttle for the spiritual in- 
terest of their famiUes, as not to present them to the family altar. 
There are those who neglect the gathering themselves together at 
the public worship of God, and spend the holy Sabbath in v^sitings 
and carnal conversations, and sometimes even in unsanctified amuse- 
ments ; and thus pain the feelings of the pious? and encourage the 
violations of the ungodly and the careless. 

There are those in the bosom of the Cfaurchi who shut up the 
bowels of their compassion against their brethren* and against the 
interest of the Lord's kingdom. While many of their brethren are 
making hberal donations to the school of the prophets and other ob- 
jects of public interest, they do not observe the importance of these 
things, and refuse to contribute of their substance for their support. 

Thel« are those who do not entertain that cm^al affectifxi for 

:^eir Christian brethren which our Lord so strongly inculcates, and 

liere and tj|pe the spirit of discord has eRtered into the sacred pale 

of the chui^.'* There are very many who neglect the important duty 

of « teaching and causing to be taught" to their chUdrea, tiie great 

principles o£ religion contained in our Catechbm. And there is an 
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extensWe and mournful conformity to thrown cu8l<»» and praeticeB 
of the world that tieth in wickedness ; and ahheugh their delinquent 
des may not be such at toTequire the exerctte of di0oi{dine, yet they 
open the way for more glaring deviations from duty, and give a most 
injuyious sanction to the tanities of l9ie world. 

In the non-professing part of our congregations and society m 
general) besides expected carelessness of divine thinge, many de- 
stvnctive vices exist. Amongst'the vices that meet the eye of the 
Christian, philanthropist, Sabbath«breaking holds a most prominent 
place; ]&icouraged by this laxness of not a few pnofessors* the Lord's 
day is grievouflfy pro&ned. Not only is^itspent by many in the slum- 
bers of the sluggard, but firiendly visits— *calls of business<*~perform* 
ance of errands, and all manner of amusements, and sports are very 
frequently observed. The vice of intemperanee stalks Hke a migiily 
€h)liath throngfa Ite land, slays itsthooMUidB and defieeliie armies of 
the living Gbd. In^'somoi circles of sodety* and m some sections of 
the country more tha» others, the unprovoked an^ aggravated vice of 
pro&neness often shocks lAie ears of^piety. IW neglectof the meains 
ef gmoe is in many cases moumfidly prevalent, and a dbsposi^on to 
rna after maauthorBced and hAVAtical teachers is sometimes observed. 

In- view of these prevailing sins, who does not feel the reason to 
exclaim, '< If thou, Lord, should marie inquitie^ against us, O Lord> 
who canr stand \ But theve is forgiveness with thee^ that thou mayest 
be feared; Help U8» O Lordly for vain is the help of man, and blot 
out our iniquities for thine owd name's sake." 

But while your Committee exhibit these reasons of complaint, they 
do not intend]to intimate that the stale ef the eengvegatiens is worse 
than in fiirmer years* 80 farfrom^it, tibereis^ reason tof-bless God and 
congratulate one another^ ^at the rqpmrts exhibit fketc and accounts* 
which plainly declare that the merdesof God have been meneased 
during the year. 

This will be apparent firmn the £[dlowing extracts: inthe Clasfeis 
of New-Yoilt, thou^ there has been no i^>eeial ouUpouring of Hm 
Spirit, yet the stated a^bmiuslrations^ have been contfaitod» and pv^ 
fesnng members are uicreasing in knowledge and growii^t u^ grace. . 

£n the Classis <rf New-Brunswick, there is a general and inereaft* 
ing attention to the means of grace. In s(nn« of the con^pregatioaa 

6 
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the state of religion is peculiarly gratifying. The church of Spots* 
lyood is rapidly increasing, and happily improving in all that consti* 
tutes the beauty of Christian society.. The churches under the. care 
of the Rev. C. C. Eltinge, have been remembered of God and Uess^ 
ed with an extensive revival. Forty members have been added to 
the church, and the work still continues. 

The Classis of Long Island gives a cheering report. The Lord 
has looked <m some of the churches, and blessed them in an uncom- 
mon measure. The church of Jamaica has enjoyed a pleasing revi- 
val, and twenty-six niembers have been added to the communion. In 
the congregation of Oyster Bay, twenty persons have obtained a good 
h(^9 and many others appear deeply affected. 

The Classis of Paramus, after speaking in detail of the existence 
of Catechetical *and Bible Classes, and Sabbath School and Praying 
Societies, comes to thi8;Conclusion> that the churches fure now under 
more c(^ous droppings o£ the Sanctuary! than in former years. 

The Classes of Bergen, Philadelphia, and Poughkeepsie, all speak 
of the continued mercy of God,^ — the well attended preadiing of the 
word, — ^the general good order of the churches, and, additions to some 
ofthem,— ^the general existence. of. Missifmary, Bible, Catechetical 
and Sunday School Institutions : but no very extraordinary effiisions 
of the Spirit within their bprders. . 

In the Classes of Ulster and Schoharie, an ordinary state of things 
exists. There are triumphs of grace, there is a gradual accession of 
members, and there is proof that they are not forsaken. 

In the Classis of Schenectady, God has granted a copious out- 
. pouring of his S]urit on the church under the care of the Rev. Mr. 
Slingerland. Between forty and fifty souls have renounced all for 
Christ, and a good state of feeling is noticed in other churches. 

In the Classis of Cayuga — Sandbeach and Ovid, have been revived 
and strengthened. 

In the Classis of Albany, God has smiled on his heritage. In the 
city of Albany a very bc^ful state of things exists, and a consideraT 
bte number hfve already submitted themselves to Jesus Christ. 

In the Classis^of Washington, good things reach us from Water- 
ford and WynantVKilL The church of Waterford has been much 
stwji^gftbGiaed ; thirteen souls have been added to the communion 
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under the labours of the Rev. I. P. Labagh. The Spirit of God has 
arrested some souls at Wynant's-Kill, and awakened the church to 
earnest prayer. 

God has been pleased to do good in the Classis of R^isselaer. 
Appearances have been hopeful at Catskill. At Kinderhook, the 
phurch is agonizing in prayer for the conversion of sinners. Cler- 
mont is not forgotten in God's thoughts of mercy. The spirit of 
prayer greatly rests on Schodack ; and Athens has enjoyed, and is 
enjoying a sweet and blessed revival. 

From the Minutes of the German Reformed Church, laid on the 
table of Synod, and from the statement of the Corresponding Dele- 
gate, your Committee are enabled to report, that the prot^ects of 
that large and interesting portion of Zion are unusually cheering. 
The Seminary of that Church is now in succesfsrfiil progress. The 
ministers are multiplying, and though, as is frequently the case in all 
Christian communities, the Report complains of lukewarmness in 
many, yet the spirit of devotion has gone forth more extensively than 
in former years, and a powerful work of grace has blessed more than 
one section of the church. 

The Presbyterian Church, through its Delegate, communicated to 
us the Narrative of the State of Religion within their bounds. In the 
wide extent of that Church, great diversities of circumstances exist ; 
but the sum of information clearly indicates that God is in the midst 
of them, and that he rides in the chariot df salvation among them, 
from conquering to conquer. 

Among the indications of the Divine smile on our Church, your 
Committee present with great pleasure, the success of our own Mis- 
sionary Society. A very pleasing increase oi liberality to this insti- 
tution is manifest from the augmentation of the funds. But what is 
truly cheering to every Christian, is the fact, that through the instru- 
mentality of this Society, several languishing and destitute churches 
have been i^vived and supplied with the Word of Life ; and some of 
them in less than a single year, have been enabled to support the 
Gospel without further assistance from this society. In consequence 
of the labours of these missionaries, not only have scattered churches 
been gathered together, but a considerable number of precious souls 
have been arrested, convinced, and brought into iVv^ ^iVyeiiX:^ ^^ ^^ 
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children of God? and into the communion of his saints. By these re- 
solts, every friend <^the Church and of soub must be encouraged to 
repeat and increase their exertions in favour of our Missionary So- 
ciety. It is manifest from comparing together the number of com- 
municants in the church, the ordinary amount of mdifidual contribtt- 
tion> and the whole amount received into our treasury* that not more 
than one out of four of the members of our Church contributes to this 
Society. WiU not the firiends of our Church come up more generally 
to the help of the Lord ? Do our brethren and sisters realize the 
value of souls» and their approacbiag account at the tribunal of Godr ? 
O let them cast in «« of their abundance," or their <' two miteS)" into 
ihe treasuiy, by which they may be instrumental in gladdenii^ a saint 
weeping in solitary placeS) in recovering muiy a poor sinner taken 
enptiv^ by the groat adversary, and in lMigfat«ik|; the crown of glory 
which they hope to wear forev^. 

Another sulject which calls for gra^tude to God» and is intimately 
connect^ with the fstate and interests of reUgion, is the prosperous 
state of our Literary and Theological College. By the generosity of 
the members and friends of the Church, the subscripticms f<Hr the 
su]KM>rt of the third Professor, are in great forwardness. The Lite- 
rary Department is in foil and very prosperous operatioa, and offers 
the certain prospect of being an abundant fountaiui whose streams 
shall supply our Theological Seminary, and flowmg abroad, will 
gladden many a waste and solitary (dace of Zion, and many a parch- 
ed and barren spot in the destitute world. 

We congratulate the Churches on the resolution of General Synod, 
recommending the formation of Education Societies in the several 
ccmgregations belonging to ouat body. Undoubtedly, no measure 
could be more necessary in the present state of our SchocJ, nor more 
auspicious to the interests of our Institution. Perhaps the Societies 
are formed in all our congregations, and in successfol operation ; but 
your Committee have no knowledge of the foct, except so fiur as re- 
lates to the Classes of New-Brunswic^, Albany, and Rensselaer, in 
each of which efforta have been made, fonds raised, and three young 
gentlemen are now assisted by th^n. It is hoped that, as far as it is 
practicable) this example may be imitated. Young men can be found 
or suitable gualifications, who will gratefolly accept the aid of the 
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pious in obtaining the education necessary to enter on the pastoral 
office. How soon would all our vacancies be supplied, and how 
rapidly might our boundaries be extended, if every church having the 
ability, would support one candidate for the ministry. O that the 
time were come, when every Christian shall awake to the importance 
of this subjects And while they generously provide missionary means, 
they would also provide men to be employed by those means. 

The Committee recommend to General Synod the adoption of the 
following reacAitions : 

1. Reaohedy That it be enjoined on the Consistories of the re- 
spective Churches under the jurisdiction of this Synod, to exhibit 
to thda* respective Classes at their annual meetings, — and upon the 
Classes, to transmit through theur Delegates to General Synod, writ- 
ten Had particular accounts of the dtate of vital godliness within their 
bounds, the subjects of sorrow in the Church, the state of the con- 
gregation, the prevailing vices, the efforts of benevolence that are 
made, and whatever else may be deemed interesting as the materials 
of the report on the State of Religion. 

S. ReeekoeAy That as it does not appear that the different congre- 
gations have complied with the resolution of General Sjmod in regard 
to the formation of Education Societies, therefore this Synod do 
earnestly repeat their recommendation on this subject.

Si/nodical References. 

The Committee on S3rnodical Minutes reported* and their report 
was adopted, and is as follows : 

The Committee on Synodical Minutes beg leave to report, that they 
find on the Minutes submitted to their inspection the foUowing reso- 
lutions and recommendations, claiming the attention of this Synod. 

On the minutes of the Particular Synod of New- York, they find 
resolutions dividing the Classis of New-Tork into two Classes ; making 
Grand-street the division line. 

On the minutes of said Synod, your Committee find the foUowing 
reference of the Classis of New- York, to wit : — 

<' Whether the article of the Constitution, requiring the regular ex- 
position of the Catechism on a part of every Lord's day, is to be rigid- 
ly enforced ; or whether it may not be submitted to Consistories, 
where circumstances may require it to be partially dispensed with." 

Your Committee also find on said minutes, notice of the suspen- 
sion by the Classis of Paramus, of S. Z. Goetchius from his office, as 
a candidate for the gospel ministry. 

On the minutes of the Particular Synod of Albany, the following 
preamble and resolutions from, the Classis of Albany, in which said 
Synod concurred, are presented for the consideration of General 
Synod. 

" Whereas the rules of church government, together with the ex- 
planatory articles, are found to be in many repects illy calculated to 
promote the correct and useful administration of the government and 
discipline of the church ; therefore 

Resolved, That the Classis of Albany deem it highly expedient 
that there should be an entire revision of the rules and articles of 
Church Government of the Reformed Dutch Church." 

The Conmiittee also find a resolution relative to the case of Simon 
Westfall, whose application on the recommendation of Synod for aid 
from the Van Benschoten Fund, is stated not to have been granted ; 
which resolution requires an inquiry into the reason of its failure. 

On the minutes of said Synod, is also fi>und a recommendation, 
that some modification be made in the plan of the organization of the 
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Missionary Society of the Refonned Dutch Church ; which may tend 
more effectually to occupy the Missionaiy grounds and excite a com^ 
mon interest throughout the congregations belonging to said Church 
in the cause of Missions. 

On the minutes of General Sj^nod, the only subject referred to the 
present meeting, b the Incest question ; contained in the following 
words : 

^^Resolved, That so much of the acts of the General Sj^nod, passed 
in the years 1797 and 1815, recorded on page 264 in the appendix 
to our Constitution^ as directs the churches to exclude from sealing 
ordinances the persons contemplated by those acts, be, and the same 
is, hereby repealed.'' 

The above are all the particulars which your Committee have 
ascertained as requiring the investigation of (General Synod. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

ARTICLE Tin. 

Sifnodicai Appeals. 

The Mowing appeal, taken by the Classis of New-York from a de- 
cision of the Particular Synod of New- York, was presented to Synod, 
viz:— 

To the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church to meet ia 
Philadelphia on the first Wednesday of June, 1827, the Classis of 
New- York do hereby appeal from certain resolutions of the Parti- 
cular Synod of New-York, which are in the words following, viz : — 

« Resohedi That it is expedient to divide the Classis of New- 
York. 

** Reschedt That Grand-street be the division line between the 
two Classes. 

« Resolved^ That the Classis north of said division line shall be 
known by the name of the Second Classis of New- York ; and that 
said Classis shall meet at the Church in Broome-street on the last 
Wednesday of May. instant, at 10 o'clock, A. M. for the purpose of 
being duly organized, and that the Rev. Dr. Brodhead preside and 
preach on the occasion, and that the Rev. Dr. Gnnn be the secun- 
dus to the Rev. Dr. Brodhead." 

From these resolutions the Classis appeal, and because of the fol- 
lowing reasons : — 

The 31 St Art. of Ex. Arts, says, that aD Ecclesiastical Assemblies 
possess a right to judge and determine upon matters within their res- 
pective jurisdictions, and which are regularly and in an Eoclesiastical 
wanner brought before them. 
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Id the SSth Art. of Rules of Church Government, the powers of 
different judicatories are defined^— <> A Classis hath the same jurisdic* 
tlon over a Consistory, which a Particular Synod hath ovei'a Clasas, 
and a (reneral Synod over a Particular.'' And in the 39th Art. of 
Ex. Art. Classes are invested vnth the power of forming new Congre* 
gationS) and determining the boundaries when contested between 
Congregations already formed ; the continuing combinations, or the 
dissolution, or the change of the same, as may be requested by the 
people, or be judged necessary among the respective Congregations. 

I. According to the above quotations from the Constitution of the 
Church) the Classis deem the above roeolutions of Particular Sj^od 
to be inconsistont with good order, and with that respect which is due 
from a higher to a lower judicature in the adoption of a measure in 
which the lower is so materially concerned. 

The Classis of New- York had not dehberated on the question of a 
division : they had not previously expressed their sentiments on it, as 
they conceive they had a right to do : it came before the S3mod by a 
report of their own Committee on Sj^nodical Minutes, and ought 
therefore in courtesy to have been referred to the Classis for their 
consideration. And as a Particular Synod has no more power over 
a Classis than a Classis has over a Consistory, and as the only ground 
upon which a Classis can lawfully form new Congregations or divide 
those already formed, is an application originating with the people 
and duly preferred, or a state of controversy respecting bojundaries 
which renders the intervention of their power necessary, the Classis 
conceive that such a reference of the question to them was proper as 
a recognition of their right to be heard in relation to it. 

From the principles above stated, they conclude that a Synod 
ought not to divide a Classis, unless application to this effect be duly 
made« or such a controversy on the subject exists in the Classis as 
may call for their interference, and as the Classis of New York had 
not previously a^tated the question of a division the Particular Sy- 
nod have, as they believe, lost sight of a cardinal principle of good 
order in the power they have exercised. 

n. The Classis consider the precedent set by Particular Synod, in 
the exercise of such power over a lower judicature, without Ke«.tvw% 
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or consolting with it on a measure of so much importance* as dan< 
gerous to the best interests of the Church. If the right of a lower 
judicator^to be previously heard on a question in which it has a deep 
concern) be denied^ it is obrious that its interests are put at the 
mercy of a higher 'one* or at the mercy of individuals who are dispo- 
sed to use with it an improper influence. If Particular Synods may 
divide and subdivide the bodies of which they are composed* without 
consulting with them* or even giving them a hearing, then Classes 
may divide and subdivide Congregations at the instance of disaffected 
individuals* without paying any respect to Consistories with whose 
interests such measures might materially interfere ; without hearing 
them on the expediency or inexpediency of such measures ; without 
even recognizing their existence. Tha higher judicatory has no check 
on the exercise of its power to almost any extent* and the oppressive 
exercise of it in any instance cannot be corrected but by subsequent 
appeals which peculiar circumstances might sometimes render im- 
practicable* while the consequences would be iii^ a high degree ruin- 
ous to those immediately interested. 

III. The Classb add, that the expediency of any division of their 
body cannot be fairly determined by the reasons stated by the Synod 
as the ground of their act. This body in reference simply to the 
number composing the Classis* and to preserve an equal numerical 
representation from the Particular Synod* might suppose a division 
expedient. Upon these grounds they might * very j)roperly have re- 
ferred the matter to Classis* to learn if any thing could be urged to 
show, it judexpedient : but there are other considerations involved in 
the question of expediency* which certainly deserve some attention* 
and render it doubtful whether the single advantage of an increase of 
representation in General Synod* the object designed to be accom« 
phshed by the proposed division* would not be more than counter- 
balanced by some injurious effects resulting from the division^ on the 
influence and prosperity of the Dutch Church in this great and grow- 
ing city. Of the importance of these considerations* the Classis is 
perhaps more competent to judge than the Particular Synod, and 
ought therefore to have been consulted on 'the question of expe- 
diency. Circumstances may exist* which possibly upon mature deli- 
heratjon would render it expedient to preserve our union in order to 
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preserve our strength, and to keep pace in our growth with other de- 
nominations. Concentrated action, it has been said, is powerful 
action. The same powers, when applied by a common direction, 
will produce results impossible to their divided and partial exercise. 
The respectability of the denomination, the general interests of the 
Church, would possibly be more effectually promoted by having in the 
midst of so vast a population and in the midst of so many other denomi- 
nations, a Classis respectable fo;r its numbers as well as for its taleiits 
and piety, than by any increase of representation in General Synod 
which cannot be obtained but by a division of Classis. For the above 
reasons, said Classis feeling themselves aggrieved, do now and hereby 
lay their appeal from the judgment of Particular Synod, as expressed 
in the afore-cited resolutions before the General Synod, and request 
that the Rev. George Dubois and the Rev. Dr. Brownlee be heard as 
Commissioners for the prosecution of the same.

Your Committee would further reports that in compliance with the 
resolution of General Synod of June* 1823, (See Minutes, pagefs 62 
and 63^) they have succeeded in obtaining subscriptions to the 
amount contemplated by Synod iR)r the purchase of the College edi- 
fice and lot ; and that they have paid to the Trustees of RutgeiB> 
formerly Queens College, four thousand dollars for the purchase 
jzionej. and eight hundred dollars for three years and four nnrnths 
interest on the same, at 6 per cent, which is in fiill for said property ; 
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aiMi for which they have receiTed a good and inifficieiit deed of con* 
veyance from said Board of Trustees in fee simple, free from aigr 
dniiditiDns or restrictions whatsoeTer, and they have deUvered said 
dfted to the Board of Corporation of General Synod. The Cobi- 
nidttee have accordingly cancelled the deht of $^,212 02, with the 
interest due from the Board of Trustees to General Synod. 
Your Committee now respectfully ask to he dismissed*

An account current of the General Synod with Mr. Peter Spader, 
for monies received and paid out for huilding a Cupola to the College 
Edifice, was received ; which was referred to the Committee on 
finance. 

A similar account current with Mr. Peter Spader, for repairs on 
the College Edifice, accomp^ed with certain vouchers^ was re*' 
ceited, and referred to the Committee on Finance. 

A communication from the Board of Trustees of Rutgers College 
was received requesting an alteration in the covenant between them 
and the General Synod, on the subject of the salaries of the Profes- 
sors in the Literary Department, — which was referred to the Rev. 
Alexander Gunn, 0. D., Isaac Ferris, and C. D. Westbrook, and the 
Elders, Stephen Van Rensselaer* and Simon De Ridder. 

The Committee reported, and their report was amended, adopted, 
and is as follows : 

The Committee to whom was referred the communication from 
the Trustees of Rutgers College, report, — 

That it appears to them inexpedient that the Sjrnod comply with 
Hie request contained in said communication ; but inasmuch as the 
concurrence of the General S3rnod, in every expenditui^ which the 
Trustees might deem necessary, and which the Synod would approve 
if in session, cannot be obtained ad promptly as the interests of the

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Literary Institution might in fact sometimes require : the Committee 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution : — 

Rescihedy That the Board of Superintendents of the College be 
authorized, for one year, to sanction such appropriations from tiibe 
to time,. out of the overplus of the funds and tuition money of the 
College, if any there should be, as they may think will be conduciTe 
to the welfare of that Institution. 

And whereas the Trustees have pledged themselves to Dr. Adrain» 
to an amount of salary above the original stipulation between the 
General Synod and Board of Trustees, the Committee recommend 
that General Synod concur in the alteration of the amount of this 
Professor's salary, it being understood that the Trustees pay the 
same out of the income of the Literary Institution.

The following report of the Board of Superintendents of Rut- 
gers College was received, and reft^red to the Committee pn the 
Professorate. 

To the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church, the Board 
of Superintendents of Rutgers College, respectfully report :— 

That since the last annual report, made by this Board, the Institu- 
tion has continued to flourish under the guidance and care of the 
same Professors, therein named, and has so far fully realised the 
pleasing anticipations then formed, of its future prosperity. The 
assiduity and zeal evinced by our excellent President and distin- 
guished Professors, in the discharge of their several duties, and 
their unremitting endeavours to elevate the character of the College, 
by a scrupulous attention to its interests, have eminently contributed) 
as we fondly hope, to place it on a permanent basis. 

The youth committed to their care are well taught, and no pains 
are spared to instil into their minds the principles of pure morals and 
sound literature. The pubUc examinations have afforded ample tes- 
timony of the proficiency made by the several classes in their respec- 
tive studies, and were very satisfactory to such members of the 
Board as were enabled to attend them. For a more particular 
knowledge of the present state of the College, the Board beg leave 
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to refer the Synod to the f<)Ilowmg extracts from the report made hy 
the Faculty to the Board of Superintendents of June 4v 1827, 'viz.-^ 

<< The Faculty of Rutgers College respect^iBy report to the Board 
of Superintendents of the same : — 

« That the whole number of Students in the Literary Institution 
is sixty-four. That of this number, the Senior Class is composed 
of five, — ^the Junior Class of nineteen. — the Sophomore Class of 
twenty-three, — and the Freshman Class of seventeen Students. 

« From the accounts received fi-om all the Professors of the Col- 
lege, it appears that its {n-esent literary state is in a high degree 
&vourable and cheering. The Senior Class are reported as having 
highly distinguished themselves throughout their whole course, and 
in all the various branches of study in which they have been engaged. 
The proficiency of the Students, in general, will bear favourable 
comparison with that of the sons of the most distinguished institu* 
tions in this Country. 

«' On the subject of morals and discipline, the Faculty have expe- 
rienced some difficultiesi but are happy to state that they have been 
of a partial and temporary character, and are now passing away. 
The order of General Synod on the subject of BibHcal recitations is 
regularly attended to, together with preaching in the Chapel on the 
morning of every Lord^s day, and daily prayer in the Chapel ; and 
we have the pleasure to add, that there are many Students in the 
College who give evidence of piety, and are the salt of the Institu- 
tion. A regular and voluntary meeting for prayer, which is well 
attended, has been instituted among them. 

(« In taking a retrospect of the past,, and looking forward to the 
future destinies of the Institution, the Faculty hope and beUeve, that 
if nothing of an unexpected or untoward nature shall occur, that 
under the smiles of a Heavenly Providence its course will be pros- 
perous, — that the sanguine hopes of its benefactors will be answered, 
— and that it will become a great and lasting blessing to the Church 
of God, and to our Country.'' 

From the present aspect of affairs, the Board are induced to be- 
lieve it will become necessary for them, at no very distant period, to 
employ a Tutor to teach some of the branches prescribed by the 
'Statutes of the College. 
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They wiU ooly add, that tbe Gmds of the Institutiim have imj^i^ed 
diuuig tiie last year ; and they indulge the hope, that ere kwg the 
continued zeal and Uheraltty of ka friends^ fnXl reheve it firom all 
embarrassment from want of an adequate ineome.

The Committee on the Professorate submit the following ^port. 

The report of the SupeiinteAdents of Rutgers College represents 
that institutieil as in a most flouiishing condition. The ability and 
fidelity with which the President tod several Professors of the Cc^ 
lege perform thm respective duties^ promise to raise the institutioft 
to an eminence that will nobly reccHnpense the patrons for all th^ 
toils which its re^estaUishment has cost them. Ih the Senior Class 
there are five, in the Juni6r Class nineteen, in the Sophomore Class 
twenty-three, and in the Freshman Class seventeen, making in vSt 
sixty-four Students. These are fiuthfiilly instructed in the varidus 
hranches of literature usually taught in our colleges, and.peculiar 
[painci lare taken to instil into their minds the principles of true* 
religion and sound morality; and those who have wkiiisssed the 
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ftoMic exasBnatianB cf tho Stadento ot& alteflt to thebr fiiinMQraUA 
proficiency. 

It Appean iacom th# report of tiie Board of Corporatioii, that that 
body has nesoWed tiiat they shall hereafter be doaignated by the 
name and atyle of the Board of Direction of General Synod. Your 
Committee are ignorant of the readons that have induced a devia- 
tipn from the style heretofore osed by that body in their commnnict- 
tions to Synod ; audio them it appears adtiseable that the former 
name be resamed, or i£ any alteration should be deemed necesaary^ 
that *^The Board of Direction of the Coiporation'* would convey t 
more accurate idea of the official character of that Board, than the 
oiie that has just been assumed. 

' Youk- Committee ccmcur with the Board in thdr suggestion con- 
eeming the By-Laws of the €k>rporatio6, and do not hesitate to re- 
commend the adoption of those that have been read before Synod, 
and which are contained in the document accompanying the report 
of the Board of Corporation. 

Your Committee are deeply sensible of the loss which the Church 
]^as sustained by the death of the late Mr. Isaac Heyer, and they are 
persuaded that no suggestions of theirs are necessary to awake in 
the Synod a just regard for the memory of a man who was lovely in 
bis life, serene jn the hour of his death) and the memorial of whose 
worth will be found in the history of thei progress of truth) audi 
virtue^ and benevolence^ in our land. 

In conformity with a request for that purpose, referred to your 
Comiyttee, they would respectfully report in favour of a recom- 
aaendation by this Synod, to the Board of Trustees of Rutgers Col- 
lege, to rehnquish the remainder of the tuition fees of Benjamin 
Swartz> a studi^t in that institution, from and afl:er the present ses- 
aon. They would ivlso recommend that the following persons, vit. 
Cornelius Van Dyke* Henry Mandeville, James Talmage, John H. 
Bevier, and Thomas Ammerman. be recommended in the order in 
¥4iich they are here named, to the Trustees of Rutgers College, as 
suitable persons to receive aid fix>m the Van Benschoten Fund. 

Your Committee would also recommend that a dispensation be 
granted to Mr. Woodworth for the former part of this year, and that 
upon condition of his satisfying the Board of Superintendents as to 
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his attainmentd at the end of the contemplated term, he be recom- 
mended to the Professors for the professoral certificate. 

The only remaining subject submitted to your Committee, is a state- 
ment, irom which it appears that from an anxious desire to secure to 
the Church the talents and piety of those promising young men who 
are now in the Institution. Mr. Abraham Van Nest has been induced 
to advance from his private resources the sum of ^255, which sum 
your Committee suggest, might be refunded from the avails of a sub- 
scription circulated on Long-Islands a part of which af least is dis- 
posable in this way, — and they reconunend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution : — 

Reaohfed, That the Treasurer of tiie Corporation of General Sy- 
nod, be directed to pay to Mr. A. Van Nest the sum of |{256, from 
the avails of the Long-Island subscription, or any other monies that 
may be at the diqx)sal of the Board.

Whereas by a resolution of General Synod, those Ministers and 
Candidates who have received pecuniary aid from the fundsi and who 
apply for a dismission from the Dutch Church with a view to connect 
themselves wiUi some other denomination within the term of ten 
years, are required to refund the amount of pecuniary aid by them re- 
ceived while in the prosecution of their Uterary and theological studies ;

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ARTICLE XVin. 

HBssions. 

A communication fit)m the Rev. Absalom Peters^ the Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the American Home Missionary Society, was 
received, accompanied with a number of the last annual reports of 
said Society which were distributed among the members of Synod. 

The Fifth Annual Report of the Board of Managers of the Mis- 
sionary Society of the Reformed Dutch Church was presented to 
Synod, and referred to the Committee on Missions. 

The Rev. Professor De Witt preached the Annual Missionary 
Sermon before ^j9ynod, from Isaiah Ixii. 6, 7, in the First Re- 
formed Dutch Church, in the evening of the first Sabbath after the 
commencement of the session — when a Collection, amounting to 
^72 36 was taken up in behalf of the Missionary Society of the Re- 
formed Dutch Church. The Rev. William C. Brownlee. D. D. was 
appointed to preach the Annual Missionary Sermon at the next sta- 
ted meeting of Synod, and the Rev. Samuel A. Van Vranken was 
appointed his secundum. 

The Conmiittee on Missions reported, and their report was amend- 
ed, adopted, and is as follows : — 

The Committee on Missions, present the following rejwrt : — 
It is pleasing to observe, that the importance of Domestic Missions, 
and their claims on the Christian Church, begin to be generally ac- 
knowledged and extensively felt. The various evangehcal denomi- 
nations in our country have organized associations in their respective 
bounds, and are effecting much to cultivate the waste places of Zion. 
It will be grateful to this Sjrnod to be informed, that our brethren of 
the German Reformed Church, have entered with spirit into this 
work, and organized an efficient Society on the princi{des of our own. 
The report of our own Board, exhibits great cause of gratitude 
and renewed activity. The practical efficiency of our system has 
been felt more widely than at any previous period. Its friends have 
njjMphed, and lent their co-operation. And, what affords the high-

est encouragement, the Lord has heen pleased to own the lahours of 
our brethren in bringing many to a knowledge of the truth and the 
fold of Christ. 

It should however be deeply impressed on every mind, that we 
should not— cannot, pause at this stage — but are most imperiously 
urged forward. A vast field spreads itself before us ready for culti- 
vation ; many locations remain unoccupied, and numbers who have 
strong natural claims on our church, are anxiously looking to us 
for aid. 

Besides, the marked favour which the Great Head of the Church 
has vouchsafedi affords such an index to duty^ that it would be a re- 
flection on our fihal regard and faith, not to follow its direction 
promptly. 

It is a matter of congratulation, that the northern section of our 
Church, has expressed so strong a feeling and desire to pour its 
great resources into the domestic treasury, and exercise its influence 
in breaking up the fallow ground. While we say, God speed to the 
system of Foreign Missions, for it is great, splendid, and eminently 
successful in bringing forward the latter day glory, yet it is believed 
that the cause of Domestic Missions should go hand in hand with it» 
and indeed among ourselves should have the precedence. Upon 
examination, it appears that many of our Congregations contribute 
their whole charities abroad, while many others seem to pay no re- 
gard to the recommendations a ad injunctions of General Synod, to 
make collections for Missionary purposes. It is not sufficient that 
S3rnod legislate — Brethren must come forward and act ; and if; we 
are not satisfied with merely r ording the enactments of Synod, on 
the minutes of our Classes, • but put them (in our respective places,) 
into the fullest execution, another year will fiimish us the most cheer- 
ing intelligence. 

The Committee are not aware, what considerations led the last 
Synod to recommend a Foreign Mission, by our Church in her indi- 
vidual capacity. Yet, as it has been recommended — as the Board 
have made progress in preparatoi y steps — and it has gone before the 
Churches, they feel themselves so deUcately situated, as to be unable 
to suggest any measures in relation to it ; though as a committee, 
they conceive it matter of very doubtful expediency. 
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Appended to this report, are several resolutions which are recom* 
mended to General Synod for their adoption. 

1. Resolved, That the report of the Board of the Missionary So- 
ciety as amended, be adopted and published by the Board, and circu- 
lated as widely as possible among the Churches. 

2. Resolvedi That this Synod do join with the Board of Directors 
of the Missionary Society, and the Friends of Missions in Thanks- 
giving to the Head of the Church, for his blessings on our Missionary 
efforts during the past year. 

3. Reserved, That the Board be encouraged to go forward in their 
workv and use every pious means to excite a more general interest on 
the ^i^ject of Domestic Missions in the Churches under our care. 

4. ' Resolvedy That the Board of Directors of the Missionarp So- 
ciety> urge upon their Missionaries, the importance of using every 
effort to raise their support among the people with whom they labour. 

5. Resolved, That the Missionary Collection, directed by Synod in 
former years, be continued the present year.

Resolved, That the Board of Managers of the Missionary Society 
of the Reformed Dutch Church be and they hereby are requested 
to continue a Board of Agency ; and if they shall judge proper to 
enlarge that Board within the bounds of the Particular Synod of 
Albany, and that in the appointment of Missionaries to labour within 
th^'bounds of that Synod, they consult as far as practicable the 
views of said Board. 

The following resolution was adopted. 

Whereas the report of the Missionary Society of the Reformed 
Dutch Church, has been published in part in the Magazine of the 
Reformed Dutch Church, before the said report was submitted to 
this body for their approbation : — and whereas certain parts of said 
printed report, especially that part which relates to the mission to 
Utica, and the remarks on that mission, have met the decided disap- 

/>robation of this Synod, and have consequently been stricken from 

tAe report, — therefore, 
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Resclved^ That the said Missionary Society be, and are hereby 
directed not to suffer in future their annual reports, either in whole 
or in part> to be published from the press until the same has received 
the approbation and consent of this Synod.

The application to the President for a Special Meeting of the 
General Synod, and the call of the President having been read, in 
the following words : — 

" For the purpose of taking into consideration the case of L. B. 
Van Dyke, as represented by the Board of Superintendents of the 
Theological Seminary, at their meeting in the city of New York last 
fall. And also to consider the propriety of taking under their imme- 
diate care the Sunday School Association of the Reformed Dutch 
Church, recently formed in the city of New York." 

The following certified copy of the minutes of the Board of Su- 
perintendents of the Theological Seminary of the Reformed Dutch 
Church so far as they relate to the case of Mr. L. B. Van Dyke, 
was submitted :— 

Extract from the Report prepared for General Synod by the 
Board of Superintendents, at their meeting in the city of New Bruns- 
wick, on the 11th day of July, 1827. 

" Leonard B. Van Dyke, a member of the Senior Class, having ex- 
pressed some difficulty in subscribing to the doctrines of the faith as 
taught in our standards, his case was first examined by a special 
conimittee, and afterwards by the whole Board Whereupon the 
following resolutions were adopted : viz. — 

<< 1. Whereas the mind of Mr. L. B. Van Dyke labours on several 
important doctrines, so that he cannot subscribe to the entire stand- 
ards of the Church ; therefore, 

<< Resolved, That he cannot be recommended by this Board to the 
professors for their certificate. But, 

<* 2. Whereas he has given a high degree of satisfaction to the Board 
^r ^^e praise-wortby candour manifested on the topics on which his

The Committee on the communication from the Board of Super- 
intendents reported, and their report was accepted, considered by 
paragraphs, adopted, and is as follows : — " 

The Committee on the case of Mr. Leonard B. Van Dyke report 
the following recitals and resolutions for the adoption of the General 
Synod — 

Whereas the Board of Superintendents of the Theological School 
of the Reformed Dutch Church is, according to the plan of that insti* 
tutidn, subject to the supervision of the General Synod, and therefore 
accountaUe to Synod for all its measures- it behoves the Board in every 
case of doubt or difficulty to report the ^ame to the General Synod for 
advice and ultimate decision : and whereas it appears from the report 
of the Board of Superintendents to this Synod, that at the examination 
of the students in the aforesaid school who bad completed their 
theological course of study, Mr. Leonard B. Van Dyke, one of the 
said students, was regularly examined, and exhibited satisfactory evi- 
dence that his attainments in theological knowledge entitled him to 
a professoral certificate, to be admitted to an exammation before the 
Classis to which he was attached, for licensure ; but that he enter- 
tained doubts relative to certain standing articles of faith of the Re- 
formed Dutch Church, by reason whereof the said Board of Superin- 
tendents considered it their duty to withhold from him the said pro- 
fessoral certificate, until his said doubts should be removed ; and to 
that end advised him to continue in the institution, and pay particular 
attention to the points upon which he doubted, and accompaujring 
that advice by a resolution that should Mr. Van Dyke's mind become 
settled upon the said points, the President of the said Board was au- 
thorized, upon his request, to call a special meeting of the Board to 
attend to his case, as by reference to so much of the said report as 
relates to Mr. Van Dyke's doubts, and the proceedings of the said 
Board relative thereto, (a copy whereof is hereto annexed) may 
more fiiUy appear : Therefore Resohed^ That this Synod approve the 
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course pursued by the said Board of Superintendents in withholding 
the professoral certificate from Mr. Van Dyke until his aforesaid 
doubts should be removed, or this Synod should have an opportunity 
to pass finally upon his case. 

And whereas it further appears, by the report of the said Superin- 
tendents, that Mr. Van Oiyke did not conform to their advice so as 
aforesaid given to him, but left the said school, and attached himself 
to the Presbytery of Columbia, in connexion with the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church ; and that the said Presbytery 
admitted him to an examination for licensure in the Presbyterian 
Church, and afterwards licensed him to preach the Gospel as a li- 
centiate of the said CHurch : Therefore, Resolved^ That certified 
copies of this and the preceding resolutions, with their recitals, be 
transmitted to the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church for 
consideration, whether the aforesaid proceedings of the Presbytery of 
Columbia are conformable to the spirit and true intent of the articles 
of correspondence entered into by the General Assembly and this 
Synod, and to adopt such measures in relation thereto as the General 
Assembly shall deem proper in view of the circumstances of the 
case. 

And whereas it further appears by the aforesaid report, that the 
Board of Superintendents, at an extra meeting held in November 
last, passed certain resolutions, and authorized a circular to be ad- 
dressed to the Dutch churches in connexion with this Synod, arraign- 
ing the conduct of the Presbytery of Columbia, and menacing an 
appeal to the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church unless 
the Presbytery of Columbia should within three months rescind their 
proceedings in the case of Mr. Van Dyke, and advise the President 
of the said Board of Superintendents thereof; (and admonishing the 
Dutch Churches not to allow Mr. Van Dyke to officiate in them :) 
and whereas the said Board of Superintendents, in their last men- 
tioned resolutions and proceedings, have assumed powers which do 
not appertain to it^ and in relation to matters which fall within the 
legitimate province of this Synod — Therefore Resdhed, That this 
Synod feels constrained, by a just regard to its constitutional duty 
as the supreme ecclesiastical judicatory of the Reformed Dutch 
Church, to disavow the authority so assumed by the said Board of 
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Superintendents^ and to express pointedly the disapprobation of this 
Synod of the last mentioned resolutions and proceedings of the 
Board of Superintendents.

The following Report of the Board of Superintendents of the Theo- 
logical Seminary, was received and referred to the Committee on 
the Professorate. 

To the Rev. General Synod, the Board of Superintendents present 
the following Report, 

That pursuant to the resolution of the General Synod, the Board 
met in the city of New Brunswick on the 11th day of July, 1827. 
Reports were received from each of the Professors — The reports 

C'9) 
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I represented the following young gentlemen as members of the Tbeo- 
logic^al School. 

Senior Class. — John McKelvy, James Stephenson, Edwin Holmes, 
Leonard B. Van Dyke. 

Middle Class, — Robert P. Lee, James E. Quaw, Henry Raymond. 

Junior Class, — Isaac D. Cole, James Demarest, Henry Mande- 
ville, James Talmage, Cornelius L. Van Dyke, Charles P. Wack, 
« James Beveridge. 

Mr. Wack is a member of the German Reformed Church, and has 
been engaged in study from the commencement of the Theological 
year. Mr. Beveridge is a member of the Associate Reformed 
Church, and having entered in the advance of the year, was only 
examined on such studies as he hacl attended to. 

The several classes were fully examined on three successive days 
on the subjects of their respective studies during the year, viz : The 
first class on Didactic, Polemic and Pastoral Theology, Church Go- 
vernment, Ecclesiastical History, the sacred Languages, Biblical 
Criticism, experimental religion, and their views in entering into the 
Gospel ministry. Mr. Holmes, according to the terms of the dispen- 
sation granted to him, was also examined on certain studies of the 
first year. They also exhibited public exercises on the evening of 
the first day of the examination, and specimens in the composition of 
^sermons. The second class was examined on Didactic Theology, 
Hebrew and Greek Languages, Sacred Geography, Biblical Antiqui- 
ties, and general principles of interpretation. The third class was 
examined on the Sacred Languages, Biblical Antiquities, Sacred Geo- 
graphy, and the Canon of Scripture. 

The examination of Messrs. McKelvy, Stephenson, and Holmes, 
members of the first class, was sustained, and they were recommend- 
ed for professoral certificates. The Board were much gratified with 
the whole examination. A great amount of labour has been per- 
formed by the Professors, and a very laudable proficiency has been 
made by the several classes, in the respective branches of study to 
which their attention has been called. The general aspect of the 
school is highly encouraging. 

The Board remembering the sorrowful visitations which excited 

their grief at their last meetings, cannot fail to consider with no ordi" 

JJsrjr emotions of gratitude, that God has not permitted the destroyer 
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to enter the ranks of teachers or taught daring the year. Comforta- 
hie health and uninterrupted progress have marked the course of the 
year, except in the case of Mr. Lee who in consequence of ill health 
has been compelled to refrain from the studies of the last session. 

As it appears from the reports of the Professors of Biblical Litera- 
ture and Ecclesiastical History. &.C, that the Students of the Junior 
Class have not a sufficiency of study to occupy their time by the 
course which was assigned to them, in the order which has been pre* 
scribed, therefore, 

Resolved, That it be recommended to General Synod to alter the 
course of study of the first year or Junior Class, so as to add to the 
first year the History of the Old Testament, and so much of Pastoral 
Theology as relates to the composition and delivery of sermons. 

Resohed, That General Synod be requested to alter the time of 
the annual examination of the Theological College from the second 
Wednesday in July to the Tuesday immediately preceding the Com- 
mencement in Rutgers College. 

Whereas, it appears on the Minutes of General Synod of June, 
1827, that Mr. J. G. Woodward, was represented as a member of 
this School, and a dispensation was granted to him for the former 
part of the current year ; and whereas, it appears from a conference 
with the Professors that he has never been a member of the Theolo- 
gical School > but has attended merely -as an auditor and has with- 
drawn himself from his attendance at recitations therefore Rpsolvedy 
That he cannot be considered as entitled to the dispensation of Ge- 
neral Synod, until their further order shall be had in the premises. 

Whereas, our Theological College is now fully organized according 
to the original plan, by the appointment of three Professors, there- 
fore Resolvedj That General Synod be requested to organize a Theo- 
logical Faculty for the government of the Theological School. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

ARTICLE IT. 

Board of Corporation. 

The report of the Board of Direction of the Corporation, ac- 
companied with an abstract of receipts and expenditures and the an- 
nual digest, were received and are as follows : — 

The Board of Direction of the Corporation of the General Synod 
of the Reformed Dutch Church, respectfully submit to General Sy- 
nod their annual report, as follows : — viz., 

The Board met for the transaction of business at an early period 
after their appointment, and have continued to meet monthly or of- 
tener dunng the year. A Committee of Finance was appointed at 
their first meeting, in accordance with the fourth article of the By-

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I^awB. Isaac Young, the Treasurer of General Synod, having en- 
tered into bonds with two sureties approved by this Board in the sum 
of $6000* entered on the duties of his office ; and was authorized by 
this' Board to receive from the executors of the estate of Isaac He)er 
deceased, the late Treasurer^ and from Cornelius Heyer, the acting 
Treasurer after his decease, all the books, securities, and monies be- 
longing to General Synod. The money so received will appear ^ in 
his annual account, and the securities will be mentioned in a state- 
ment of the funds. 

The Board having perceived that.a beneficial result would arise 
by changing the time for taking up the collection for the Contingent 
Fund of General Synod, have changed the same from the first sab- 
bath in January to the first sabbath in March. 

The Board, in pursuance of the direction of General Synod, have 
secured the copy-right to the book of psalms, hymns, 6lc.> and have 
had the same renewed according to law, for the term of fourteen 
years. 

Shortly after their organization, a Committee of Inquiry was ap- 
pointed, to examine whether monies heretofore invested on bond and 
mortgage, or otherwise, was property and securely invested. The 
Committee have attended to that duty, and adopted the same mea- 
sure as a standing rule of the Board, to be acted upon by a Commit- 
tee to be annually appointed for that purpose at the first stated meet- 
ing after their appointment in every year. 

The Board have created a new fund, entitled the << Indigent Stu- 
dents' Permanent Fund ;" and in compliance with a request con- 
tained in a letter from James Bogert, Jun., Esq., they have placed 
the sum of ^200, heretofore subscribed by him, to the account of 
that fiind. As this will hereafter form a distinct item in our ac- 
counts, it would be a pleasing consideration, should the same meet 
the views and participate the bounty of many among those who con- 
secrate a portion of their substance to God ; and who love to employ 
in his service the young and worthy, though destitute sons of the 
Church. 

The Board have the pleasure to communicate to General Synod, 
that the Board of Trustees of Rutger's College acting in concert 
with this Board, and with a view to promote the harmony which so 

(23) 
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happily exists between the two institutions and the best interests of 
both ; have recently assigned and transferred to General Synod, in 
due form of law, the several bonds and mortgages for monies invested 
by them as Trustees of General Synod, belonging to the Professorate 
Fund, amounting together to ^91 bO. The said bonds and mortgages 
are now in the hands of the Treasurer of this Board ; and he has 
been directed to transmit the same to Mr. Peter Spader of New 
Brunswick, and to authorize him to collect the interest monies as 
the same shall become due thereon, and remit the same to him. A 
particular statement of which bonds and mortgages, with the accounts 
of Mr. Spader, will accompany this report. 

In June 1 827, General Synod appointed two agents to sail for 
Holland with all convenient speed, and endeavour to accomplish the 
objects contemplated by them in their resolutions of the then last ses- 
sion on the subject ; and this Board were thereby directed to defray 
the necessary expenses of the agency. A communication was re^ 
ceived by this Board in March last from the Rev. C. C. Cuyler, the 
President of General Synod, informing them of the consent of the 
Rev. John F. Schermerhorn to proceed on his mission to Holland in 
the month of May following. And they have also received unofficial 
information that the Rev. Peter Labagh has also accepted the said 
appointment ; but as official notice of the acceptance of only one had 
been received, and that so late ; and other difficulties arising in our 
minds on the subject, we have not acted in the premises, but res« 
pectfully beg leave to refer the same to General Synod for further 
instructions. 

In the digest accompanying the last annual report, the Board 
stated that as no books of the late Treasurer of the distinct accounts 
of the second and third professorships had been found, they could not 
then therefore, more particularly report thereon ; since which time, 
from the accounts of the late Treasurer they have been enabled to 
make detailed accounts of the monies received and invested by him 
for the said two Professorships, an abstract of which is now submit- 
ted to Synod, with a statement of the balance due from the late 
Treasurer of General Synod, amounting to $2328 41, which has 
been received by the present Treasurer from the executors of Isaac 
Heyer late treasurer.

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This board also state to General Synod in reference to the legacy 
6f Isaac Heyer deceased, devised by his last will and testament in 
the words following, viz. — " 1 give and bequeath to the treasurer of 
the Theological Seminary of the Reformed Dutch Church, for the 
use of the said Seminary the sum of two thousand ^ye hundred dol- 
lars." That the same has been paid to the Treasurer of this Board 
by his executors. The Board respectfully refer the Synod to the 
Treasurer's Annual Accounti and such other documents as will be 
laid before them, which will, as far as in their power, exhibit a full 
statement of the funds and money concerns of General Synod.

That a correspondence between the Reformed Dutch Chui*ch in 
Holland and in the United States of America has been maintained 
from the time that the Churches in this country were organized, 
by the establishment of regular ecclesiastical Judicatories. That 
through the commotions, which in the Providence of God took place 
in the land of our forefathers, this correspondence was interrupted. 
On the part of this Synod, the suspension of the correspondence was 
a subject of deep regret to the Synod ; and they continued until the 
year 1819, to transmit the usual communications; but receiving 
nothing in return, it has been entirely dropped. 

j[n consequence of the re-establishment of order both in church 
and state in Holland, from recent information there is encouragement 
to hope that the correspondence may be renewed. We all feel an 
interest and a strong desire for such renewal. 

The former correspondence having been carried on between the 

Particular Synod of New York and the Synod of North Holland, 

through the medium of the Classis of Amsterdam, a General iSynod 

constituted of delegates appointed by the Particular Synods, and

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meeting annually at the Hague, forming a body similar to the Gene- 
ral Synod in America : — the Committee recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution, viz.

ARTICLE TI. 

^ynodiccd Reports of the State of the Churches. 

In pursuance of a previous resolution, the Synod spent the evening 
of the sixth day of the session as a season of special prayer, when the 
report of the Committee on the State of Religion was read. 

'the Committee on the State Of Religion brought in thdr report, 
which being amended was adopted, and is as follows : 

The Committee on the State of Religion beg leave to present the 
following statement, derived from a careful consideration of the infor- 
mation with which they have been furnished. Your Committee view 
with heart-felt satisfaction, manifest evidences of the increasing pros- 
perity of that section of the chdrch of Jesus Christ to which t^e par- 
ticularly belong. A strong attachment is clearly perceived on the 
part of ministers ilind people, to otir cianons, confession of faith^ cate- 
chisms, and the grand principles of our chtitch government. We 
consider correctness of religious sentiment not indeed as the whole 
ot religion, but as a very important and essential part ; and we must 
believe it to be both a duty and a privilege, to hold fast the form of 
sound words delivered to us by our forefathers, and derived from 
the holy scriptures. 

As a denomination, we are certainly acquiring gradually and con- 
tinually more strength and respectability. Our literary and theolo- 
gical institutions are gaining the confidence of the civil and rehgious 
community ; the funds necessary for their support are increasing f 
weak congregations are built up, through the care and assistance of 
our Missionary Society, so as to be enabled to support the ministry of 
the Gospel themselves ; and new congregations are organized, and 
houses of worship reared up in connexion with our reformed Zion. 

A strong impulse seems to have been conununicated to our afiairs, 
which is rendered more and more operative. A general conviction 
prevails among ministers and people, that something more must be 
done both for our church in particular, and the church of Christ in 
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general; A spirit of inquiry and munificence id increasing. There 
seems to be a growing desire to stem the tide of licentiousness and 
immdrality, which defaces and desolates as it proceeds ; a desire which 
begins to prompt to decided, systematic, and persevering effort. 

The young men who issue from our Theological Seminary, ma.iifest 
a spirit of enterprise, self-denial and activity. If we may judge from 
their movements, the inquiry is, — where can we be most useful to 
the church ? Where can we most advance the interests of our 
Divine Master ? Who does not perceive the necessity of the in- 
crease of such a spirit, in order to the growth and prosperity of our 
church. Without it our other advantages are nothing ; the harvest 
may be abundant, but others will gather it in. 

Some of our churches have experienced a pleasing season of re-' 
freshing from the presence of the Lord. And while in the others 
there is nothing which is very special, yet it is pleasing to discover 
that the Lord Jesus does walk in the midst of his golden candlesticks. 
More or less are continually gathered into the fold. There is an at- 
tention to instituted ordinances. The gospel is faithfully preached/ 
the young are carefully indoctrinated, and a spirit of prayer is in exer- 
cise. We should be pleased to see more, but we cannot avoid being 
thankful for thid. 

^ut the church in her best state in this world is imperfect, and 
there is much room for improvement. 

A more perfect union of fervency of spirit and zeal for God's glory, 
with correctness of sentiment in matters of religion, is very desirable. 

Professors of rehgion are manifestly under the influence of a 
worldly spirit in too great a degree ; and they seem too often to forget 
the obvious truth, that the gold and the silver are the Lord's** and 
that they are acting in the situation of stewards, who must render an 
account of their stewardship. 

We still hear complaints from every quarter, of the awful profana- 
tion of God's holy sabbath, and of the ravages produced by intem- 
perance, notwithstanding the efforts which have been made, and are 
still making, to check the progress of these destructive vices. 

There is cause then, for deep self-abasement and sorrow on our 
part before God, but none for discouragement or despondency. Je- 
hovah Jesus is in the midst of us, our glory and our protection ; and 
when our souls are cast down within us, let us adopt the language of 
Vol. III. 15 V>^>, 
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the Psalmist : — <^ I said, this is my infirmity, l^ut I wiU remember t&Of 
years of the right hand of the Most High." Let TO #ait upon the 
Lord, and he will renew our strength ; he will mtke ,U8 to momnt 
upon wings, as eagles, to run and not be weary, to walk and do| 
faint. Let us remember there remaineth yet much land to be pos- 
sessed. We have but just buckled on our armour ; but we foUow a 
tried commander, and victory will necessarily perch Opon our stan- 
dard. 

Although our church is peculiarly near to us, we cannot avoid 
taking a view of the different denominations of Christians composing 
the church of Jesus Christ, in general. We must regard them as 
different phalanxes enlisted under the same Captain of Salvation, 
carrying the same standard, engaged in the same cause, and aiming 
at the sam^ grand end. We rejoice with them in their prosperity, 
and sympathise with them in their adversity. We cannot avoid re- 
joicing in revivals^ of religion^ because we see in them the arm of 
the Lord made bare and stretched out for the deliverance of ruined 
immortals, although in consequence of the infirmity and corruption 
of human nature, some imprudencies and extravagancies do some- 
times attend them. We believe the kingdom of Christ, both at home 
and abroad, to be rapidly advancing ; and we look forward with 
gladness to the period when the kingdoms of this world shall become 
the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ. 

Your Committee have taken into consideration the instructions of 
General Synod relating to the profanation of the Sabbath, and the 
prevalence of intemperance. They deem the matter of great im- 
portance, and beg leave to recommend the following resolution for 
adoption : — 

Resolved^ That this Synod rejoice in the efforts that have lately 
been made in behalf of the due public observance of the Lord's 
day, and that they recommend the union lately formed in the city of 
New York, to the prayers and co-operation of the several classes and 
congregations under their jurisdiction. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

ARTICLE XIM. 

Rutgers'* College, 

The following report of the Board of Superintendents of Rutger's 
College was received, and referred to the Committee on the Pro- 
fessorate ; — / 

To the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church, the Board 
pf Superintendents of Rutgers' College respectfully report, — 

That since their last official communication, the progress of the 
][nstitution has equalled their most sanguine expectations. They have 
fiad the pleasure of attending its first Annual Commencement ; when 
(44) 
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the ^ve young gentlemen composing the senior class, (who had com- 
pleted the course of study prescribed in our statutes and had distin- 
guished themselves for their moral and religious deportment, as well 
as for their diligence and proficiency in the different branches of edu- 
cation to which their attention had been called,) appeared before a 
very numerous and respectable audience ; and after having performed 
the parts assigned them, received the honours awarded by the Faculty 
and Trustees. The President closed the exercises of the day, with 
a highly appropriate address. It is believed that the character of this 
Anniversary was such, as to reflect credit ujwn those by whom it was 
conducted and to be of lasting benefit to the Institution. 

As the second Annual commencement is at hand, the Board would 
respectfully suggest, that it is desirable for as many of the Clergy and 
Laity of the Church to attend, as can possibly make it consist with 
their convenience. It has a happy effect upon all the operations of 
the College, to see her friends collect from the north and south, on 
such an occasion, to witness her progress and prosperity. It iofspires 
the youth with laudable ambition, and encourages the hearts, and 
strengthens the hands of those who are appointed to instruct thein. . 

Three of the young gentlemen who were graduated last July, ai* 
now pursuing the study of Divinity in our Theological Seminsry ; 
which number we trust is but the first fruits of that glorious harvest 
the Church will yet gather from her literary institution. 

During the month of November last, Doctor Adrain a'c«€rptod a 
call presented to him by the Universrty of Pennsylvania. W^ «|riB 
happy to state* however, (and it is with gratitude to Him who has 
ever encompassed us with his favour, as with a shield,) that in less 
than six weeks from the time of his removal, the Trustees were enar 
bled to supply his place with the presence and active services of 
Theodore Strong, A. M. Professor of Mathematics and Natural 
Philosophy in Hamilton College. The reputation of this gentleman 
in the literary world, gave the Board perfect freedom in their choice : 
and his past success, as well as the present estimation in which he is 
held in his new situation, prove their election to have been most judi- 
cious and fortunate. 

The General Synod having given the Superintendents authority, ^ 
under certain circumstances, to employ a tutor, and Mr. Strong being 

C46 ^ 
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willing to diflchai^e the duties contemplated by the appointment of 
such an officer, they have availed themselves of his services ; inas- 
much as the expense is considerably If ss than would have been incur- 
red by the appointment of an additional instructor. 

The whole number of students now in the College is 72 ; of whom 
20 are Seniors, 22 are Juniors. 20 are Sophomores, and 10 are 
Freshmen. And in relation to its state during the past year, the 
Supenntendents cannot express themselves in language which better 
conveys their sentiments, than in that used by the Faculty in their 
, report to the Board ; viz. *' The Institution has been blessed, during 
the past year, with the prevalence of general good health among its 
officers and students. The moral deportment of the students, so far 
as it has fallen under the observation of the Faculty, has been gene- 
rally good. Two regular volunteer meetings for prayer are held 
weekly in the College. A considerable number in each class have 
distinguished themselves by extraordinary diligence and proficiency in 
their studies, and have thus rendered themselves worthy of high com- 
mendation. '' 

In addition to this, the Board feel that they would not discharge 
Iheir duty, did they not bear the most honourable testimony to the 
faithful, able and successful manner in which our much esteemed and 
venerable President superintends the important interests committed 
to his care. And the merit of those who are associated with him is 
universally acknowledged. 

A very considerable addition has lately been made to the philo- 
sophical apparatus ; and the articles purchased have been so selected, 
as may perhaps suffice for the present, to answer the ends intended. 

The Board, from their own conviction of its importance, as well as 
in consequence of the earnest recommendation of the Faculty, would 
respectfuU) suggest to the Synod the propriety of adopting such mea- 
sures immediately as will be efficient to enlarge the Library. For 
the want of many books, both Uterary and theological, both depart- 
ments labour under great disadvantages. It is therefore hoped that 
this matter will be taken into early and serious consideration by the 
Synod, and that the deficiency will soon be supphed. 

The Superintendents have lately revised the Statutes of the Col- 
lege, and had a new edition printed, embracing all the alterations and 
(46) 
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improvements which have been made both in the course of studies, 
and in the laws, A number of copies of the new statutes are here- 
with presented to Synod. 

In this statement which the Board have given of the past, and 
view which they have presented of the daily rising prosperity of our 
beloved Institution, they feel persuaded that the Synod will see 
enough to inspire thenfk with gratitude, and to excite them to be 
always abounding in the work of the Lord, for as much as (hey know 
that their labour hds not been in vain in the Lord.

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in minutes of 1822, page 63, resolution 9 ; itk minutes of 1823, page 
54 ; in minutes of 1824, page 56, resolutions 18 and 19 ; September 
1825, pages 17, 26. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

The Committee on the Professorate reported, and their report 
tvas adopted and is as follows : — 

The Committee on the Professorate beg leave to submit for the 
consideration of General Synod the following report — 

The diversified subjects referred to your Committee are contained 
in the annual reports of tlie Board of Superintendents of the Theolo- 
gical Seminary ; of the Board of Superintendents of Rutger's Col- 
lege ; of the Board of Direction of the Corporation of the General 
Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church ; in the Treasurer's annual 
account, accompanied with its digest ; and in certain papers contain- 
ing applications of students for aid and dispensations. 

1st. Those subjects contained in the annual report of the Board of 
Superintendents gf the Theological Seminary. From said report it 
appears, in the language of the Board, <* that the general aspect of 
the school is highly encouraging." In relation to the course of study, 
the Board recommend to General Synod to alter the course of study 
of the first year, or Junior class, so as to add to the first year, the 
history of the Old Testament- and so much of Pastoral Theology as 
relates to the composition and delivery of sermons. On this subject 
^our Committee recommend for the adoption of Synod the following 
resolution : 

Resolvedf That the course of study of the first year or Junior class, 
he altered in conformity with the said recommendation of the Board. 
With regard to the changing the time of the annual examination of 
the Theological College, your Committee recommend the following 
resolution for the consideration of Synod : — viz. 
(48) 
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Resohedj That the time of the annual examination of the Theolo- 
gical College be altered from the second Wednesday in July, to the 
Thursday immediately following the commencement in Rutgers' 
College. 

In relation to the .request of the Board for the organization of a 
Theological Faculty for the government of the Theological School, 
your Committee are of opinion that it would not comport with that 
equahty among the Professors contemplated by the plan of your 
Theological Seminary ; nor would it be conducive to harmony amon^ 
your Professors. 

2dly. Those subjects embraced in the annual report of the Board 
of Superintendents of Rutger's College, next claimed the attention 
of your Committee. From said communication it appears that thd 
progress of the institution has equalled the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of the Board. In relation to efficient means for the desired en- 
largement of the libraiy, solicited by the Board, your Committee 
would recommend the following resolution* viz. : 

Resdhed, That we deem the increase of our library of great im- 
portance to the prosperity of the Literary and Theological institu- 
tions, and therefore should request the ministers to present, in such 
way as they deem best, this subject to their respective congregations ; 
and that the agent of the Board of Corporation make this an object 
of special attention in prosecuting the business of his agency. 

3dly. The subjects contained in the annual and supplemental re- 
ports of the Board of Direction of the Corporation of the General 
Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church, invited the attention of your 
Committee. In relation to the several items contained in these re- 
ports, claiming the attention of Synod, your Committee beg leave to 
submit for the consideration of General Synod the following resolu- 
tions r— viz. 

1. ** R&fohed, That it be submitted to the Board of Direction of 
the Corporation, d^^c. to determine and direct what parts of the re- 
ports, communications, statements and accounts rendered by the 
Board of Direction should from time to time be published in the 
minutes of General Synod. 

2. ** Resolved^ That General Synod do hereby sanction for one 
year, the appointment of the Rev. Staats Van Santvoord by the Bodrd,' 

Vol. in. 17 ( 49 ) 
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for the collection of the outstanding subscriptions, and obtaining ad^ 
ditional subscriptions and donations lor the Professoral Funds. 

3. Resohedy That the General Synod deeta the rendering an 
annual digest to Synod highly proper, and do hereby direct its 
continuance. 

4. Resolved^ That one collection be taken up for the Theological 
Seminary in each congregation. 

6. BesMedf That as the subscription of the Consistory of the 
Collegiate Churches in New- York, of |^ 17 50 per annum for three 
years, in aid of the Theological Seminary, so generously granted by 
Ibem, will expire on the 9th day of November next ; and the Board of 
Direction apprehend that without the continuance of that aid for some 
time longer, the means of Synod to support the professorate will be 
inadequate, and their funds become embarrassed ; therefore. Resolved^ 
that Jacob R. Hardenbergh, C. C. Cuyler, John Ludlow, Abraham 
Van Nest, Andrew Howell. Jacob Brodbead, and Nicholas I Mar- 
selus, be appointed a Committee to make application to that Consis- 
tory for their continuance of the same favour for a few years longer. 

4thly. The Treasurer's Annual Account, accompanied with its^ 
digest, called forth the attention of your Committee. From said com- 
munications, as &r as your Committee have been enaUed to exa- 
mine them, it appears that the fiscal concerns of your church are in 
a course of successful operation, with the exception of the Indigent 
Students' Fund and the Contingent Fund of General Synod. Your 
Committee cannot here omit expressing their approbation of the zeal, 
industryr and great labour which your Board of Direction have mani- 
fested in arranging, elucidating, and simplifying the fiscal concerns of 
your church. 

Your Committee further suggest the propriety of the Synod's ex- 
pressing their grateful acknowledgments for the liberal donation 
from Mr. Isaac Heyer, their late Treasurer, to the Theological Se- 
minary ; and recommend the following resolutions to Synod for their 
consideration :-— 

1. Resolved^ That Synod ^^e2, and do herd^ estpnMB their high sense 
of gratitude for the donation of j^2500 from Mr. Isaac Heyer, their late 
Treasurer^ to the Synod for the use of their Theological Seminary. 

2. Resolved, That the Board of Direction of the Corporation of 
General Synod be, and are hereby directed to appropriate said doiuition 
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for the establisbment of a sebolarabipy to be styled the *< Heyer Scko- 
larsMp in the Theologicdl Seminaiif of the Reformed Dutch Church.*'' 
5thly. Certain papers containing applications of students for aid 
and dispensations claimed the consideration of your Committee. 

1 . A paper containing an application in favour of Mr. Henry Mor- 
ris, a student of theology now in your seminary, for obtaining from 
General Synod a dispensation for one year and two sessions study in 
your seminary. So that having remained 6nt year^ comfnencing the 
15th of September next^ in addition to the present session in your' 
seminary^ he may then, if found competent, be adolitted to licensure 
in oar church. 

Your Committee having ^luunined the case of Mr. Morris, unhe^ 
sitatingly recommend to General Synod the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Resohedf That the dispensation requested in favour of Mr. Henry 
Morris be and is hereby granted. 

2. Papers containing applications in favour of Mr. Jacob Ennis, 
Elihu Doty, Aaron A. Marseltis, isnd John C. Baldwin, for aid from 
your Charity funds. Your Committee having considered their seve- 
ral cases, concluded to recocnmetid to the consideration of Synod the 
following resolutions :*^Yi2. 

1. JResolvedy That as it appears that the fund for indigent students 
is already appropriated, therefore the above said applicants cannot 
be aided from that source. 

2. Resolved. That the a|^ove .said applicants be advised to apply 
for aid to the General Education Society of the Reformed Dutch 
Church. 

In relation to the suggestion of the Board of Direction, as to the 
manner of keeping their accounts — 

Resolved, That all the monies, the interest of which is appropri- 
ated to the support of the professors of the Theologi<5al College, be 
placed under one bead, to be denominated the Permanent Professoral 
Fund of (jleneral Synod. 

Your Committee beg leave to conclude their report with com« 
mending to the fervent and importunate prayers of all your churches, 
your Cdlege in both its Literary and Theological Departments.

The Committee to whom was referred the application of Peter 
Gordon reported, and their report was adopted? and is as follows. 

The Committee appointed on the application of Peter Gordon, to 
be received on trial for license to preach the Gospel, report. — That 
they have examined the documents submitted to them, and from their 
deficiency as to his literaiy and theolc^cal attainments, and the en« 
tire absence of any testimonials as to his present moral and religions 
character, they recommend to Gre&eral Synod the adoption of the 
following resolution. 

Resolvedf That this Synod have not sufficient information to act in 
the case, and that Mr. Gordon have leave to withdraw bis application.

The following Resolutions on the subject of Intemperance were 
introduced, and adopted unanimously. 

Rf^ohedy That the principle adopted by many individuals and so- 
cieties in different parts of this country for the suppression of intem- 
perance, viz. total abstinence from the use of ardent spirits, except- 
ing only its use as a medicine, meets with the decided approbation of 
this Synod. 

Resolved, That it is therefore earnestly recommended to the memr 
bers of our churches that they entirely refrain from the use of ardent 
spirits, except as above mentioned. 
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Hesohed^ That it be requested of all our Ministers and Cbnrches 
to inculcate the said principle, not only by example but by precept, 
and especially among the rising generation, and to difl^se such infor- 
mation as may be deemed best calculated to effect the object 

Resohedf That it be recommended to our Churches, Ministers, 
and individual Christians, to promote the cause of temperance by the 
formation of societies, or by such other measures as may be thought 
best adapted to the end. 

Resolved^ As without God we can do nothing, that the prayers of 
all Christians be requested for his blessing upon the means used, and 
for the putting forth of his power for the suppression of intemperance. 

And whereas the General 4-ssembly of the Presbyterian Church 
has recommended the observance of the 4th Thursday of January 
i^ext, as a day of fasting, humiliation, jand prayer, in reference to the 
sin of intemperance, therefore, 

Resohedt That it be recommended to our Churches to unite in 
the observaBce of the same day for the purpose aforesaid^ — and that 
the Ministers be enjmned that the exercises on that day be especially 
directed to impress upon the minds of their congregations the evils 
of intemperance) and the necessity of reform. 

ARTICLE XVni. 

The Sixth Annual Report of the Board of Managers of the Mis- 
«ionary Society of the Reformed Dutch Church was presented to 
Synod, and referred to the Committee on Missions. / 

The Committee on Missions reported, and their report was amend- 
ed, adopted, and is as follows. 

The Committee on Missions report that it has afforded them much 
pleasure to observe, from the facts which have claimed their atten- 
tion, that our missionary concerns are in a far more prosperous con- 
dition than they ever have been. It appears from the Minutes of 
General Sjmod that previous to the year 1809 very little had been 
done by our Church in the Missionary cause, and that from that pe- 
riod until the year 1812, only four Missionaries had been employed 
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by the General Synod. A Standing Committee of Missions was 
then appointed with certain powers. From that year until 1815, but 
one or two individuals were engaged in the missionary service. At 
the meeting of the General Synod in that year, the Standing Com- 
mittee of Missions were directed to make an annual report to tlie 
Synod, and they were authorized to employ missionaries in any parts 
of this and the neighbouring states, as well as in the province of 
Upper Canada. 

Notwithstanding this enlargement of the powers of the Committee 
of Missions, little was done before the meeting of the General Synod in 
June 1817, when the Committee made their first report, and announced 
that they had engaged the Rev. John F. Scbermerhom and the Rev. 
Jacob Van Vechten to go on a mission to Canada for three months. 
They also reported that they had furnished means to the Classis of 
New Brunswick to send a missionary into the northern part of New 
Jersey, which eventuated in his settlement. The Missionary Fund 
had not at that period exceeded 400 dollars per year. 

From that time the General Synod appears to have reatized more 
solemnly the importance of calling our Church into the missionary 
field, and of awakening the people to the necessity of its occupation. 

The year 1822 was one which constituted a new era in the history 
of our Church, for then was organized our Missionary Society, and 
the Committee of Missions was si^)erseded by it. The next year the 
first report of that Society was made to the General Synod, and the 
funds of the year were 1,943 dollars. Since then the contributions 
have regularly increased, until we find in the present report of the 
Society the receipt during the last year of more than 5,000 dollars ; 
in which time twenty-one missionaries have been employed in twenty- 
eight congregations or missionary stations, destitute of the stated 
ordinances. 

The Committee have given this brief history of our missionary 
operations with a view to encourage our Church in this most com- 
mendable work, and to show how much more may be done if all the 
energies of the Church can be -called into action. The Committee 
most sincerely regret to find that more than seventy churches have 
made no contributions durmg the last year for the Missionary Fund, 
and less than thirty have taken up collections on Thanksgiving day, 
according to the express order of the last General Synod. While 
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the tield of inviting labour is extending before us, we shall be 4aoin- 
pelled to relinquish a great part of it, unless a more univerMi co- 
operation be given by our ministers and people. We would mosi 
affectionately plead this cause with those who have manifested indif- 
ference to it, and bes^^ech them by the love which they have for 
perishing souls, and by their attachment to our Church, to come for- 
ward and resolve, that by the blessing of the Lord this year shall 
show their work of charity and their labour of love ; we would in- 
treat them as brethren, and say to them and to all our members, let 
your charity to souls begin at home, and let its streams flow thence 
if possible to the ends of the earth. 

The Report of the Missionary Society, which has been read, the 
Committee have inspected, and they recommend it to the Synod for 
its adoption, with the exception of a few alterations which the Chair- 
man has been instructed to propose. They hope the Synod will 
send it to the Board of Managers with their order to have it printed 
and circulated through all our bounds. 

The Committee conclude by recommending to Synod for adoption 
the following resolutions^ viz : 

1. Resolved^ That this Synod most earnestly recommend our Mis- 
sionary Society to the ministers, consistories, and people, as intimately 
connected with the prosperity of the Reformed Dutch Church. 

2. Resolved, That if a day of thanksgiving be appointed by public 
authority this year, all our churches be recommended to take up a 
collection on the said day for the missionary fund. 

3. Resolved. That those Classes and Churches ^ho have not or- 
ganized Auxiliary Societies be and hereby are requested forthwith 
to attempt their formation. 

4. Resolved, That every missionary shall report himself to a 
Committee of the Classis, within the bounds of which he intends to' 
labour. 

5. Resolved, Tfiat the Board of Managers of the Missionary So- 
ciety appoint a Board of Agency in the Synod of Albany to co-ope- 
rate with them in the missionary work.

Whereas the Magazine of the Reformed Dutch Church has been es- 
tablished under the patronage of this Synod, for the purpose of disse- 
minating useful religious information and promoting the interest of re- 
ligion : And whereas it is inconsistent with those objects that it should 
on any occasion be made the channel of reply to newspaper publica- 
tions upon subjects which are not calculated to cherish a Christian 
spirit and cultivate unity among brethren : And whereas it is unbe- 
coming the highest ecclesiastical assembly of the Reformed Dutch 
Church to give the least countenance to animadversions in the said 
Magazine, upon debates and proceedings in this Synod, which reflect 
upon any members thereof: therefore, 

Resolvedf That this Synod has noticed with regret in the last 
number of the said Magazine two articles of the above description, 
.of which the Synod feels itself constrained by a sense of duty to ex- 
press in this formal manner its unqualified disapprobation. 

Resolvedf That though the General Synod have extended their 
patronage Ho said Magazine, and regard it as a useful medium 
through which to communicate religious intelligence to. the Churches 
under their care, yet they are not to be considered as responsible for 
the sentiments which it contains or manner in which it is conducted.

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ARTICLE I. 

Of General Synod. 

1. All the authority of the Reformed Dutch Church is vested in 
the General Synod, as the last resort. This Synod shall have para- 
mount authority over the Theological School, its officers, laws, and 
instructions. 

2. The General Synod shall appoint a Board of . Superintendents, 
consisting of four members from the Classis of New York, and of 
two from each of the other Classes under the care of the Synod. 
This Board of Superintendents shall be chosen by ballot, at eyery 
triennial meeting of General Synod. 

3. A.il the Professors of this Theological School shall be chosen 
by the General Synod ; but in the recess of Synod, the Board of 
Superintendents may temporarily employ a person or persons to per- 
form the duties of a Professor. 

4. The General Sypod may alter, amend or abrogate any of the 
articles in the plan of this School, provided such alterations do not 
contravene the mutual engagements^ of Synod and the trustees of 
Rutgers' College.

ARTICLE II. 

Cf the Board of Superintendents, 

1. The Board of Superintendents shall meet annually in the Pro- 
fessoral HalL'on the Thursday immediately succeeding the day of Com- 
mencement in Rutgers' College ; and any five memhers, when regu- 
larly convened, shall be a quorum for the transaction of business. 

2. This Board shall open and close all their meetings with prayer, 
^nd shall cause one sermon at least to be preached, either by their 
prendent, or some member appointed for that parpoee. 

3. This Board shall choose a president and secretary, keep minutes 
of all their transactions, and lay them, with a summary account of 
the state of the School, before General Synod, at every stated meet- 
ing. 

4. The power of admitting students into the Theological School, is 

vested in the Board of Superintendents ; and they are directed to

appoint a Committee in the neighbourhood of New Brunswick, whose 
business it shall be to admit members to the Theological College, 
during the recess of the Board. 

5. The Board shall superintend an annual examination of all the 
students under the care of the Professors, to ascertain their talents 
and proficiency. 

6. The Board shall be competent to reprimand or remove immo- 
ral or incompetent students, to inspect the doctrines taught by Pro- 
fessors and the general course of study, and to recommend to Synod, 
such measures or changes as they may think advantageous to the 
School, and the general interests of the Dutch Church. 

7. The President is authorized to call a special meeting of the 
Board at the request of a Professor or Professors, or of any two 
members at any time, provided four weeks previous notice be given. 

ARTICLE ni. 

Of the Professors, 

1 . The number of Professors in this School shall be determined 
by General Synod, and their duties shall be prescribed by Synod, or 
Ifjr the person or persons who may endow a professorship under the 
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immediate directioii of the superintefidents. Provided «lwa]|%, that 
the School he not considered as conq^letdy organized without three 
Professors, aiid that all of them be ordained ministers of the Re* 
formed Dutch Chvrch. 

2. The salaries of ^11 the Professors hereafter appointed > i^all he 
fixed by a vQte of General Synod. 

3. The Professors shall attend three lectures or recitations every 
week and accompany them with prayer. 

4. Every Professor intending to resign, shall give six months' 
notice to the Board of Superintendents. 

6. They shall attend morning and evening prayers with their pu- 
pils either separately or in conjunction with the Faculty and students 
of Rutgers' College- and supply them with the preaching of the 
Gospel and the administration of the Sacraments hy themselves, or 
by some church in New Brunswick. 

6. The Professors shall have the power of reprimanding or suspend- 
ing from the School disrespectful, immoral and incompetent students, 
during the recess of the Board of Superintendents, subject to the 
revision of the Board. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Of Students. 

1. Every student, upon admission to the Theological School, shall 
produce a certificate of his membership in some regular Protestant 
Church, and a diploma from some literary College, or testimonials of 
such literary attainments, as would entitle him to such diploma. He 
shall moreover, submit to an examination by the Bsfaid, or such com- 
mittee as they may appoint, of his piety, talents, and such other quali- 
fications as would give reasonMe ground to hope that he is called of 
God to preach the Gospel. 

2. Every student in the Reformed Dutch Church shall, previous 
to his commencing the study of Theology, make himself known as 
such to the Board of Superintendents, and shall be considered under 
the care of said Board. And every student of Divinity, under whom- 
soever he may have studied, shall previous to his examination by the 
Professor, apply for the said purpose to the Board of Superintendents, 
before he is examined and licensed. 
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3. The students shall exhibit to the Professors weekly in rotation, 
one lecture or sermon upon such subjects as the Professors shall 
appoint, and each one annually to the superintendents, and write 
upon such subjects as the ProfessOTS inay prescribe. 

4. Strict morality, piety, diligence in studies and attention upon 
lectures, recitation and .prayers, are required, under pain of reproof 
or expulsion. 

5. Every student shall spend a portion of his time, morning and 
evening in private devotion, and every Lord's day in public, social 
and private worship, with a particular reference to personal religion 
and growth in grace. 

6. Those students who are not able to defray the expenses of their 
education, shall be assisted, as far as practicable, from the funds der 
voted to that purpose. 

ARTICLE v. 

Of the time and course of study, 

1 . The time and course of study in this School shall not be less 
than three years. 

2. In each year there shall be three vacations, corresponding with 
those in Rutgers' College, provided that the whole time of vacation 
in any year, do not exceed three months. 

3. The whole course of instruction shall consist of Natural, Didac- 
tic, Polemic, and Practical Theology. * Biblical literature, including 
Critica Sacra, ncrmeneutica Sacra. Biblical Antiquities^ Sacred 
Geography, and the Original Languages Ecclesiastical History, 
including Chronology. Church Government, and Pastoral Theology. 

The studies of the first year, or Junior Class, shall be Critica 
Sacra, Biblical Antiquities, Sacred Geography, Composition, the 
Original Languages, the History of the Old Testament, and so much 
of Pastoral Theology, as relates to the composition and delivery of 
sermons. 

The studies of the second year shall be Didactic and Polemic 
Theology, Hermeneutica Sacra, Ecclesiastical History, and the Ori* 
S'fnaJ Languages continued. 
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The ertudies of the third year shall be Didactic and Polemic Theo- 
logy ; Pastoral Theology ; Ecclesiastical History ; Church Govern- 
ment. Hermeneutica Sacra, and the Original Languages. 

A general revision of former studies shall be required at the close 
of each year ; and there shall be anniversary exercises, in which 
each member of the Senior Class shall bear a part, under the direc- 
tion of the Professors. 

In the course of instruction on Didactic and Polemic Theology, 
Mark's Medulla shall be used as a text-book. 

4. Students at the expiration of three years of regulafr study, shall 
be admitted to an examination to be conducted by the Professors before 
the Board of Superintendents, and as the case may require, be con- 
tinued longer in the School, or furnished with a certificate signed by 
the Professor, which shall admit them to an examination for licensure, 
before their respective Classes.

The following Report of the Board of Superintendents, of the 
Theological Seminary, was received, and referred to the Committee 
on the Professorate : — 

That pursuant to the direction of the General Synod, the Board 
met in the Theological Hall, in the city of New Brunswick, on the 
17th day of July, 1828. Reports were received from each of the 
Professors. The Reports represented the following young gentlemen 
as members of the Theological College.

With prayer for its usefulness, we do hereby 
cordially recommend it to the patronage of the Christian community ;

The Committee, moreover, requested Dr. Gunn to proceed to take 
all necessary measures for pubhshing an edition of 1500 copies of 
the Memoir — awarded to him as a compensation for his labour in 
preparing, and publishing the work, 75 per cent, of the profits arising 
from the publication ;^ and authorized and advised him to take out a 
copy right for the work, as its author and proprietor, the same to be 
used at his discretion. 

The above proceedings having'been made known to Dr. Gunn, he 
has communicated to them his entire satisfaction with the compensa- 
tion awarded him ; and, moreover, proposes, «< that, should it please 
the Rev. Synod to appropriate their part of the profits to increase 
the library of the institution, once so dear to the venerable man, 
whose memoir is now to be given to the Church, he wiU consider it 
his duty to pay over to any persons authorized to receive it, one thirds 
instead of one fourth, of the profits of the work, whatever may be the 
amount of them, for that important object." ^ 

All which is respectfoUy submitted.

The following Report, of the Committee appointed at the last 
Synod, to wait on the Consistory of the Church of New York, was 
submitted, and unardmausfy adopted by Synod. 

The Committee, appointed at the last meeting of the General Synod, 
to solicit of the Consistory of the Collegiate Churches in New York, 
a continuation of their liberal grant towards the support of the Pro- 
fessors in the Theological College, report — 

<< That they attended to the duty assigned them, and obtained from 
the Consistories a continuation of said grant for another year, ending 
on the 9th of November next. It affords your Committee no little 
gratification to state to the General Synod, that they were received 
with the greatest cordiality, and the promptness with which they ac- 
ceded to the request, greatly enhanced the value of their donation. 
Your Committee feel, that the General Synod are under high obliga- 
tions to the Consistory of said Church, and they recommend for 
adoption, the following resolution : — 

Reaohedf That the General Synod feel a deep sense of the libera- 
lity of the Consistory of the Collegiate Church, and tender them their 
unfeigned thanks. 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be transmitted by the 
stated Clerk to the Consistory of said Church.

ARTICLE IT. 

Board of Corporation. 

The Report of the Board of Direction of the Corporation, accom- 
panied with the Treasurer's Report, and the Annual Digest, was re- 
ceived, and is as follows : — 
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To the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Churchy the follow- 
ing Report, of the Board of Direction, is respectfully submitted. 

During the current year, this Board has^ for the greater part of the 
time, been deprived of the presence, and counsel, of their venerable^ 
President, Col. Henry Rutgers. A protracted illness, has prevented 
him from attending their meetings, more than twice. Owing to this 
circumstance, Isaac L. Kip, one of the Directors, was unanimously 
chosen President, pro. tern. Thus constituted, we have been enabled 
to discharge the duties devolving upon us. 

The Board, from the Report of the Committee of Finance, have 
every reason to believe, that all the investments heretofore made, are 
well secured ; as well as such investments, as have been made during 
the current year. 

The Rev. Staats Van Santvoord, the agent appointed for the col- 
lection of the outstanding subscriptions, and obtaining additional sub- 
scriptions, and donations, for the Professoral funds, having made his 
report to this Board, from which it appears that he has received new 
subscriptions to the amount of ^3737 ; on account of which, there 
has been paid to him |{964. That he has received on account of old 
subscriptions, ^1297, and, in books, ^588 ; |{300 of which were re- 
ceived from the Rev. Dr. Ludlow, and the Rev. Isaac Ferris, being 
the balance of their old subscriptions, without the orders of the 
Board. They have since instructed him, not to accept of books, in 
lieu of moneys heretofore subscribed, unless in those cases, where 
the money could not be obtained. A Schedule, accompanying this 
Reports will show where the subscriptions, money, and books, have 
been obtained. The above returns, however, require some explana- 
tions, but the Rev. Mr. Van Santvoord, being gone to the north, they 
cannot, at present, be had. It will appear, however, to Synod, that 
few of our Churches, comparatively, have been visited by our Agent, 
and that much remains to be done in collecting the outstanding sub- 
scriptions, and obtaining additional subscriptions and donations for the 
Professoral Fund. The Board, therefore, respectfully suggest to 
General Synod, the propriety of investing them with full authority, 
from time to time, to appoint such agent, or agents, for the above 
purpose, as they shall think best ; and, on such salaries, as they may 
think right ; for a term, or terms, not less than one, nor more than 
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three months in succeENUon, unless renewed ; exeludiog the winter 
months. And that the said agent, or agents, he under the entire 
direction and control of the Board. Every thing has heen done hy 
the Board, which could be done by them. Yeti upon examining into 
the final result of the last year's operations, they regret to state, that 
our prospects are by no means flattering ; as a very considerable por- 
tion of the moneys received, which were intended to be added to the 
Permanent Fund^ have necessarily been expended in the payment of 
the salaries of the Professors, and other necessary expenses. The 
interest arising from the Permanent Fund, and the collections in the 
Churches, and from other sources, being quite inadequate for said 
purposes. 

Under these circumstances, the Board respectfully submit to the 
serious deliberation tod consideration of Synod, the importance and 
necessity, of assuming more energetic measures in relation to the 
state of our funds ; and suggest the absolute necessity, that all the 
collections, heretofore adopted, be re-enacted, and urged in the most 
impressive manner, on all the Churches, as a measure of the highest 
importance to the welfare of our Theological Seminary. And, in 
this place, it is proper to add, that the renewal of the grant of |{ 1500, 
for one year, by the Consistory of the Church in New York, will 
expire on the 9th of November next. 

A special Committee, from the Board, was appointed to inquire 
into, and state the accounts of Mr. Jacob R. Hardenbergh, with the 
General Synod, in relation to moneys paid by him for repairs, &c., to 
Rutgers College ; and, what moneys, or balance, if any, is due to 
him as directed by General Synod, at their last meeting. The Board, 
however, have not yet been enabled to effect the settlement of said 
accounts. 

It appears to this Board, that on the 30th of March, in the year 
1808, Marinus Willet, Esq. and wife, conveyed to the Trustees of 
Queen's College, a lot of land, situated in Essex county, state of 
New York, containing 100 acres ; that Rensselaer Westerlo, Abra- 
ham Hunn, and John Woodworth, and their wives, executed to the 
Trustees of Queen's College, a deed, dated 21st May, 1811, for 
621f^ij^ acres of land, partly in Montgomery, and partly in Essex 
counties. And that Philip S. Van Rensselaer executed a deed of 
quit-claim, dated 18th June, 1811, for one undivided half part of lot 
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No. 69f itt Towntinp No. 8 ; the whde contimmg 640 wokb, in the 
eoaalj ct FrankUiif (late Clinton.) The abore famdB wero coareyed 
to the Traateet of Queen's College, as General Sjnod, not being dieo 
incorporated, could not hold real estate, but the grant was intended 
for the benefit of General Synod, for the Theological Cc^ege, as the 
Board apprehend. 

The Trustees have transmitted the said deeds to this Board, and 
considerable pains have been taken to ascertain the value of said 
lands, and what taxes were due thereon, by inquiring, at the Comp- 
troller's office, in Albany, and at other places. The result of the 
inquiry is, that the last mentioned tract, has been sold by the State, 
for taxes due up to 1821, for ^3U 83, and purchased by Judge Wood- 
worth. The time of redemption his. ex(Hred ; but the same may 
again be had of Judge Woodworth. On the other tracts, no taxes 
have been returned ; consequently, none are due. The Board can- 
not ascertain the value of said lands, but believe they are of no great 
worth. The propriety of authorizing this Board to obtain from the 
Trustees of Queen's College, a quit-claim of then- rights to said lands 
to General Synod, is respectfiilly suggested : And that they be em- 
powered to redeem the lot sold, if they think it adviseable, and to sell 
the said lands for what price they can obtain for the same. 

According to the direction of General Synod, the donation of 
^2,600 by the late Isaac Heyer, deceased, has been invested on bond 
and mortgage, for the establishment of a Scholarship, to be styled the 
<< Heyer Scholarship in the Theological Seminary of the Reformed 
Dutch Church ;" which wiU appear in the Annual Digest. The 
Synod will designate the Scholar to receive the benefit of said fund. 

The Board would respectfiilly call the attention of Synod to the 
fund arising firom the Twenty-five cent Collections^ which they consi- 
der of vital importance to our Theological Seminary. They regret 
to state, that this collection has engaged the attention of but very few 
of the Churches, although the same has been so firequently and ur- 
gently recommended by General Synod. From this source ahme, if 
duly attended to, and a contribution of the small sum of twenty-five 
cents, obtained firom every member in fiiU communion, sufficient mo- 
ney would be raised, in addition to the interest moneys arising firom 
the permanent fund, to pay the salaries of all the Profiessors. From 
a review of the Statistical Tables, it will appear that there are at least 
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sixteen thousand members in full communion in the Churchy whom, at 
twenty-five cents aiAff would produce a reyehue of four thousand dol- 
lars ; and can it be possibly alleged, that any member of the Church, 
feeling an interest in the cause of Zion, could not pay the small sum^ 
of twenty-five cents per annum, to support its cause ? 

The Board are fully impressed with the opinion, that, if every 
Church would conscientiously engage to raise the sum of twenty-five 
cents per annum, from each of their members in full communion, all 
other collections, heretofore made fi)r the Professoral Fund, might, 
with safety, be abolished. They, therefore, respectfully suggest to 
Synod, to propose to the respective Churches under their care, that if 
the sum of twenty-five cents per annum be paid by them for eiich, and 
every of their communicants, to be ascertained firom their Statistical 
Tables, to be hereafter correctly fiimisfaed, dien, no other collections 
whatever will be required to be made by them for the PnWessoral 
Fund : Otherwise, that all the collections, heretofore required ft)r the 
Permanent, Pri^ssoral, or Theological Funds, be, firom time to time, 
continued. 

The Board beg leave to refer Synod to the Treasurer's Akmnal 
Account, and such other documents as will be laid before jthem, 
which will, as far as in their power, exhibit a fiiU statement, of the 
funds and money concerns of G^seral Synod.

Professoral certificate, until his doubts on the points in question

In relation to thie Church of Holland, your Committee rejoice ta 
inform Synod, that a friendly Letter of Correspondence with the' 
General Synod of Holland, has lately bden forwarded by your Standi 
ing Committee of Correspondence, to the Mother Church; 

In regard to your correspondence widi the Reformed Germite^ 

Church, it appears, from the Report of your Corresponding Dele^te^

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that he was not only ** received with cordiality and brotherly love, 
but that the feelings of said church toward your revmrend body* are 
those of respect and brotherly kindness, which, if reciprocally che- 
rished, may ripen into a closer union of council and effort/' Your 
Committee would recommend : — That the correspondence with said 
Church, be continued; and, that Corresponding Delegates be ac- 
cordingly appointed. 

In retereucu tu yuur Correspundeiice with the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church, your Corresponding Delegate reports — 

That he has attended the meeting of said General Assembly, was 
received with much kindness and respect, and that he had discharged 
the duties assigned him. 

Your Committ^ reconmend the continuance of the aforesaid 
Correspondence, by the appointment of Ddegates, on the part of 
this Synod. 

Your Committee, upon examining the Minutes of General Synod, 
of the year 1827, find, on page 37, the following Recommendation, 
viz :—^< That an overture be made by this body to the Sjmod of the 
Associate Reformed Church, to maintain a correspondence with that 
reverend body, upon the same terms with the correspondence main- 
tained by this Synod with the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church." On this subject, your Committee would reconunend the 
adoption of the Resolution following, viz :

Synodiad Reports qf the State of the Churches. 

In pursuance of previous resolutions, the Synod spent the aflernoon 
and evening of tl^ sixth day of the Session, in religious exercises, 
conducted agreeably to a plan reported by a Committee of Arrange- 
ments. 

Resohed, That it be referred to the Committee on the State of 
Religion, to recommend some standing arrangements for religious 
exercises, during the stated Sessions of the General Synod. 

The Committee on the State of Religion, reported, and their Re- 
port was adopted, and is as follows : — 

The Committee on the State of Religion, submit the following 
Report : — 

The movements of the Church of God, have a peculiar claim on 
the attention of all who love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity, and 
especially, it becomes the highest Judicatory of the church to observe 
her aspect, and to endeavour to interpret the dispensations of her 
Head, that measures may be adopted which, under the Divine blessing, 
may extend her limits, and secure her prosperity. 
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The Reports of the Particular Synods of New York and Albany, 
/contain a variety of details which calls for our gratitude to Him, who 
has said of Zion, " This is my rest, here will I dwell, for I have de- 
sired it." The churches enjoy peace ; the truths of the Gospel are 
preached in their purity ; Catechetical and Bible Classes are formed, 
.And awaken an increased interest which affords grounds to hope, that 
thpy may become fountains of spiritual health to our Churches. 

Jn the Minutes of the Particular Synod of New York, it is stated, 
that in the South Church? and in the Church in Market street, in the 
pity of New York, members have become more awakened to diligence 
^d prayer ; and, while a deep seriousness is apparent in public, there 
^xe jBin unusual nuQ^ber in both these churches now under deep reli- 
gious impressions. In the church in Orchard street, in the same 
city, it is said that the influence of the Holy Ghost has been powerful 
and extensive ; the awfulness of the Divine presence has been felt ; 
Christians have agonized in prayer for a refreshing from God ; the 
impenitent have trembled, and, in many cases, broken forth in audible 
cries for mercy and forgiveness. In the Church at Jamaica, on Long 
Island, a goodly number have been received into fliU communion ; 
considerable seriousness and seeking of God prevails. In the First 
iDhurch, in Philadelphia, the subduing power of the Divine Spirit has 
been lately manifested in some remarkable instances. The hoary 
head has been made to bow to the sceptre of Divine grace, ^nd, from 
the lips of infkncy and youth, praise has been ordained. The state 
of religion in the Second Church, in the same city, and the prospects 
of that church, are becoming more encouraging. The Spirit of God 
has been poured out in copious effusion upon the Church at Kingston, 
and ninety-four added to the communion. Rbipebeck has been visited 
with the same showers, while drops from them have likewise descended 
upon the congregations of Upper Red Hook and Fishkill Landing. 
In the united churches of Esopus and Hurley, in the Classis of Ulster, 
there is a happy state of things, and unusually large accessions have 
been received. 

The Report from the Particular Synod of Albany, is defective. In 
that Report, it is stated, in general, that the Spirit of the Lord has 
not been so copiously poured out, as ip instances heretofore recorded, 
ji? any of our congregations. No special revival of religion is re-

ported by any of the Classes. Yet the Lord has not left himself 
without a witness among us, which should l^ad to greater diligence 
and fervency. 

Your Committee would add : — Among those institutions which 
«xert an important influence on society and the church of God, 
Sabbath Schools occupy a distinguished place. The schools are in- 
creasing in number, and the system having received the improve- 
ments suggested by experience, cannot faiL with the blessing of God, 
to produce results which will be felt in the present prosperity of the 
Church of God, and extend their benign influence to generations to 
come. 

Your Committee rejoice to observe an increased attention to meet- 
ings for prayer and religious conference. The spirit of prayer is the 
best indication of the state of vital religion, and a harbinger of bless- 
ing. As* this prevails, our churches may be expected to present the 
aspect of the primitive churches «' walking in the fear of God, and 
in the comfort of the Holy Ghost." 

Our Theological School is in successful operation. Messengers of 
salvation are sent forth into the vineyard of the Lord. There is a 
want of labourers, but it is hoped, that, under the blessing of God, 
on our Education Society, young men, whose hearts glow with love to 
God, will be thrust forth to gather the harvest. There has been an 
awakened attention to divine things among several of the students in 
Rutgers College. Present appearances are i&vourable. Let our 
churches wrestle with importunity, that these drops may be the pre- 
cursors of a copious shower ; thus may we expect, that the number 
of those who devote themselves to the ministry of the word, will be 
increased, and a hallowed influence spread through the different de- 
partments of society. 

The Missionary operations of the church, are essential to her 
. prosperity. While the indifference of former years is viewed with 
regret, we have reason to be thankful, that sympathy is excited in 
behalf of those who are destitute of the stated preaching of the 
gospel. A degree of success has attended the labours of our Mis- 
sionaries, which ought to animate us to more vigorous efforts to build 
our '< waste places." The field is large, our churches possess suffi- 
cient resources, and, we trust, there is an increase of Christian en- 
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tarpiiiey which will not hesitate to " ^ievise liberal things/' << that 
Zion may put on her beautiful garments, and Jerusalem become the 
praise of the whole earth." 

It is gratifying to witness an increase of a spirit of harmony, which, 
producing a combination of counsel, resources, and efforts, may justify 
the expectation, that churches may be planted in places hitherto de- 
sc^te, — feeble congregations strengthened — and that the visitations 
of grace, descending, as <' the dew on Hermon>" on all our churches, 
they may send forth the fragrance of a field which the Lord hath 
blessed. 

The Bible and Tract operations of the day, are cherished and 
supported generally in our churches, and, we trust, that their claims 
will receive increased attention. Societies for the promotion of 
temperance, are established in many of our congregations, and will 
have a happy tendency to arrest the progress of that debasing and 
destructive vice. 

But while there is much to animate us, there is still abundant 
cause of lamentation, that among many who profess to be the disci- 
ples of the Son of God, a spirit of lukewarnmess and indifference 
prevails, and a conformity to the world, which ought to lead to earnest 
supplication, that He, with whom is the residue of the Spirit, would 
<< strengthen the things which remain, and which are ready to die." 

Our lot is cast in an interesting period. It becomes us, as << ob- 
servers of the signs of the times," to view the condition of the church. 
The slumber of ages is broken. In a degree hitherto unknown, the 
church, collectively» in her effi>rts to enlarge the boundaries of the 
Redeemer's kingdom, is giving an impressive proof that << faith 
worketh by love." Let us awake to a deeper sense of our responsibi- 
lity. In our respective spheres, let us exert our influence to promote 
the kingdom of our Redeemer in the world. Confiding in the promise 
of the King of Zion* that all flesh shall see the salvation of God, not 
wasting our time or energies in calculations on probabilities as to 
results, but diligent, faithful, submissive to Him, who << has reserved 
the seasons in his own power," and emplojring the instrument which 
God has selected for subduing the world, let us dismiss the suggestions 
of unbelief and des^ndency, assured, that at the appointed time, the 
vision will surely come, it will not tarry. 
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In obedience to the direction of Synod» to reconunend some strid- 
ing amingement for religious exercises during the stated sessions of 
Synod, your Committee would recommend the following resolution,

Resolvedf That the afternoon of the first day of every stated ses- 
sion of General Synod, be hereafter devoted to exercises of prayer 
and praise.

The following Report of the Board of Superintendents of Rutgers' 
College, was received, and referred to the Committee on the Profes- 
sorate. 

« The Board of Superintendents of Rutgers' College, are happy to 
he ahle to report to Synod, that the College continues fully to realize 
the hopes of its friends, and is advancing in prosperity and usefulness. 

<< The present numher of regular students, is 64 ; of whom, 18 be- 
long to the Senior, 22 to the JudIot, 19 to the Sophomore, and 5 to 
the Freshman Class. 

'< General health has prevailed in the Institution. Professor Nelson, 
however, is now only convalescing ; having been seriously indisposed. 
Mr. Mulligan, the able instructer of the Grammar School, is, in the 
mean time, attending to the Classical Department in College. Cases 
of deUnquency, during the past year, have occurred, and, in a few in- 
stances, the Faculty have found themselves under the painful necessity 
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of roeortiQg to the higher ganieB of discipline. The general condiftt 
0f tbe fltudenis, howevery has been good, and the proficiency of many^ 
ill aM the dasseSf baa been distinguiabed. 

<'^feraiof tbeProtesoTBhaTe, with laudable zeal for the advanee- 
ment of the CoUege, added to their labours and extended their in- 
struction on their appropriate branchess beyond the limits prescribed 
kk the statutes. 

<* A coarse of Chemical lectures has been aflbrded to the students 
during the last winter. 

'< The Library and Philosophical apparatus have beoi increasedy 
but still require the liberal regards of our friends. Regulations 
have been made with respect to Boarding-houses for Students, which, it 
is believed, will be salutary in their results. The undersigned, in this 
brief report, cannot forbear expressing their entire satis&ction with 
the ability* diligence, and eeal, with which the Professors have per- 
formed their arduous labours. In conclusion, we earnestly commend 
the College to the favourable regard and patronage of every member 
of the Synod. We ask for your prayers on its behalf, and that you 
will, by every liberal and honouraUe means in your power, co^^rate 
with those to whom the immediate management of its afiairs is en- 
trusted, in promoting its interests and prosperity. 

'< The undersigned herewith submit to the inspection of Synod, the 
Report which they have received from the Faculty of the College, 
containhig a detailed account of the present state of the Institution^ 
and of its history during the past year.

The Committee on the Professorate reported, and their report w<|^ 
amended, adopted, and is as follows : 

The Committee on the Professorate have careHiUy examined the 
various matters referred to them, and they submit to the considera- 
tion of General Synod the following report : 

The first thing which they would present to the notice of General 
Synod, is the Theological Seminary. This sacred institution has the 
strongest claims upon the affections of the Church, and commends 
itself to her unwearied exertions and fervent prayers. The Church 
has laboured and toiled much to bring it to its present state, and she 
may now look back upon the past, and bless her Lord for the success 
which has crowned her efforts. 

It is gratifying to assure the Synod that the general aspect and 
prospects of the Seminary are encouraging ; and the Committee feel 
no hesitation in commending it to the Church as an institution of 
sacred science, in which all our youth may obtain a finished Theolo- 
gical Education. 

The course of study which is prescribed, embraces every subject 
which claims the attention of any kindred seminaries in our country, 
and the government which is exercised over the students is paternal. 
While every pains is taken on the part of the Professors to instil into 
the minds of the pupils under their care correct notions of truth, there 
is no disposition to retain any against their wishes who do not or can 
not accord with them in their sentiments. The power of dismission 
is lodged, as your Committee conceive, where it should be, in the 
hands of a Board of Superintendents, composed of two ministers in 
each Classis, in whom the Church have full confidence that nothing 
of lording or t3rranny will ever be permitted. 

The object to which oar unwearied efforts should be directed, is to 
maintain the Theological Seminary with all its present advantages ; 
if possible, to increase them, and the Committee would especially 
urge upon the Church the necessity of bringing forward indigent 
young men, of unqestioned piety and distinguished talents, who desire 
to devote themselves to the^jospel ministry. This subject has been 
urged upon the Churches in resolutions of former Synods, and since 
a Board of Education has been organized among us, another induce- 
ment is presented to urge them onward in this holy charity, and new 
facilities are afforded to prosecute it to the best advantajje. 
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Olosely allied to the Theological C<41ege, is the Literaiy Institu- 
tion. The recent measures which led to ks revival, seem to have been 
suggested by the strong conviction that it would prove a nursery to 
the Theological Department. This, your Committee are happy to 
say, has already been realized. God, during the past year, has smiled 
upon this seat of science, and by the effusions of the Holy Spirit* a 
goodly number have been, as we hope, brought to a saving knowledge 
of Christ, and are striving to consecrate themselves to him in the 
vfoA of the Gospel Ministry. 

What a motive is derived from this testimony of divine approba- 
tion upon our past efforts, to extend to this institution our fostering 
care, and to cherish its growing prosperity with untiring zeal. 

Let us not conclude firom its present favourable condition that our 
work is done. Much, very much remains to be accomplished. 
Though the number of its students is more than might have been 
anticipated during the short period of its existence, yet they are not 
as numerous as they should be, or as they will be, if our clergy and 
our laity, combining their whole strength and influence, make it the 
object of their patronage. 

If the calculation be made, how easy would it be, with this com- 
bined influence, to add twenty-five annually to the nuiiiber of its pupils* 
This annual addition would keep up the permanent number of one 
hundred students ; and though our Church is not extensive, yet who 
can believe that by unity of e£R>rt, twenty-Uve students can not be 
annually obtained to prosecute their studies in this seminary. We 
could wish that the ministry of the Church would regard the subject 
in this light, and we are persuaded that there is more probability that 
the number would exceed than fiill below one hundred. 

If such an accession should be made from year to year, it would 
not only place Rutgers College upon elevated ground, but it would 
furnish the means of adding to the number of its professors, and 
realize the most sanguine hopes which have ever been indulged <^it& 
future prosperity. 

Your Committee are happy to perceive from the report of the 
Faculty of Uie College, accompanying the report of the Board of 
Superintendents, that a cabinet of Mineralogy has hoea commenced 
during the past year, consisting, of 300 different specimens ; that a 
society of Natural History has been organized by the students, and 
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two tdditimift) cabiaetB ]irepafed fbr the reception of nttural cturioisi- 
ties. It is hoped, that as the friends of science as well as religioD, tre 
will not regard' these things as unworthy our attention ; bfnt that 
many valuable donations will be made from time to time to these se- 
veral cabinets. 

Your Committee have also been directed by the report of the 
Faculty of the College to the necessity of making some provision for 
the repairs of the College building, the increase of the Library, and 
for a permanent course of lectures on Chemistry, Mineralogy, and 
Geology, ditring the wtnter season. Such a course of lectures has 
been delivered the past winter to the students, by an individual for 
^300 ; the expense of which was defrayed by voluntery subscriptions 
of the Professors, Students, and gentlemen resident in the city of 
New Brunswick Convinced of the importance of these suggestions, 
the following resolutions are recommended for adoption : 
^ Besolvedi That the Board of Trustees of Rutgers College be au- 
thorized to appropriate from any surplus funds in their possesion 
such money as may be requisite for making the necessary repairs to 
the College during the current year. 

Resolved^ That we deem the increase of the Library of great im- 
portance to the prosperity of the Literary and Theological Institu- 
tions, and therefore request the ministers to present in such way as 
they deem best, this subject to their respective congregations ; and 
that the Agent of the Board of Corporation make this an object of 
special attention in prosecuting the business of his Agency. 

In addition to this resolution, which was urged upon the Synod at 
their last session, Resolvedy That a special effort be made throughout 
all the churches to realize, if possible, at least %9.Q00, to be collected 
by agents specially appointed for this purpose, — ^1600 to be applied 
to the increase of the Library, and ^400 for a course of Lectures on 
Chemistry, Mineralogy, and Geology. 

Resohedt That the following agents be appointed to collect fuiids 
for the above purpose, and remit the same immediately to the Trea- 
surer of General Synod.

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We cannot pais imn the Literary ina t ittttion, witbout equreanng 
the strong GonTictkm which is felt, that the Chmch ought not to nst 
in her efforts, until two more professors be added to the present nmn- 
ber. It should be our ambition to make this a first rate seat of science. 
When we reflect upon what has ahready been done, we must be satis- 
fiedf that this is altogether practicable. We have the ability, and it 
needs only the will to carry our designs into etSoct. 

3. From the report of the Board of Direction of the Corporation, 
we derive satis&ctory evidence, that the individuals who compose it, 
have attended wi^ their accustomed ability and fidelity to the financial 
concerns of the Chiirch. 

In relation to the several items referred to in thenr Report, claiming 
the attention of Synod, the Committee submit the following resolu- 
tions : — 

1. ReMohedf That the Board be authorized to obtain from the 
Trustees of Rutgers' College, a quit-claim of their rights to certain 
lands, specified in their Report of 1829, and that they be empowered 
to redeem one of these lots, which has been sold fer taxes, if they 
think it adviaeable, and to sell the said lands for what price they can 
obtain for the same. 

2. Besdhedy That the Church, feeling the necessity of diminish- 
ing the number of collections which have, in former years, been im- 
posed upon the Congregations under their care ; and believing, that 
in so doing, a greater amount will bo realized to the treasury, do 
earnestly recommend upon all the Ministers and Consistories, to 
make one general collection on the first Sabbath of November, if 
practicable, or, as soon thereafter as possible, in behalf of the Theo- 
logical College, and on the first Sabbath of May, or as soon there- 
after as possible, a collection of twenty-five cents from each and 
every communicant belonging to the Church ; and that the Board of 
Direction <tf the Corporation, be instructed to send special Circukrs 
on the subject of these collections, to all the Churches. 

3. Besohedj That the Board of Corporation be empowered during 
the current year, to employ an agent, or agents, for a term, or terms, 
not less than one, nor more than three months, in succession, unless 
renewed ; the winter months being excluded.

It appears, moi^rer, €tom the Report of the Board of Direction 
of the Oorporatibny that the maniiiceiit grant of the <3oMs2stories of 
tlie Collegiate Church in the city of New York, In support of one of 
the Theological professors, will terminate on the 9th of NoTember 
next. Your Committee believe^ that ftom the present drcumstances 
of that Consistory, it would not be magnanimous for this Synod to 
solicit a continuation of the grant. 

5. Your Committee have had under consideration, a petition from 
the Students of the Theological College, requesting that an alteration 
may be made in the time of their annual examination, from the week 
succeeding to the week preceding the commencement in Rutgers' 
College. 

Upon a careful and deliberate examination of this subject, your 
Committee cannot accede to the request of the Students, but reconi* 
mend the adoption of the following resolution : — 

Resolvedf That the annual examination of the Theological CoIlege» 
be held in the month of April, on the Tuesday immediately succeed- 
ing the dose of the winter session. 

6. The Committee have had before them^ an application for a 
dispensation in behalf of A. Marcelus, now a member of the Theo- 
logical College, that be may be allowed a few months of the com- 
mencement of his first year, and of Samuel Treadwell, a young man 
of colour, that he be licensed to preach the Gospel, so soon as he 
shall be found prepared by the Classis of New York. 

Regolvedf That said dispensations be granted. 

7. From an application of John C. Baldwin, referred to your Com- 
mittee, it appears, that he applied to this Synod, at its last meeting, to 
receive aid from the Benschoten fond, and was, on account of the then 
appropriation of that fond, referred to the EducatioQ Society, by 

. whom he has been aided till this time. He now makes application 
to be transferred from the Education Society to the Van Benschoten 
iund, fot his support in the Theological Seminary. 

Resolved^ That his request be granted ; that he be so transferred ; 
and he is hereby recommended to the Trustees of Rutgers' College. 



itififhpoiiil wbieh yo^r Cinmnittee deaife tp imprtds upon the QeAend 
Synod, and, through them, upon the Churches under their care. They 
refer to the collections necessary to sustain her operations. It is true, 
many parts of the Church have distinguished themselires by a noble 
liberality in behalf of our Literary and Theological institutions. But, 
as the Permanent Fund has never yet been sufficient, by its proceeds, 
to meet the salaries of the three Theological professors, it must be 
obvious to every reflecting mind* that «ome collections are indispensa- 
bly necessary ; and, since the Synod have reduced the whole number 
to a single one, together with a contribution of twenty* five cents, from 
every communicant, none ought, and, we trust, none will complain of 
the slight burden which is imposed upon them. 

Indeed, it seems necessary to keep alive some feeling and interest 
on the part of the Church, in behalf of the institution, that they 
should be reminded of its existence and dependance by an annual 
collection. 

But we are persuaded, that the difficulties which may exist in ob- 
taining the amount of the sum requisite to carry forward our opera- 
tions, do not arise from an unwillingness on the part of the people to 
contribute ; we believe, that if the ministers are faithful to carry this 
measure into eflect, and will only present the object to the people, that 
every thing will be accomplished that c^ be desired. Under this 
conviction, we would appeal to the ministers who are here present, 
and to all who bold a place in the Church, and by every motive con- 
nected with her welfare and prosperity, urge upon them to remember 
the school of the prophets, and to regard Ha interests as identified 
with the glorious extension of the kingdom of the Son of God in onr 
world.

ARTICLE XVIU. 

The seventh Annual Report of the Board of Managers of the 
Missionary Society of the Reformed Dutch Church, was presented to 
Synod, and referred to the Committee on Missions. 

The Rev. Henry Ostrander was appointed to preach the Annual 
Missionary Sermon, at the next stated meeting of Synod, and the 
Rev. Eli Baldwin was appointed his secundug. « 

The Committee on Missions reported, and their Report was adopt- 
ed, and is as follows : — 

<<The Committee on Missions report, that they have examined, 
with great pleasure, the Annual Report of the Board of Managers 
of the Missionary Society, and find, that the Missionary concerns of 
the Church, have been conducted with unabated faithfulness, and en^ 
couraging success. They reconmiend the Report to Sjrnod for their 
approbation, that it may be printed and published by the Board. 

^ It appears, that during die past year, * fifteen Missicmaries have 
been employed, and aid has been furnished to twenty weak Churches.' 
The labours of the Missionaries have been universally received with 
attention and gratitude, and, in some instances, have been visibly 
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owned by the heed of the Church, in the c on ^ewi op of nnnefs» and 
the edificatkm of belieTen. 

<< During the same period, {4470 71, have been received into the 
Treasury> and {4029 60, have been expended. 

<< The Committee would recommend tp the particular attention of 
Synod, the following quotation from the Report, as presenting a sub- 
ject of vital importance, connected with our Missionary interests. — 
* The Board of Managers have been embarrassed in their operations, 
by the great want of suitable Missionaries. In consequence, several 
Missionary stations, which we anxiously desired to furnish with sup- 
plies, have remained unoccupied. The number of young men, who, 
for some time, have annually proceeded from our Theological School, 
has hardly corresponded to the number of vacant established Churches, 
who stood ready to offer them a settlement. The cause of education 
in our own Church, stands identified with the Missionary cause, in 
promoting its strength and prosperity. And, when we look beyond 
to the wide-spread wants, we cannot but remember, that ^ harvest 
is greatj hut the labourers are few^ and we must feel urged to pray to 
the Lord of the harvest^ to thrust forth many labourers into the harvest.^ 
The fact here stated, cannot fiiil to excite every lover of Zion, not 
only to unite with the Board in the prayer they recommend, but to 
united and vigorous exertion, that this obstacle, which has so long 
been standing in the way of our growth and extension, may be re- 
moved. 

^ Another extract, the Committee deem it important to offer to the 
notice of the Synod, which is calculated to present the prospects of 
the Missionary cause in a cheering Hght. — < We deem the appoint- 
ment of an agent to explore the whole Church, and to subserve the 
interests of the Missionary cause, by all appropriate means, as a 
measure of vital importance. It has been found so in all similar and 
kindred institutions. It explains much of the secret of their success. 
Without such an agency, the spirit excited will gradually decline, 
perhaps expire, at least in many parts of the Church. The motion 
of the machinery employed, will more and more spend itself ; and a 
new impetus will be required. Had we enjoyed the services of such 
an agent, the revenue of the Society would, doubtless, have been 
found still advancing. We are happy to state, that we have, at last, 
obtained the services of the Rev. J. F. Schermerhom^ who recently 
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rience, furnisb a pledge for his skiU, activitj» fidelkyt aiid«ffioieney;f 
The Synod willr no doubly feel a high degree of aaUAolkm in this 
important measure of the Board of lianagarfy and will oovdially 
tmite with them in * commending their Agent moat affectionately to 
all the Churches.' 

** The Committee cannot feel, that they have diaebarged thei? dutyt 
without presenting to the consideration of Synodt another important 
aubjecty in the words of the Report :— < It baa been found, by a cavei- 
ful inspection of the papers and documofits of the Society, since iti 
formatiooy that, at different times, eighty auxiliaries have been re- 
ported, and that, out of these, diere are thirly-twOf from whom we 
have, as yet, received nothing. Where is the Congregation, within 
the bounds of our Church, that will not readily contribute to consti- 
Inte their Paatcnr a member for life ? dms yielding^ at once, thar tii- 
bute of affection to bimi and thm mite of bdp to the best of causes ? 
Will not many, at once* constitote their Paatofs dtPocicr$ fer life ? 
Will not many of our men of wealdb, or eompetepcei eand them- 
selves in our Ustof life direotor% or members^ as yet so small ? It ia 
hoped, that this appeal of the Board, may not be in vain. 

It is obvious, that our Churches have never put ferth ibm strength in 
this cause. While many have done nothing* noAe have done accord- 
ing to their ability and obligatiim* It were needless now to search 
after causes, which may have prevented cordial co-operation, ox 
which may have retarded a cause which recommends itself to all our 
partialities. It is hoped, that the time is come, when a spirit of coa- 
ciliation will prevail ; and that, whatever interest may be taken in 
objects connected with the general rel%ious charities of the day ; ^i 
whatever may be the diffisrence of ofMnion with regard to objectsyoot 
immediately connected with our own denomination, there wiU be but 
one sentiment with respect to the importance of giving an effioiei^ 
support to our own institutioos, and of putting ferth every e^rt tp 
give them a successful operation. It is believed, that, on this subject, 
there is but one heart and voica Let us w<h^ together in this, and 
every other department of labour connected with the weU-being and 
proq>erity of our Zton, m the spirit of love and ferbearaBce» only 
provoking one another to love and good works, and a vast, and in- 
creasing impulse will be given, and we wil] feel, ander the Divine 
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not a willingness on the part of those in whose hands they are placed* 
to contribute all that is wanting in the adoption of proper measures to 
bring them forth. Such measures, we believe, the Board are now 
pursuing, and^ it is confidently expected, that, all will come up to the 
work of the Lord, and, in their several places, and spheres, do their 
duty« Thenwill the Lord grant us increase; and God, even our 
God, shall bless us. 

l%e Committee beg leave to propose the following ResoICitimis, 
viz ;— 

1. Reaclvedf That it be recommended to the Ministers, Consisto- 
ries, and Members of our Church, to afford their aid to the Education 
Board, as an important auxiliary to the Missionary Society, and to 
endeavour to bring forward youth of piety, and talent, to be educated 
for the Gospel ministry. 

2. Reaolvedf That it be recommended to the Ministers, Consisto- 
ries, and Members of the Churches, to receive cordially the General 
Agent appointed by the Board of Managers, and to afford him every 
encouragement and facility in canying into effect the important ob- 
jects of his agencies. 

3. Resolvedy That those Auxiliary Societies which have either 
her^tofiue contributed nothing to the funds of the Board, or which 
Lave declined in their operations, be requested, as speedily as pofvi- 
ble, to rooiganize, and become active assistants in promoting the 
cause of Miasiona in our bounds. 

4. Rescivedt That it be reconmiended to the difierent Churches* to 
take measures to make their Ministers directors, or members for life, 
of the Society ; and that individuals of wealth and competence, are 
respectfiiUy invited to aid this cause, by becoming life-members, or 
directors, by the necessary contribution. 

5. Resahedf That if a day of Thanksgiving should be observed 
this year, it be recommended to the Churches to take up a collection 
on that day, or on some other day soon afterward, for the Missionary 
{"und.

The Rev. James Milnor,D. D., and Thomas McAuley, D. D., L. 
L. D., a Commission from the Board of Managers of the Americao 
Bible Society, appeared^ before Synod, agreeably to the above resolu- 
tion, on the afternoon of the third day of the Session, and presented 
statements relative to the supplying every destitute family in the 
States with a copy of the Holy Scriptures. 

Resolved, That the Communications on this subject be referred to 
a special Committee, consisting of Rev. J. M. Mathews, D. D., E. 
Slingerland, and the Elder Samuel Phelps. The Committee reported, 
and their Report was adopted, and is as follows : — ^ 

The Committee on the Communication from the American Bible 
Society, recommend to Synod the adoption of the following resolu- 
tions : — 
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"1. That this Synod have heard, with much pleasure, of the Reso- 
lution recently adopted, by the American Bible Society, for supplying 
every family in the nation with a Bible within the space of two years ; 
and would contemplate the measure as one of the happy proofs oc- 
curring in our day, that the time is drawing near when "the earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters cover the sea.^.' 

2. That it be recommended to the Ministers and Churches, under 
the care of this Synod, to aid in the accomplishment of this great 
object, as God shall give them opportunity. 

And whereas it has been stated to this Synod, that the greatest ob- 
stacle to be encountered in this enterprize, arises from the want of 
suitable men to act as Agents, therefore, 

3. Resolved, That it' be affectionately recommended to Ministers 
of the Gospel, seriously to consider how far they might be able to 
undertake agencies in this great and good work, either in their own 
immediate vicinities, or in the more distant parts of our land ; and, 
should any of our Ministers feel themselves called to this work, 

4. Resolved, That it be recommended to the Classes, to take all 
convenient measures to aid in supplying the pulpits of such ministers, 
during their absence. * 

All which is respectfully submitted.

According'to a previous resolution* the Rev. Joshua Leavitt, the 
Agent of the American Seamen's Friend Society, appeared before 
Synod, and submitted a statement relative to the objects and design of 
said Society, and laid on the table a number of copies of the First 
Annual Report of the Society, for distribution. 

Resolved, That the Communications presented to Synod, on the 
subject of the American Seamen's Friend Society, be referred to a 
special Committee, consisting of Rev. P« Duryea, S. Kissam, and the 
Elder Ichabod Prall. 

N The Committee reported* and their Report was adopted, and is as 
follows^ viz : — 

The Committee on the Communications, from the Agent of the 
American Seamen's Friend Society, respectfully report — 
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That it is now a little more than ten years, since the first syste- 
matic efibrts were made to advance the best interests of Seamen. 
Their interests had been so greatly neglected, and so strong were 
their claims upon the community at large, for the necessariesi com- 
forts, an^ refinements of life, through them introduced, that some- 
thing in their behalf seemed to be imperiously demanded. At first, 
provision was made for the introduction of the Gospel among this 
useful class of citizens, to the privileges of the Gospel. So peculiar 
were their temptations, however, that something more was necessary 
to the attainment of the objects in view. Accordingly, in January, 
1826, the "American Seamen's Friend Society," was instituted. 
The object of this Society, as stated in the second article of the Con- 
stitution^ is « To improve the social and mocal condition of Seamen, 
by uniting the efforts of the wise, and good, in their behalf, by pro- 
moting in every port, boarding-houses of good character, savings 
banks, register's offices, hbraries, reading-rooms, and schools, and, 
also, the ministration of the Gospel, and other religious blessings." 

For the better attainment of the object in view, The American 
Seamen's Friend Society, have resolved to publish, monthly, " The 
Sailor's Magazine, and Naval Journal ;" a specimen of which the 
Rev. Joshua Leavitt, editor of the same, and general agent of the 
Society, has. been pleased to distribute among the members of this 
Synod. 

The object of the Rev. Mr. Leavitt, in appearing before Synod, 
having been to awaken the sympathies of the Synod, in behalf of '* The 
American Seamen's Friend Society," and, also, to extend the circu- 
lation of " The Sailor's Magazine, and Naval Journal ;" therefore, 
your Committee would recommend the following resolution : — 

Resolved^ That this Synod have heard with deep interest, the state- 
ment of the Rev. Mr. Leavitt, Agent of the American Seamen's 
Friend Society, and, while hailing with gratitude the means now em- 
ployed for the redemption of the present race of sea-fiiring men, they 
will bear up this long neglected people on their hearts before the 
throne of Grace ; give them a share in their affections ; not ibrgetting 
the Magazine which has been recommended to their patronage.

The following Report of the Board of Superintendents of the 
Theological Seminary, was received, and referred to the Com* 
mittee on the Professorate :— 

To the General Synod the Board of Superintendents of the Theok>- 
logical College, beg leave respectfully to present the following' 
Report : — ' 

Agreeably to the directions of the General Synod* the Board met 
in the College Hall, in the city of New Brunswick, on the 13tk day 
of April, 1830. 

The Bo«rd having been duly organized, Reports were received 
from each of Ae Professors. The following young gentlemen were 
reported as members of the Theological Seminary, viz .; — 

Senior Claas. — Thomas A. Ammerman. Christopher Hunt, Francis 
M. Kip, John Liddel, Alexander M. Warner, Aaron A. MarS^lus, 
Abraham H. Myers, John H. Pitcher, Ransford Wells. 

Middle Class. — John H. Bevier, Oscar H. Gregory, David Cushing, 
John Manley, Cornelius C. Van Arsdalen. 

Junior Class, — John C. Baldwin, Robert O. Currie, Garrit I. 

Garretson, John V. Robins, Leonard Rogers, Garret C. Schenck, 

Richard L. Schoonmaker, Benjamin Swartz, John C.Van Liew, 
Alexander H. Warner. 

, The moral and religious character of each of these Students, has 

been represented by the Professors as exemplary. They have applied 

themselves in general with diligence to their studies, and have made 

very commendable proficiency. 
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The Senior Students were examined on the whole cour^ of itodiesy 
which they have pursued in the Theological Seminary, agreesM^ to 
the plan laid down by the General Synod : and the Middle and Junior 
Classes, on those branches which they have respectively pursued 
during the past year. The Senior Class was also examined on 
personal religion, and on their views and motives in desiring to enter 
the holy ministry. The whole examination was conducted with 
strictness and care ; and the Board are gratified in bearing ample 
testimony to the great satis&ction which it has afforded them. It 
exhibited at once, the distinguished ability, fidelity, and zeal with which 
each of the different Professors has executed the important duties 
entrusted to him, and at the same time the laudable application and 
proficiency of their students. 

In obedience to a resolution of this Board, in July last, the student 
Mr. John Liddel (who had made considerable progress in his theologi- 
cal studies, in Scotland, previous to his being received into this 
Semina^ry,) has attended the recitation^ of the Senior Class ; and hav- 
ing given full and satisfactory evidence of bis diligence and completency, 
the Board do, according to his request, recommend him to the Gene- 
ral Synod for a dispensation. 

The members of the Senior Class were cheerfully recommended 
for their professoral certificate. And the Board, on, the departure 
of those young gentlemen from under their care in this (JoQisge, do ear* 
nestly commend them to the care of the great King and Head of the 
church, and to the precious grace of his Spirit : — indulging the^hope, 
that in due time, they will become eminently useful, and faithful 
ministers of the gospel in our church. 

It is with unfeigned gratification that the Board states that your 
Theological College, which has grown up under your unwearied 
fostering care, continues to present a promising and encouraging 
aspect. The blessing of the Most High God, has been evidently 
resting on it and refreshing it. And they beg leave, affectionately 
to hold it up before your venerable body, and before all our churches ; 
and solicit very earnestly, your continued affectionate regards and 
fervent prayers, on behalf of this College of saered lilerature : — that 
it may be still more and more blessed ; that many eminently pious 
and usefiil servants of Christ may be trained up 'here» who shall 
gladden the waste places of Zion. In this our day the harvest is .

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great, and tlie cry from our Missionary staltions and destitute Ghurches 
is urgent and painful. It is only by patronising this Seminary, and by 
devising means to increato the numbei^ of its students, that you can 
send forth ministers at the cry of penshirig souls. 

And here, in connexion with this, the Board would beg leave, eas- 
nestly to draw the attention of the Synod to the urgent Wants of (he li- 
brary, and the pressing necessity of the Education Society of our church. 
These are unquestionably, of vital importance to the interests of this 
Seminary. And, assuredly, they need only to be presented before oor 
churches by your venerable body, in order to excite prompt attention 
and liberal support. 

The Board have resolved to recommend to the Sjrnod, (o alter the 
time for the annual examination of the Students, to thejSrji Tuesday 
in April. 

In conclusion, your Board offer up their praise and hearty thanluK 
giving to our merciful and gracious Lordi who has in his sovereign 
goodness and unmerited grace/bestowed so many signal favoon and 
blessings on your <* School of the Prophets.'* May he be pleased loi^ 
to preserve the lives and health of his servants the Professors : msy 
his divine benediction rest on each of the precious youlh, who are here 
pursuing their studies, with a view to the holy ministry ; and may he 
from time to time, add continually to their numbers. And may grace^ 
mercy and peace be with you, venerable fathers and brethren, and 
with the whole church.

A communicatton was received fiom the Rev. John H. Van 
Wagenen, renewing the recommendation of Elihu Doty, as a suitable 
person to receive aid from the Van Benchoten Fund, which was 
referred to the Committee on the Professorate. 

The following Report was received from the Committee appointed 
to translate the minutes of the General Synod, which are in the 
Butch language, and referred together with the translation to a 
special Committee, consisting of the Rev. Jacob Brodhead, D. D., 
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J. F. Schennerhorn, C. Whit6head, and the Elders L. . Viele, and 
Mathew Alliger. 

The subscribers, members of the Committee* to whom was referred 
the subject of procuring a translation of the minutes of the General 
Synod since 1771,* which were kept in the Dutch language, into the 
English, respectfully report, that the Re?. Jacob Schoonmaker, who 
was nominated Chairman of tiie Committee, undertook the task of 
translating said minutes. He has finished the translation, and sub- 
mitted it to our inspection. On examination, we find it executed 
witii fidelity and propriety : it will prove a document of great value 
and interest, as it embraces the history of an interesting period of our 
church, and will deserve frequent reference. The work of translating 
has required time and labour, and justly imposes on the Synod, obli- 
. gations of gratitude. As Mr. Romeyn, the remaining member of the 
Committee, lives at some distance firom New York, his presence 
could not readily be obtained when the translation was submitted to 
our examination.

The Committee to whom was referred the translation of the Dutch 
minutes of General Synod from the year 1771, and the report of the 
Committee appointed to translate said minutes, 

Beporti That they are of opinion, that those minutes contain very 
interesting and valuable information in regard to the history of the 
Reformed Dutch Church, and that it is desirable that such informa- 
tion should be communicated to the churches. They therefore re- 
commend to Synod the adoption of the following resolutions, viz : 

B£9oh)edy That the Rev. J. Brodhead, D. D., T. Dewitt, D. D., 
and the Elders Abraham Van Nest, John Clark, and John D. Keese, 
be a committee to publish the entire translation of the above minutes, 
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provided that said Committee be not authorized to publish any part or 
the whole of said minutes until they have obtained sufficient subscri- ' 
bers to warrant the publication ; and that if not published, the Com- 
mittee be authorised to have them transcribed for preservation. 

Rescived, Uncmimcusly, that the thanks of the Synod be tendered 
to the Conmiittee, and particularly to the Rev Mr. Schoonmakery for 
this valuable service which he has performed for the Church, in transh 
lating said minutes from the Dutch into the English language..

Certain communications were received from Mr. William Schune- 
man, which were referred to a special committee, consisting of the 
Rev. Messrs. Jacob Sehoonmaker, P. I. Van Pelt, and J. Brodhead, 
D. D. ; and the Elders P. D. Vroom, Jun. and A. Van Nest. » 

The Committee reported, and the subject having been discussed at 
considerable length, it was on motion 

Resohedf That the farther consideration of this subject be post- 
poned to the next General Synod. 
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ARTICLE IV. 

Board of Corporation, 

The fonowing Report of the Board of Direction of the Corporation, 
accompanied with the Treasurer's Report, and' the Annual Digest, 
was receiyed, and referred to the Committee on the Professorate. 

m 

To the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church, the follow- 
ing Report, of the Board of Direction, is respectfully submitted. 

The Board, in their last Annual Report, alluded to the illness, and 
are now called to mourn the loss by death, of their venerable Presi- 
dent, Col. Henry Rutgers. He had been for\ length of time previ- 
ous to his departuie, prevented from affording his presence and 
counsels by a protracted and distressing sickness ; through which he 
retained an unshaken fiiith in the Redeemer, and eminently exhibited 
in his afflictiomr the graces of that holy religion which he professed 
and adorned by his highly useful and exemplary life. He departed 
this life on^ the 25th day of February last, in the full confidence and 
triumph of hope. 

The Board cannot refrain, on this occasion, from expressing their 
sense of the loss the Church and community have sustained by his 
death, and the very high regard they cherish for the character of their 
deceased President : nor can they forget die deep interest which he 
always manifested in the welfare and prosperity of Sion. His praise is 
in all the churches. His memory is embalmed in the hearts of all who- 
love the kingdom of our Lord, which he was greatly instrumental in 
advancmg. Hisi name is identified with our institutions, and will be 
remembered as long as Rutgers College shall stand. 

Isaac L. Kip, Esq. having acted pro tern, has since been unani- 
mously chosen President of the Board, and Mr. Abraham Van Nest 
a Director in his place. 

By the last Annual R^ort of this Board, it will appear that the 
Rev. Staats Van Santyoord, the agent appointed by General Synod 
fer the collection of outstanding subscriptions, and obtaining addi-' 
tional subscriptions and donations for the Professoral funds, had 
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made his report of new subscriptionB obtained by him, and the 
amount received in cash on account of the same, as well as on ac* 
count of old subscriptions, and in books - but expressly stating that 
the returns made by Mr Van Santvoord required explanations. 
Since which the Board have written to him, and the present agent» 
Mr. Schuneman has called on him for a more detailed accoant of 
bis agency ; but they rei^ret to state that satisfactory information has 
not been received from him, notwithstanding their repeated solicits- 
tions. The Board therefore respectfully recommend that Synod ajH 
point a Committee, other than the Board /to endeavour to obtain a 
settlement of the moneys received by him, and a more detailed 
account of the agency. Copies of the correspondence between the 
Board and Mr. Van Santva^rd, will be laid before such committet, if 
required. 

In endeavouring to,^rform the duties incumbent on them ior the 
coUection of the t)utstanding subscriptions and obtaining new onast 
the Board, on (he 4th of September, 18 '^9, by ooraraission, appointed 
Mr. William Schuneman* the Agent for the Claaaea of Ulster, Pou|^ 
keepsie, and Rensselaer, and for the Churches of ^Cozsackie, Bethlo* 
hem, and Cdeymans, in the Classis of Albany. 

Mr. Schuneman entered forthwith cm the duties of his office, and 
as far as the Board can judge, has attended with due fid^ity to the 
business assigned htm : he has received moneys as well on account of 
the old, as on the new, subscriptions obtained by Mr. Van Santvoofdt 
and, as far as information could be obtained by him, has stated the 
moneys received by Mr Van Santvoord on the old and new subscrip* 
tions. The Board can only add that they are satisfied with what he 
has done. 

The Board also, on the 25th of November last, granted a similar 
commission to the Rev. John F. Schermerhom« who has made his 
returns of having received ^276 60, with some information relative 
to the outstanding subscriptions. 

In their last Report, the Board respectfully submitted to General 
Synod the importance and necessity of assuming more energetic 
measures in relati(«n to the state of the funds, and suggested the abso- 
lute necessity that all the collections heretofore adopted be !•• 
enacted ; and urged in the most impressive manner on all the charches 
as a measure of the highest importance to our Theological ^eouAary. 
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Qd which occasion, Genefal Synod ** Reaolvedt That the Church 
feeling the necessity of dmimskiiitg the number of collections which 
have in former years been imposed upon the congregations under 
their care, and believing that in so doing a greater amount would be 
realized to the irea^Bry — Resol'ted, Earnestly to recommend upon 
all the Ministers and ' Consistories to make one general collection on 
the first t:$abbath of November, in behalf of the Theological College, 
and on the first Sabbath of (Vlay, a collection of S5 cents from each 
and every communicant belonging to the church ; and that the Board 
be instructed to send Mpeciai circulars on the subject of these collec- 
tions to all the churches." The res^llt of which has been, although 
circulars have been sent that on the first general collection, the sum 
of $471 only has been paid into the Treasury And on the 25 cent 
cdlection, the follov^iing sum has been received, viz : $263 20, from 
the following churches, viz: Market-street, $131 79; Middle and 
North Churches, $98 96 ; Flatbush, $12 09 ; Haerlem, $10 00 ; 
Aquackpnonk, $10 40. 

The Treasurer's annual account hei^witb delivered, will exhibit to 
Synod a statement <^ the receipt and expenditure of moneys for the 
past year. And the Annual Digest, and other documents accompa- 
nying Ihia Report, will give the usual details of the particular funds. 
Upon examining into the result of the fiscal concerns of General Sy- 
nod, as to their operations during the past year, we sincerely regret 
to state that our prospects continue to be by no means flattering^ 
We have been under the necessity ol applying all the moneys which 
have been received, from every source, to the payment of the salaries 
of the Professors and other indispensably necessary disbursements^ 
amounting to $2720, including the sum of $700 received by the 
Treasurer for a bond of Jacob R. Voorhees, which was paid off. 

The balance now in the hands of the Treasurer amounts to 
$2024 33, to be invested, \yhat may be received durmg the coming 
year, arising firom the interest of the permanent fund, with the col- 
lections which may be received from the churches, will in the opinion 
of the Board be totally inadequate for the payment of the salaries of 
the Professors as they become due, with other necessary disburse- 
ments. And in this place it is proper to add, that the last grant of 
the Consistory of New- York for $1600 for one year, expired on the 
9th November last, has been fiiUy paid, and no money arising firom 
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subscriptioiui received by our agents uid paid in, has been pat out oa 
bond and mortgage^ for the obvious reaspn that it was required for tber 
purposes aforesaid. 

In view of all the circumstances above stated, in connexion witli 
the probability that at least ^10,000 of the oiiginal subscriptioM for 
the Professorate will never be received, but totaily lost ; for partica^ 
lars the Board respectfully refer General Synod to a statement made 
by Mr. Kip to Mr. William Schuneman, one of the Agents of thei 
Board for collecting outstanding and obtaining new subscriptions and 
donations, which will be found in the lOlh number of the 4th volumer 
of the Magazine of the Reformed Dutch Church, page 317 ; whicb 
will be herewith delivered, and to which they respectfuliy solicit the 
attention of Synod. Under these circumstances, is submitted to the 
serious deliberation and consideration of Synod, the importance and 
necessity of adopting such energetic measures as in their wisdooK 
may appear suitable and proper in relation to our funds, and the sup* 
port of the Professors of our Theological Seminary. 

As it may be expected that we would express an ojnnion as to mea- 
sures best calculated for these purposes* therefore it is proposed, that 
a strong appeal be made to all the churches, that their several Cm*; 
sistories become obligated to pay annually to Greneral Synod for the 
support of the Theological Seminary, 25 cents for each and evefy 
member in full communion with their respective churches, according^ 
to their statistical tables ; and take their own measures to collect the- 
same from their members, which could no doubt be very easily ef^ 
fected, if the ministers would heartily co-operate in the measure.; by. 
which means, calculating that there are at least mxteen thouaaod 
members in full communion with our churches, this alone would proh 
duce an annual revenue of ^4000, which, in additicm to the interest 
moneys arising from the permanent fund, would beiiilly sufficient to 
pay the salaries of the Professors and all other contingent expenses, 
and would entirely supersede the necessity of any collections what-» 
ever being made in the churches. 

Off Secondly It is proposed that a call be made upon all the 
churches by a strong appeal to their respective Consistories, for a 
voluntary subscription, per annum, to be paid by them at a certajn 
fixed time« in aid of the funds of the Theological Seminary as ab&Te 
stated, to be continued as long as Synod shall deem the same necesr 
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sary ; which would, or at least ought to^ realize sufficient moneys in 
addition to the other resources of Synods for aU the purposes as above 
stated, and preclude the necessity of any collections whatever in the 
churches. In either of these cases, they would suggest the absolute 
necessity of appointing a suitable agent or agents to visit all the 
churches, convene (h6ir Consistories, and lay before them the above 
request* urging . the sBVae with ail possible zeal and earnestness. 
One agent might be enabled to visit all the churches in the course of . 
this year ;«but ^e can see no objection to appointing more than one, 
should Synod deem the same necessary. 

This Boards has heretofore been authorized to appoint an Agent or 
Agents, not only to collect the old but to obtain new subscriptions and 
. donations ; and they respectfully suggest the propriety of renewing 
that authority. 

The settlement of the accounts' of Jacob R.. Hardenbergh with 
the Synod, are in progress^ but not yet completed. 
• In June, 1828, General Synod resolved, (see page 137 of minutes,) 
that the Rev. Alexander Gunn,- D. D. be and hereby is appointed and 
requested to pubUsh juch a memoir of tho Rev. Pr. Livingston, as 
was contemplated by the resolution of* General 3ynod in the session 
of 1826, and that the Rev; Drs. Knox, M'Murray, and Cuylcr be a 
Committee to inspect the wprk previous to publication, &.c. In June, 
1829, the Committee reported, (see pages 153-4-6, of minutes,) that 
they had carefully perused the manuscript of said memoir, anji that 
the same had been accomplish^ in an able manner ; and that the 
Committee requested Dr. Gunn to proceed to take all necessary mea- 
sures for publishing an editk)n of ISQf) copies. The Board of Di- 
rection of the Corporation state to Synod, that the same was pub- 
lished accordingly by the Rev. Dr. Gunn, and they regret to a^, that 
it has only produced embarrassment to his widow and family since 
his decease. They therefore respectfully recommend to Synod, to 
take the matter into their consideration, and to adopt such measures 
as their wisdom shall (Jictate.

Correspondence. 

The President of the last Synod reported that a letter had been 
prepared by the conunittee appointed for that purpose^ to the Re- 
formed Protestant Church of France, which had been signed by him- 
Bdf and the Stated Clerk and despatched to France. 

The Rev. Archibald Alexander, D. D., and Samuel Bayard, Esq. ; 
a ruling Elder of the Presbyterian Church appeared in Synod, and 
having produced testimonials of their appointment by the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, took their seats as Correspond- 
ing Members of the Synod. 

The Rev. George Wack, of the German Reformed Ghurdi ap- 
peared, and having presented a copy of the Bfinutes of the last 
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meeting of the German Synod, took his seat as a Corresponding 
Member. 

A respectful letter from the Stated Clerk of the Assoeiate Re- 
formed Synod of New York, addressed to the Stated Clerk of Synod 
was presented — read,«and referred to the Committee on Corres- 
pondence. 

A communication was received from the Permanent Clerk of the 
General Assembly of the Presbjrterian Church, on the subjept of A 
amendment, proposed to the Articles of Correspondence by the 
General Synod at their last meeting, which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Correspondetice. 

Resolved^ that the Rev Eli Baldwin, and the Elder Abraham 
Van Nest be delegates primarii ; and the Rev. Isaac Ferris, and the 
Elder Abraham JTan Vechten be delegates secundh to attend the next 
meeting of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church. 

Resolved^ that the Rev. Jacob Schoonmaker, and John F. Scher- 
merhorn be delegates pritnarii ; and the Rev. Thomas M. Strong, 
and John H. Van Wagenen be delegates secundi, to attend the Synod 
of the German Reformed Church. 

The Committee on Correspondience reported, and their report was 
adopted, and is as follows : — 

Your Committee beg leave to report. 

That it appears from the documents referred to them, that your 
delegates to the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church and 
to the German Reformed Synod, have attended the meetings of those 
bodies, and been kindly and respectfully received by them ; and that 
the friendly correspondence existing with those bodies, will greatly 
subserve the common cause of our Redeemer^ tnil leod toincroua 
and promote the peace and harmony of our respective Churches. 

That the article proposed to the General Assembly, to be added to 
the Articles of Correspondence existing between these two bodies, 
has been concurred in and adopted by them in the following words : 

** That none of the inferior judicatories under the care of (he cor- 
responding churches, shall be at liberty to admit into their respective 
bodies or under their care, any student or licentiate from the sister 
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church, without a regular disniission from the ecclesiastical bodjr 
or Theological Seminary to which he is considered as attached.''

ARTICLE VI. 

Synodieal Reports of the SuOt rf the, Churches. 

Agreeably to a resolution passed at the last meeting, the Synod 
spent a part of the afternoon of the first day of the Session in reli- 
gious exercises, conducted agreeably to a plan reported by a Com* 
mittea of Arrangements. 

Whereas, it becomes the members of this Synod to abound in both 
private and public prayers to God for a spirit of brotherly love, for 
singleness of ey^ to his glory, and for a plenteous blessing on the 
churches ; therefore, Resohoed^ That we agree to meet every 
morning during the session of Synod, at 6 o'clock, in the Consistory 
Room, to -spend an hour in social prayer and praise. 

The Committee on the State of Religion reported, and their Report 
was amended, adopted, and is as follows : 

The Committee on the State of Religion respectfully submit the 
following Report :— 

Ajl circumstances relating to the Saviour's* kingdom are of great 
importance to the world, and must be peculiarly and deeply interest- 
ing to. every real friend of the Church. The condition, and pro- 
gress, and influence of the Church are matters that lie near every 
Christian's heart, and engage the best and most* intense feelings of 
his soul. When the interests and glory of the Church are increased, 
the Christian rejoices in h^r prosperity, and raises his pious and fer- 
vent ejaculations in gratitude to her preserver and Leader ; but when 
the interests of the Church are in any measure diminisi|ed, he sin- 
cerely mourns over her adversity, and most heartily poiuy out his 
soul in prayer to Almighty God to counteract the evils by which jshe 
b MMuied. Under the control and influence of Divine Grace he re« 

33 
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joices when the people of God ha?e reason to rejoice, and he mouniB 
when they have reason to mourn. His feelings correspond with the 
interests of the Charch. 

In surveying that part of the CShnrch which is under the more im- 
mediate supervision of this body, some things seem calculated to ex- 
cite ;oy, and others sorrow^ in the minds of. devoted Christians. In 
the wise dispensation of his providence and grace, God has kindly 
furnished us with some renewed and conclusive evidence during the 
past year, that he continues to hear ,the prayers and to bless the 
faithful exertions of his people ; that his Holy Spirit is still goiiig 
forward in the accomplishment of his glorioa9 ofllce-work ; that he 
is determined to perpetuate the establishment of the Christian 
Church in the world ; and that greater numbers shall be found, who* 
by their lives and conduct, bear testimony to the reality, the efficacy, 
and the happy influence of pure and undefiled religion. 

The Churches which have been more especially blessed with re'ri. 
ving showers of Divine Grace, are those of Poiighkeepsie, Kingstos, 
Second Church in Albany, Schenectady, First and Second Churches 
in Glenville, Columbia in Montgomery Classis, and Owasco, and Lodi, 
^ formerly Ovid, in Cayuga classis. In Poughkeepsie, the work is ex- 
tensive and powerful ; and sixty-five, most of whom are youth, have 
been already received into church communion as fruits of this revi- 
val ; in Kingston, 28 ; in the Second Church, in Albany, 60 ; in 
Columbia, 85; in Owasco, 83, and in Lodi, 52: have professedly 
taken the yoke of Christ upon them. In the Churches of the Boght and 
Albany, much successful attention has been paid to the colored po- 
pulation. In some of these Churches the work is represented as 
still progressing, and its character bears marks ot much heart-felt and 
deep-toned piety. It gives the friends of Zion reason to take ccmi- 
ra(|;e, and, in the name and strength of their Leadier, the great Head 
of the Church, to move onward in the discharge of their duties, and 
in the increase of their efforts to evangelize the world. 

In addition to those churches already mentioned, your Ci>mmitlee 
would observe that several others have been favored with at least a 
few drops of special and saving grace. As far as Classical reports 
have been received, we learn th&t the Churches of Union \lllage, 
Faramus, Esopus, Hurley, New Paltz, Union Church in Amsterdam 
Greenwich, Broome Street, and others in the city of New York; as 
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wdl as in other parts of our bounds, have been blessed by considera- 
ble accessions made to their members. It is already ascertained, 
that more than 1560 members have, during the past year, been added 
by confession and certificate to Iha diQerent Churches under your 
jurisdiction. And, during the same .period, the dismissions, suspen- 
sions, and deaths in said Churches amount to about, one third of that 
number. We have therefore reason to render praise and gratitude 
to God, for augBienting the number of his professed followers in our 
connexion more than one thousand, since the last annual meeting of 
General Synod.' 

Our Chu|ch has been increasing its members not only, but it has 
also extended its boundaries and influence. Some new Churches 
have been organized, additional congregations have been gathered, and 
diflSsrent Missionary stations along our borders, and within our 
bounds, have been surveyed and designated. A spirit of*benevo. 
lence in its several branches, has, to some degme, been manifested. 
The benevolent and charitable institutions of the day have put in re- 
quisition a share of Uie energies and treasures of the Church. And 
some Churehes have contributed largely, and, we trust, willingly, to 
sustain these desirable and heaven-bom opeiatious. By the benevo- 
lent <^rations of our Missionary Society, many of the destitote and 
indigent congregations in our ponnexion have been supplied vnth 
evangelical and successful labors of faithful ministers. Such ap- 
pears to be the influence of that Society, that we deem it no incon- 
siderable means in the enlargement of our Church. To its opera- 
tions we are constrained to attribute a large share of our success. 
Missionary qtatipns have been occupied, moral deserts have been cul- 
tivated, and some of those plaees formerly desolate and dreary, have 
been made, by the divine blessing, to blossom and bring forth fruit 
unto the praise of God's grace. But still we would say to the Mana.. 
gers of the Missionary operations, Persevere in your exertions : a 
great and important work is before you : your field of labors is th^ 
tDorld : there remains much land to be possessed : possess it, and 
cultivate it ; .and the God of Zion will smile on your eflTorts : and 
you may eternally associate with those who have been saved through 
the instrumentality' of your benevolence. 

A willingness is manifested by some Churches to unite with those 
of other denominations, in carrying into efifect the noble and lauda- 
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ble refoloUoli of the American Bible Society, to fnmith every deeti* 
tute family in our beloved country with a copy of the aacred Scrip- 
tures. They have alao contributed towards the ttioA ezlraaive oircii- 
lation of religious Tracts. These little messengers have gone Ibrth 
with a *« still small voice ;" and in many instances they have exevlad 
a powerful influence, and performed that for the peace and prosperilj 
of Zion, which no other means apparently could ^eoomfdiah. Sab* 
bath Schools and Bible Classes, in many of our Churches, have gone 
into successful operation. Temperance* Societies have been fmnod 
on the principle of entire abstinence from the use of distilled spirits. 
And such is their happy influence on the whole populatJin of many 
tewns and neighborhoods, in preserving the temperate firmn gliding 
mto habits of using intoxicating draughts, and in reclaiming the tip- 
pler, and even the drunkard, that they ceitainly recommend tfaenn- 
selves tothe attention an'd most cordial and united support of all the 
friends of Zion. ^ 

The ordinary course of means fi>r the proniotion of religion, haive 
been employed in the difierent congregations favored with stated hr 
bors of the ministry. The Gospel has been preached; the oidi- 
nances of the Church administered ; the Sabbath day sanctified ; Ca- 
techetical instruction imparted ; prayer meetings and other reUgioiis 
exercises observed ; and the visiting of fiimilies and schods per- 
formed. 

In looking over the whole field b^re us, we find much to gladden 
on^kearts, and to constrain us to rejoice in the Lord. We may re- 
joice in the addition of numbers, of strength, and of influence with 
which the God of Zion has favored us during the past year. We 
mi^ rejoice in that peace, and harmony, and Christian feeling, which 
have prevailed in most of our churches, and which have been mani- 
fested reciprocally in our religious intercourse and interchange of 
views and feelings with other Christian denominations of our coun- 
try. And we may rejoice on the approach of that period, when the 
watchmen on the heights of Zion << shall see eye to eye,'* and the 
glory of God in the salvation of souls shall be displayed through the 
whole world. 

From the narrative of the State of Religion within t^ bounds of 
the Presbyterian Church in the United States, we leam the pleasing 
and soul-cheering intelligence, that the Lofd is graoiously smiling

Upon tbat portioB of Zion. No retrognide ndorement has maiiidd- her 
course during the past year. The elevated rank which she held 
among her sister Churches, has heen fully maintained. The Lord 
baa greatly added to her numbers. Her I'beological and literary 
mtitiAioiie are floorishing And the different benevolent enterpriaes 
of the day are regarded n^th increasing interest, and receive a-libe* 
ral and prompt support; ^ 

From the Synod of the German Reformed Choreh, we learn that 
the general aspect of things withHl their bounds is favorable : that in 
Frederick City and Baltimore the Lord is pouring out his spint^ and 
bringing sinners to a saving knowledge of Christ. 

Your Committee think it necessary, for the prosperity of 4* 
Churches and of our nation, thaf something should be done to pro- 
mote the more strict and proper observance of the Christian Sabbath. 
Christians, by their prayers, examples, precepts, and influence, 
ought to promote the sanctification of the holy day. And we should 
unite, with other religious denominations, in the promotion of a cause 
se vital and valuable. And what we do, must be done quickly. No 
time should be lost. The Sabbath breaker is now progressing in his 
course. We must, if possible, arrest his progress, and, by divine in- 
fluence assisting* show him his error. Soon our period of labors will 
terminate. Very soon may we be summoned to follow into eternity 
the departed spirits of olir beloved brethren — the Rev. Dr Alexan- 
der Grunn» and the Rev. Cornelius D. Schermerhorn, whose period 
of labors has been closed since your last annual meeting. j|jjpd^if 
we are found &ithful imomr labors until we depart hence, we shall be 
permitted hereafter to enter that heavenly rest, of which the Cl^tistian 
Sabbath we here enjoy is but a blessed anticipation. '^ ^7.. ; 

Permit us to move the following resolutions : — 

1. Resohtldi That we highly approve of the leading sentiment 
contained in the Constitution of the American Temperance Society, 
and, therefore most earnestly recommend to all the congregations in 
our connexion, to organize without delay, and encourage and sup- 
port Temperance Societies, based on the principle of total absti- 
nence from the use of distilled spiriti!.

Whereas, it is evident that the fourth commandment of the sacred 
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Decalogue ii maeh Tiolated in many of our congregations, tod in 
the country at large, therefore, 

Reschedf That we deem it the duty of the different Claflsea, Mi- 
nisters, and all the Churches in our connexion, to take immediate, 
and, if possible, efficient measures to secure the more strict and pro- 
per observance of the Christian Sabbath within their respectiTe 
spheres of influence.

The Committee on Synodical Minutes reported, and their report 
was adopted, and is as follows : — 

The Committee on Synodicd Minutes report, that on the Minutes 
of the last Meeting of the General Synod, they find on page 208 
referring to their being called upon and not ready to report, it» is 
<< Resolved^ That the Committee on the Widows' Fund be continu- 
ed, and that they be directed to report at the next stated meeting of 
the Synod." 

On the Minutes of the Particular Synod of New- York, the follow- 
ing items are presented for consideration, — to wit : 

1. A reference through them, from the Classis of Long Island, in 
the following words : — " To define the powers of their Board of 
Missions, and to adopt such measures as will more effectualljr suard 
our chueches from future intrusion," accompanied with an expression 
of the ** decided disapprobation made by said Classis of <se|ctam un-

Board of Managers of the Missionary Society of our -CbiUTfa of 
having been guilty, at two several times, within their bounds. , * 

2. Also^^'on page 22, an appeal appears to be taken by th0 Rev. 
Ava Neal, from a late resolution passed by the Particular Synod of 
New- York, not sustaining h^ appeal to them from the decision of the 
Classis of Bergen, suspending him from the ministerial office. 

On page 20 of their Minutes, the Particular Synod of New- York 
unite with the Classis of Poughkeepsie in recommending, in compli- 
ance with a request of the Consistory of Kingston, (now connected 
with the Classis of Poughkeepsie,) the transfer of the Church under 
the care of said Consistory, to the Classis of Ulster. The Commit- 
tee recommend that this request be granted. 

On the same page, they find a* recommendation by the Classis of 
Poughkeepsie, of Samuel W. Gaylord, a Member in full coitimunion 
of the Church of Hyde Park, for aid frem the Van Benschoten, or 
(Jther funds. ^ .

ARTICLE VIII. 

Synodical Appeals. 

* 
The following Appeal taken by the Classis of Long Island from a 

decision of the Particular Synod of New- York, was presented to Sy- 
nod, viz : — 

To the Reverend the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch 
Church — 

Resolved, unanimously, That Classis appeal from the act of Par- 
ticular Synod of New York, transferring the congregation of Bosh- 
wick to the South Classis of New York, for the folloveing reasons : — 

I. Because the arbitrary association of disconnected churches, in the 
formation of Classical Assemblies, directly contravenes the letter and 
spirit of the Constitution of the Reformed Dutch Church. From 
a carefiil inspection of the rules of Church Government adopted By 
the Synod of Dort, and revised by the American churches, with the ar- 
ticles explanatory of the same, it is evident to the mind of Classis that 
prejudices, preference, like or dislike, were never designed as a rule 
for the guidance of Particular Synod, in the organization or enlarge- 
ment of these courts. But on the contrary, it is found in all such 
cases that no other rule has been recognized than geographical conti- 
guity, by the acknowledged standards of our churches. In Art. 41 
of Church Order, it is expressly declared that »* classical assembhes 
shall be composed of neighboring churches, each of whom 'shall send 
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one Minister and one Elder to the place agreed upon at the rising of 
the preceding Classis." The 38th Explanatory article commenting on 
the above, expressly states that " Classes consist of all the Ministers, 
with each an Elder, and one Elder from each vacant congregation 
within a particular district. In this assembly an immediate represen- 
tation of all the churches within those limits is formed, and a power 
for regulating the common measures for promoting religion, prevent- 
ing error, and preserving peace within such districts is lodged.*' 
The insulated situation of the Churches on the Island, as well as 
their proximity to each other, renders their meeting and associating 
together in classis extremely natural and convenient. Providence 
seems to have fixed their natural bounds, and to have drawn a broad 
watery line between them and the Churches in the city. Besides, the 
whole number of delegates from the Churches on the Island, when 
assembled tpgether, form at most but a Classis of ordinary size. 
Neither is there any prospect of increasing their number, otherwise 
than by the formation of new congregations within their own limits. 
The Classis of Long Island, therefore, can see no reason for the late 
act of Particular Synod, lessening their number, and cannot help but 
regard the cutting off the congregation of Bushwick, and transferring 
it across the intervening churches of Brooklyn and Williainsburgh to 
the South Classis of New- York, as a violation of the Cohstitution of 
the Church, and an injurious encroachment upon the bounds of 
Classis. 

II. The second reason of appeal is, that the act of Synod, transfer- 
ring the congregation of Btishwick, "when viewed in connexion with 
circumstances, seems to cast a reflection, if not indirectly a censure 
on the proceedings of Classis. It is well known, that the application 
of the Consistory of Bushwick to the Particular Synod, arose .from 
dissatisfaction with the act of Classis organizing the new congrega- 
tion in the village of Williamsburgh, opposite the city of New- York. 
Consistory appealed from the decision of the Classis at the time, and 
arrangements were made on our part to meet the appeal in the higher 
courts of the Church. But the Consistory has since seen fit to 
abandon the cause which they commenced as appellants, and to ma- 
nifest their dissatisfaction and to seek for redress in a different man- 
ner ; in a manner which Classis regrets to find has only proved too 
successful. They have complained that.our proceedings were irre-

gular, uoconstitutionaly and oppressive — that our treatment was par* 
tia], unkiad, and marked with a peculiar disregard to their welfare. 
With these complaints ihey presented their request of transfer to the 
Particular Synod ; and the granting of this request on the part of 
, Synod, without even a saving clause for the Glassis, seems, by natu* 
ral inference, to be yielding assent to the truth of the reasons which 
they assign for this application. If Consistory had carried up their 
appeal, Classis would have had an opportunity of showing that 
these complaints were groundless — that the measures adopted, were 
only those which reason and duty pointed out, and such as the nature 
of the cose imperiously demanded. They could have shown that a 
large church had already been erected by the toil and expense of the 
people of Williamsburgh — that it was a growing villafjrey consisting of 
hiore than one thousand inhabitants* with no other place of worship, 
except a small Methodist chapel : they could have shown that tUa peo- 
ple were determined to obtain a separate organization, either from us, 
, or from some sister denomination, and that no other course was 1^ 
in order to preserve this new and promising church to our connez*' 
ion, than that which, we trust in the fear of God, Classis has been 
led to adopt. We do, therefore, most decidedly disapprove of the 
decision of Particular Synod, implicating our proceedings, by yielding 
assent to the application of the Consistory of Bushwick. 

III. Classis appeals from this decision, because its example will be 
injurious. It will be injurious to those whose application it grants ; 
it. will have a tendency to increase that spirit of insubordination, that 
disregard to peace and harmony, that th^ have already manifested, 
and make them far less disposed to submit to the constituted authori- 
ties of the Church than they were before. The conclusion in their 
minds will be natural, that if one. Classis does not yield to their views, 
or submit to their wishes, they can easily renounce its authority, se- 
parate to a second, a third, a fourth, and a fiAh, as suasion or prejo* 
judice may require. But had the Particular Synod, as the Classis 
humbly conceives, shielded as it was by the constitutional rules of the 
Church, and the Inexpediency of the case, met the application of the 
Consistory of Bushwick with the spirit of Christian firmness, they 
would have rendered an essential service to the applicants themselveS) 
and would, also, have furnished a wholesome precedent for the 
Church at large to follow. 
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Bat) on the other hand, if this inauspiciouB act of Particular Synod 
is confirmed, Claseis is clearly of the opinion, that it will have a ten- 
dency to widen the difference, and to perpetuate the unhappy state of 
feelings which now exists between the neighboring congregations of 
Bushwick and Williatnsburg ; and that it will present to the rest of 
the oburcbes on the Island a dangerous example, which, in ciases of 
future difficulty, may be extremely injurious to their welfare. Classis 
is also convinced, that the example of this decision will be injurious 
to the beauty and harmony of the Church in general ; because they 
are welt aware, that any yiolations of- the constitution and orders of 
the Church, only make way for still broader violations ; one bad pre>- 
cedent is only pleaded as an example for another, and when these 
precedents became frequent, (as they certainly will if allowed to pro- 
ceedt) the authority of our ecclesiastical courts will become entirely 
rdazed and useless. If the ecclesiastical relations of one. two, or 
three congregations can be changed at pleasure, or upon some fancied 
grievance, upon the same principle the relation of all the churches, 
throughout our whole connexion, may be immediat^y broken up, and 
our Classes become nothing more than mere voluntary associations. 
Every tie which now binds the Church in harmony together, and 
gives weight to her authority, will be completely severed ; and every 
thing like order wiU soon come to an end. Therefcwe, let the higher 
courts pause while they can. Let them arrest the tide of irregularity 
heSan irregularity shall have got beyond their control. Let not the 
example of previous violations be plead as an excuse for this, for it 
will only cause this to be plead as an excuse for others. The beauty 
of the Church has already been sufficiently marred by former irregu- 
larities of the same nature ; and this deformity now in some places 
continues to appear conspicuous upon her surface. But rather let 
these vidations be exhibited as beacons or marks of danger to be 
shunned, than under any circumstances to be held up as examples 
worthy of future imitation The classis' of Long Island, therefore, 
hope and trust, that the decision of Particular Synod, transferring 
the congregation of Bushwick to the South Classis of New York, 
widiout assigning even a single reason, will not be confirmed. 

IT. The fourth reason assigned for this appeal is, that the Consisto- 
ry- of Bushwick seems to have been rash ^d unadvised in making, 
this application to Particular Synod. They had not previously con-

vened or consulted either the congregation or the great consistory^r 
It seems to have been a business of their own, independent of the 
church and congregation whom they officially represent. 

With these views, and for these reasons, Classis submit their ap- 
^al to the judgment aQd candor of the General Synod. 

A true extract from the Minutes of the Classis of Long Island.

The Kev. Jacob Schoonmaker and John Beattie were accredited 
as Commissioners, on the part of the Classis of Long Island, to pro- 
secute their appeal. 

Resohedf That the Rev. Nicholas I. Marselus, Jamei B* Har- 
denbergh, and Peter Labagh, be heard, as respondents, on behalf of 
the Particular Synod of New York. • 

The Synod proceeded in the consideration of the said appeal, in 
the following order :—

The Synod proceeded to deliberate and decide^ excluding from a 
vote such membeis as had voted in the case, either in Classis or Par- 
ticular Synod.

Resolved, That the Appeal be sustained. * 

The question being taken on this resolution, it was carried in the 
djfirtnative. 

A motion was subsequently made to reconsider the above deci- 
sion ; which was losU Whereupon it was. 

Resolved, That the Rev. William M'Murray, D. D., P. I. Van 
Pelt, J. Sickles, and the Elders A. Van Nest, and Everardus War- 
ner, be a Committee, on the part of this Synod, to confer with the 
Classis of Long Island, and the Consistory of the Church at Bush- 
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wichf with a view to make an amicable adjustment of the existing 
difficulties. 

The Appeal of the Rev. Ava Neal, from the decision of the Par- 
ticular Synod of New- York, confirming the decision of the Classis 
of Bergen in his case, was called up, and a communication was re- 
ceived from the President of the last ordinary meeting of the Par- 
ticular Synod of New York, transmitting the reasons of appeal put 
into his hands by the Rev. Ava Neal. 

A letter was received from Mr. Neal, requesting Synod to post- 
pone the consideration of his appeal to the next General Synod, and 
assigning reasons for said request : whereupon it was 

Resolved^ That the consideration of the Appeal of the Rev. Ava 
Neal, agreeably to his request, be deferred to the next General 
Synod.

The following preamble and resolutions were presented and 
adopted: —

Whereas, the Sabbath School institution is becoming increasingly 

important, and- is destined^ in the Providence of God, materially to 
afiect, if ;iot entirely mould, the character of the Church ; and 
whereas, it is higfily desirable to make Sabbath Schools the nurseries 
of the Church; and secure to them such instruction as shall particu-' 
lirly tend to preserve sound doctrine : therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That it be recommended to the several Ministers and 
Consistories in our Church, where it is not already the case, to take 
the school or schools, formed of teachers and scholars belonging to 
" their churches and congregations, under their oversight and care. 
2. That while this Synod do highly appreciate the value of ^' Bible 
Questions,*' yet it be recommended to the Consistories and Superinr 
tendents of Sabbath Schools in the Reformed Dutch Church, to in- 
troduce into their schools, where it is not already the case, the stand- 
ard Catechisms of our Church* or such others as are approved by 
the Church ; provided such use of Catechisms in Sabbath Schools 
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be not permitted to interfere with, or take the place of, the regular 
weekly catechetical instruction by the pastor. 

3. That the attention of the ministers and literary laymen of this 
Church, be particularly cfilled to the importance of preparing either 
in- the form of original works, or of translations from the Dutch lan- 
guage, catechetical expositions of the Catechisms in use in our 
Church, or Scriptural helps for the benefit of Bible Classes and Sab- 
bath Schools. 



ARTICLE Xni. 

Rutgers College. 

The following Report of the Board of Superintendents of Rutgers 
Cdlege was received, and referred to the Committee on the Profes- 
sorate. 

To the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church, — 

The Board of Superintendents of Rutgers College, respectfully 
beg leave to submit their annual report. In discharging this duty, they 
embrace this opportunity of congratulating the Synod upon the suc- 
cess which thus far has crowned the efforts of the friends and patrons 
of the Institution. The reasonable expectations which were formed 
of its utility and prosperity, have not, we trust, been disappointed ; 
and its present condition bids us rejoice in hope of its future welfare. 
Surrounded as we are, in every part of our widely extended country, 
with literary institutions, many of them of established character and 
reputation, we can nevertheless claim for our College at least a re^ 
spectable rank among her sisters. To the unwavering zeal, distin- 
guished ability, and energy of its professors, we are indebted, under 
Providence, for the favoVable view we are enabled to offer of its con- 
cerns. 

The Faculty, in presenting their accustomed report to the Super- 
intendents, have embraced several topics of great interest to the well 
being of the College ; we beg leave* therefore, for the information 
of Synod, to transcribe the most of their report in detail, ^hich is as 
follows, viz. : 
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<< That the whole number of Students now in the Literary Inatitcr- 
tion is 62 — viz. in the Senior Class, 26 ; in the Junior, 1 7 ; in the 
Sophomore, 6 ; and in the Freshman Class, 13. It having pleased 
God, since our last report, to lay his Afflicting hand upon Professor 
Neilson, in a disease precluding such hope of recovery as to re-as- 
sume his professoral labors, he. conceived it to be his duty to resign, 
and did resign accordingly. The Rev. Alexander McClelland, one 
of the Professors bf Dickinson College, ('arlisle, Penn.,'was,* by the 
Board of Trustees, chosen in his place, and entered upon his official 
duties on the 17th September, 1829. 

** The Board of Superintendents will remember, that information 
was given them in the last annual report, that a course of Lectures 
had been delivered the preceding winter, by Mr. John Finch, on the 
popular sciences of geology, mineralogy, and chemistry. The 
Board will also recollect, that the Lectures were sustained by indi- 
vidual subscription, and that the mode of raising money by such 
subscription, was found so exceptionable, that an appeal to General 
Synod was deemed necessary. The appe>il was made, and, as ap- 
pears from the Minutes of Synod, committees were appointed to col- 
lect moneys for this purpose. On inquiry, however, made last au- 
tumn, of the Treasurer of General Synod, it was found that none of 
these committees had reported In consequence, therefore, of de- 
ficiency of means, no Lectures on these branches of science were 
delivered durinir the last wmter. We are constrained to press this 
matter upon the attention of the Board, and earnestly to urge, that 
more efficient measures may be taken for the coming year, to secure 
the same extent and kinds of instruction given in surrounding insti- 
tutions. 

<< In consequence of the extraordinary efibrts made and making in 
neighboring colleges, to increase the number of their students, and 
under the apprehension that leading and influential officers of our 
church might suppose that the revival ot Rutgers College had put 
off the character of an experiment, and put on that of an absolute 
certainty, a circular letter (a. copy of which is herewith presented) 
has been recently sent to all the Ministers of the Dutch Reformed 
Church. The Board will perceive from this letter^ that every thing 
has been done that was in the power of the Faculty, to call the atten- 
tjon of the churches to our Institution* and to induce to prompt and 
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vigorous co-operation in its behalf. We are assured Uiat the Board 
of Superintendents will second this effort, by presenting the whole 
subject to General Synod in the strong terms which its importance 
requires." 

^ The Faculty would call the attention of the Board of Superin* 
tendents to the Beneficiaries put under their care by the Education 
IBociety of the Reformed Dutch Church. These Beneficiaries are 
now received without any compensation for their instruction, v As 
the funds committed to the Education Society by the friends of our 
Church, are mainly intended for the support of the Institution at 
New Bnmswick, would it not be desirable, and entirely meet the 
views of the donors, if the Education Society could be prevailed up- 
on to pay at least one half the ordinary tuition fees, especially as 
funds are so much needed at present to widen the range of our li- 
terary instruction. We would also inquire whether any, and if any, 
what efficient means can be devised, for establishing or reviving 
Grammar Schoob, that shall be friendly to this College. In con- 
nexion with this question, we would inform the Board, that there are 
three distinguished young men of the Senior Class, who will be ready 
to enter upon the business of instruction in classical literature imme- 
diately afler commencement ; and that if suitable encouragement 
should ofier, that others might be induced to engage ill the same em- 
ployment. 

*' Some valuable donations in books for our Library, have been re- 
ceived during the past year, especially from Dr. John Clark, and Mr. 
James Bogert, Jun., both members of the Collegiate Dutch Church 
■of New York. If the good example of these gentlemen should be ' 
followed by others, whose hearts are with us, we might soon, and 
without any very great efibrt, be furnished with important additions 
to our Library. Dr. Richie, of Scotland, has made a donation in 
money, for the purchase of theological books for the Libra^, which 
have, we believe, been purchased, and will soon be forwarded to 
New Brunswick. 

* We have been honored bv the transmission of some valuable 
charts and other interesting public documents, sent on to us, by order 
of Congress, from Washington. A portrait of our venerable patron, 
Col. Rutgers, has been presented. It has been deposited in the Li- 

36 
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brary^ until the place it is to occupy shall be designated by the Board. 
A valuable and useful philosophical curiosity, showing the structure 
of the human ear, has also been presented by Dr. Hosack. 

* It was stated in our last report to the Board* that no small incon- 
venience had arisen for want of a 'committee duly authorised to order 
necessary repairs to the College edifice, and to defray unavoidable 
incidental expenses. We hope to be excused in presenting this sub- 
ject once more to your notice. It is not necessary to do more ih^fk 
thus barely to present it. The Board will perceive its importance, 
and that the embarrassments growing out of it can only be removed 
by their representations to General Synod. 

' < It has pleased God) during the past year, to give general health 
to the College. None of our Students have been removed by death. 
Some have recently left us for want of funds, and others through ne- 
glect of duty, or our numbers would have considerably exceeded that 
of the preceding year. We are happy to inform the Board, that the 
general conduct of the Students has been distinguished during the 
past year for attention to study, regular attendance on Lectures, re- 
spect to their moral character and instructors, and, we trust in a good 
number, of instances, for their regard to the higher duties of religion. 
We are encouraged to hope and believe, that if God shall favor us 
with the hearty co- operation of the ministry of our Church, and shall 
continue to smile upon our efforts, that the Institution will, from year 
to year, be presented to the Church and to this community, under 
circumstances of improved and constantly growing usefulness and 
celebrity. We conclude this report, with offering up our devout ac- 
knowledgments to Almighty God, for all his unmerited kindness to- 
ward us during the past year* and with committing ourselves, with 
all the interest of the Institution under our care, into his faithful 
hands.' 

In conclusion, the Board of Superintendents would call the par- 
ticular attention of General Synod to the several matters specified in 
the report of the Faculty, and especially would they, with great solici- 
tude, present the subject of iiaving secured to the institution regular 
and efiicient instruction in chemistry and the kindred branches of 
science. These several matters are of vital importance to the inte- 
rests of the College, and require to be acted on with that promptitude 
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which alone can ensure success in the great object which the Synod, 
in conjunction with the Board of Trustees, have in view, the prospe- 
rity and emment usefulness of the Institution over which they mu- 
tually preside,

by the Rev. iPeter Labagh, appointed to lay the same before Synod, 
that they have permission to add the sum of ^250 per annum to the 
salary of the Professor of Languages in said institution. 

Resclvedf That the request be granted. 

The Committee appointed at the last meeting of the Synod, on the 
subject of procuring a hou^ for the boarding of Students in com- 
mons, being called on, it appeared that nothing had been done by 
them. 

Resohed, That Messrs. J. R. Hardenbergh, R. Anderson, and J. 
L. Snyder, be a Committee to examine a certain building in New 
Brunswick, now for sale, with a view to its purchase ad a boarding 
house, to be kept in commons, for Rutgers College. 

The Committee reported, and their report was adopted, and is as 
follows : — 

The Committee appointed to inquire, if a suitable situation could 
be procured, for a boarding house to be kept in commons. Report — 

• 

That they have viewed the house and lot, situated west of the Col- 
lege, and lately occupied by John N. Simpson. The house is large, 
and the lot contains about one acre of ground, and, the Committee 
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aie informed, can be purchased at a yery low rate ; and the Commit* 
tee believe, the interest of the Theological College will be very much 
promoted by the purchase of it : thej therefore recomm^d the 
adoption of the following resolutions. 

Resohed, That the Board of Direction of the General Synod, be 
and they are hereby recommended, to purchase, for the use of Ge- 
neral Synody the house and lot above described, situated in the city of 
New Brunswick, provided, it can be had for any sum not exceeding 
two thousand three hundred dollars, and provided they deem the pur^ 
chase of said property a safe and good investment 

Resolved, That so much of the interest of the Van Benschoten 
fund, as may be necessary to pay the interest of the monc^ expended 
in the purchase, be, and the same is hereby, pledged for the payment 
of the saine, provided the TrusteiDs of Rutgers College concur 
therein.

ARTICLE XIV., 

The period for which the Board of Superintendents were elected .^ 
having expired, the Synod proceeded to a new election : and, on 
counting the ballots, it appeared that the following persons were 
chosen to form the Board of Superintendents of the Theological 
College, until the meeting of General Synod, which shall be in June, 
1833, viz. 

Rev. Messrs. Jacob Brodhead, D D., William C. Brownlee^ D, D., 
William M<Murray, D. D., James B. Hardenbergh, Jacob J. Jane- 
way, D. D., Samuel A. Van Vranken, James V. C Romeyn, Abra- 
ham Messier, John I. Chrystie, Christian Z. Paulison, Jacob Schoon- 
maker, Thomas M. Strong, Peter Labagh, Gabriel Ludlow, Corne- 
lius C. Cuyler, D. D., Cornelius D. Westbrook, D. D., Samuel 
Kissam, Isaac Ferris, William R. Bogardus, Henry Ostrander, Rich- 
ard Sluyter, Cornelius Van Cleef, Herman B. Stryker, James 
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Steyenson, Jacob D. Fonda, Cornelius Bogardus, Jacbb Van Vech- 
ten, John B. Steele, John H. Van Wagenen, Henry A. Raymond,

The Committee on the Professorate reported, and their report 
was amended, adopted* and is as follows : — 

The Committee on the Professorate report — 

In the report of the Board of Direction of the Corporation, the 
attention of General Synod is requested to the Memoir of Dr. Liv- 
ingston, published by the late Dr. Gunn, in compliance with the ap- 
pointment of Synod. The work was accomplished by Dr. Gunn, 
with great labor and fidelity, and, in the mysterious proYidence of 
God, he was removed by death soon after it was published, leaving all 
his accoVQts unsettled. The sale has progressed very tardily, pro- 
ducing much anxiety and distress to his bereaved family. Sufficient 
has only been realized from the sale, to liquidate the demands of 
the printer and binder, leaving several incidental expenses unpaid, 
and producing no remuneration for the labor of the deceased author. 
As the work was undertaken by the appointment of Synod, and has 
been satisfactorily and faithfully performed, justice, as well as sympa- 
thy for his afflicted family, require that something should be done in 
the premises. The Committee have agreed to recommend the adop- 
tion of the following resolution. 

Resolved, That the Board of Direction of the Corporation be au- 
thorized to employ an agent or agents, to sell the Memoir of Dr. 
• Livingston, in the various parts of our church, and to meet the pre- 
sent difficulties of the family of the deceased author, to advance ^600, 
to be replaced by the sale. 

In the report of the Board of Superintendents of the Theological 
College, it is recommended to the Synod, to alter the time for the 
annual examination of the Students to the first Tuesday in April. 

The Committee recommend, that the time of the examination of 
the Students be altered accordingly. 

Id the case of Elihu Doty, recommended by the Consistory of the 
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Church of Beaverdam, to be received on the Van Benschoten Fund, 
the Committee recommend, that he be received to the benefit of the 
said fund 

A communication from the Executive Committee of the Education 
Society of the Classis of Bergen, has also been presented, requesting 
that Jacob Ennis be taken on the Fund for the support of Indigent 
Students. 

The Committee recommend, that the request be granted. 

As the Committee have ascertained, that there is a considerable 
surplus from the Van Benschoten fund, available for the support of 
indent Students, and as there arq no other recommendations of 
young men by Consistories, to be aided at present, it is therefore 
recommended, that three of those now assisted by the Education 
Board» be transferred to that fund. 

The Coinmittee farther recommend, that the Trea«m»r of the 
Board of Trustees of Rutgers College, be requested to pmBni an- 
nually, at the stated meetings of General Synod, a statement of the 
number of Students aided from the Education Fund, and the amount 
of money from the said fund remaining unappropriated. 

A resolution of the Board of Superintendents of the Theological 
School, having been laid before the Committee^ recommending Mr. 
John Liddle to the Professors, for their certificate of his Theological 
attainments, and to the General Synod for a dispensation, it is re- 
commended that his request for a dispensation" be granted. 

It is requested, by the Board of Direction, that Synod appoint a 
Committee, other than the Board, to adjust the unsettled accounts 
with their former agent, Rev. Staats Van Santvoord. The Commit- 
tee recommend that such a Committee be appointed according to 
the request of the Board, and that Messrs. Abraham Van Vechten, 
John R. Bleecker, and Richard V. De Witt, constitute said Com- 
mittee. 

It is also stated in the report, that the money left by the legacy of 
the late Isaac Heyer, to endow a scholarship, is invested for that pur- 
pose. Resolved, That Mr. Cannon Van Liew, now a beneficiary of 
the Executive Committee of the Education Society, be transfer- 
red to that fund. 

As the Committee have not sufiicient information in the case of 

Mr. Gaylord, recommended by the Classis of Poughkeepsie, to be 
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pot on the Van Benschoten Fund, it is recommeiided that the case 
be referred to the Executive Committee of the Education Society, to 
make the necessary inquisition in his case. 

As it is desirable that there should be a uniformity in the amount 
allowed to beneficiaries, aided by all the funds appropriated for the 
education of young men for the ministry, the Committee recom- 
mend to the Board of Trusteies, to set the amount appropriated an- 
nually to beneficiaries, on the fund «t their disposal, at one hondred 
dollars, according to the proposition of the Executive Committee of 
the Education Board, to fix their allowance at the same amount. 
Re^chedj That the consideration of this subject be referred tx> the 
next General Synod. # 

It appearing, that in some instances the Board of Trustees have 
required interest on the money refunded by the young men whom 
they have aided from the funds at their disposal, the Committee are of 
opinion, that no interest ought to be required of those who continue 
in our church ; and that from those who settle in other churcheSy tiie 
interest required should not exceed five per cent. ; and that it be re- 
quired only from the time' when they connect themselves to other 
churches. 

In compliance with a request, communicated by the Faculty of 
the College, through the Board of Superintendents of that institu- 
tion, to appoint a Committee of Repairs, it is recommended that Mr. 
Peter Spader be appointed to superintend such repairs as may be ne- 
cessary to the College edifice. 

The Committee are impressed with the great importance to the 
interest and prosperity of the Colles^e, that means should be raised to 
place the institution on the same footing with other neighboring insti- 
tutions, as to the course of instructi6n ; and, particularly, that a lec- 
turer should be procured on chymistry, mineralogy, &c. The Com- 
mittee would recommend that strenuous exertions should be used for 
the accomplishment of this object ; and if the mode of raising mo- 
ney, hereaAer suggested in this report, viz. in connexion with the 
collections for the Theological School, should not be deemed ad- 
visable, it is desired that General Synod may devise and adopt such 
other mode as they may consider best calculated to secure the end 
proposed. 
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It appears from the reports of the Boards of tiie Superintendents 
of the College and the Theological School, that these institutional are 
going on successfully. That the instructors, both in the theological 
and literary departments, are laboring faithfully in advancing their in- 
terests. Nothing is wanting, but an adequate support, to establish 
these institutions on a permanent foundation, and give them a charac- 
ter not surpassed by any in oUr land. As they are peculiarly our 
own, we ought td rally around them ; for with their permanent esta- 
blishment, we either stand or fall as a denomination. 

The subject of deepest interest submitted by the report of lip 
Board of Direction, is that which relates to funds necessary to the 
support of the Theological College. This has been a subject of deep 
solicitude for years past, and has occupied a large portion of the at- 
tention of the successive General Synods. It had been hoped, that 
when the plan to establish permanent fiTnds, for the support of Pro- 
fessors in the institution, should be completed, our churches would 
be relieved from any farther burden in sustaining it ; and the expec- 
tation held out, that this would be the case, when the obtaining 8|^ 
scriptions was in progress, has tended to increase the subsequent em- 
barrassment. A strong effort was made to carry the plan into flijp^ 
operation ; and much has been accomplished towards the permanent 
maintenance of that important institution by the endowment '^f 
funds. But the impulse has passed off ; and the consummation so 
earnestly desired, and confidently expected, has nat been fully reoi* 
ized. The subscriptions to the third professorships were never fully 
completed ; and it was to have been expected that much of the mo^ * 
ney subscribed would fail to be collected. This has been the case 
to a considerable amount. This failure is not dif&cult to be sc» 
counted fbr. The spirit excited by the first effort, naturally subsided. 
It became an old matter. The collection of the subscriptions was 
confided to the hands of committees, who had other concerns, re- 
quiring their attention ; and they naturally, postponed attention to a 
business, at all times unpleasant, in favor of engagements more press- 
ing and immediately interesting. In the lapse of time, some sub- 
scribers have been removed by death ; some have, by a chanj^ of 
circumstances, become unable, and others unwilling to pay. 

The Board of Direction have been, during the last two or three 
years, directing their attention to the subject, and by the employment 

37 
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of agents and other meansy have been strenuouBly endaaToring to fill 
up the permanent fund, by collecting the old, and ohtainim new sub- 
scriptions. In this nothing haa been accomplished answerable to 
their hopes. From the necessity of applying all the moneys col- 
lected for defraying current expenses, little or nothing baa been add- 
ed to the amount invested. And, from their past experience, tbey 
seem now to be convinced, that the filling up of the permanent fund, 
is, for the present at least, out of the question. This ot^oct^ there- 
fore, however desirable in itself, must be relinquished, until a more 
favorable crisis shall arrive. The Board also seem to be t^nvineed 
of the impropriety of continuing to pursue i^ system, wlueb gubjecta 
them to the necessity of applying moneys, collected expressly for the 
Permanent Fund, to an object diverse fk>m that fiir which diey are 
obtained. 

They therefore appear to direct the attention of Synod, on this, 
occasion, chiefly to the adoption of some system, by which the de* 
ficiency arising from the failure to complete the Permanent Fundy 
may be annually supplied. This will now be necessary to be imunptp 
ly done, as it is also stated, that the la^t grant of the Consistory of 
New York, of {1500 for one year, expiredl in November last. To 
this end it will be necessary to secure an income in addition to tbfti 
now arising from permanent sources, ajt lea3t {1500^ to which* if we 
add what may be necessary to secure to the literary institution, in- 
struction in chymistry, and the kindred sciences^ (an object warmly, 
urged by the Faculty and Board of Superintendents of the College,) 
{2000 will be required. That our churches are either unable or 
unwilling to contribute this, amount annually, 'would be an injurious 
insinuation. But to effect it, union and coroperation will be neces- 
sary. That past efforts have been unsuccessful, has been* owing to 
the fact, that in no plan heretofore adopted, h^ve ^1 our qhurchea 
been brought to co-operate ; and that while frequent changes have 
been made in the mode of operation, none has been generally, much 
less universally, approved. Very few of our churches have therefore 
come up to this work. If all should be induced to contribute to a 
reasonable amount, the aggregate would be abundantly sufficient. It 
is to be regretted, that the various resolutions of General Synod on 
this subject, have been productive of so little benefit. This will con- 
timie to be the case, as long as individuals and churches shall persist 
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in adhering to their own views, and refuse to do any thing, because it 
is recommended to be done in a way which they do not approve. 

The present exigencies of the Church re^juire union of feeling and 
effort. If there is not united exertion, our institutions must neces- 
sarily be ^mbltrrassed, and must finally sink. Something must be 
done. In fiome plan the churches must harmonize, which shall be 
perseveringly pursued. It is hoped by the Committee, that whatieiver 
system of collecting funds may be adopted on this occasion, it may 
be duly Bttatur6d^ fUIfy executed, and not relinquished until sufficiently 
tetfted ; aiidf that it be prei9sed on tht churches, and cohsistoi'iesr, and 
ttifii8l0n(( to give dv^ry facility, and use every effort, to carry it iiito 
«3Leeutioti. Our detidibination is too weak and too small to be di- 
vided ; but with titiion of purpose and exertion, it may arise in 
its stMngth, and accomplish all that is necessary to its est^Uishment, 
and the complete success of our institutions. 

Whereas Synod have adopted the plan of a general agent, there- 
fore 

Retdvedf That the General Agent appointed by Synod, be charged 
with the business of raising the necessary funds for supporting the. 
Theological College, and for the literary institution, as fiir as may be 
necessary to procure instructions in chymistry, &c. 

The Committee, in compliance vnth the request of the Board of Di- 
rection, submit the following resolution. 

Muohed^ That the Board of IHrection be authorised, if tlley shall 
deemt ii neceasary, to appoint an agent or agents, to solicit subscrip- 
tions and collect fands. 

Beeolveif That so much of the above report, as relives to the 
rairfng of funds, be read from the pulpits by the respective pastors. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

ARTICLE XVIII. 

Missions. 

The eighth Annual Report of the Board of Managers of the lifis- 
eionary Society of the Reformed Dutch Church, was presented to 
Svnod, and referred to the Committee on Missions. 
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The following communication was received from the Northern 
Board of Ageticy, and referred to the Committee on Missions. 

The Board of Northern Agency to the General Synod of the Re- 
formed Protestant Dutch Church in North America, to he convened 
in the city of New Brunswick, June 2d< 1830. 

The Board of Agency of the Particular Synod of Albany, . re- 
spectfully represent to the General Synod, that, in pursuance of a re- 
solution of General Synod, at a meeting held in the city of Albany, 
June, 1828, they received 'their appointment from the Board of 
Managers of the Reformed Dutch Church Missionary Society. 

On the 9th September, 1828, the agency was organized, and the 
following resolutions designate the powers with which they were in- 
vested. ! 

I 

1. Resolved^ That the said Board of Agency be intrusted with 
the inspection of the Missionary concerns of our church within the 
bounds of the Particular Synod of Albany, except the Classis of 
Ulster. 

2. Resahedf That the said Board of Agency be authorized to de- 
signate the field of labor in which missionary labor shall be em- 
ployed to the whole amount of funds furnished by them ; and this 
Board will always receive respectfully* and carefully consider nomina- 
tions to missionary appointments made by said Agency. 

The embarrassment which they have experienced in acting under 
these resQlutions, leads them respectfully to suggest to the General 
Synod, whether the interests of missions may not be promoted by 
enlarging the powers of the Board. 

The Synod will perceive that their powers are merely recom- 
mendatory ; while, in the first resolution, they are declared to be 
«< intrusted with the inspection of the missionary concerns of our 
church within the bounds of the Particular Synod' of Albany, except 
the Classis of Ulster," the second restricts them to the recommenda- 
tion merely of missionaries, and of appropriations for their support. ' 

They will say nothing of the incongruity which seemp to them ap« 
parent in these resolutions, and the danger of collision which may 
arise out of them. They have found what they anticipated from the 
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beginoingy serious inconvenience attending all their operations. 
The appmntment of missionaries by this course of recommendation, 
is unnecessarily delayed, and the missionaries are dissatisfied. The 
ratification of appropriations, made by the Agency, is attended with 
uncertainty, if these appropriations are not rejected. One instance 
has already occurred — An appropriation made to an indigent charob, 
has been rejected in the form in which it was presented, by the parent 
Board, without so far, as we are informed, a knowledge of the peoo- 
liar circumstances which induced it. 

There is, besides, in these resolutions under which the agency adt, 
no provision made to authorize the Board as such, to tdke charge of 
moneys which may be collected in the Synod of Albany* Tbe press- 
ing necessities of missionaries they have in no case any power lo it^ 
lieve ; and even the incidental expenses of the Agency must hm «ah 
dited by the parent Board at New York, before they can be liqui- 
dated. 

Any fiirther detail on this point they deem unneeessafy, an^ SQ^ 
mit the matter most cheerfully to the wisdom of the Synod. K the«6 
suggestions should be deemed worthy of notice, and induce tbe 8y^ 
nod to act upon them, they cannot but brieve that this enlargement 
of their powers will greatly fiusilitate their operations. Or if ffte Sy^' 
nod should devise any other and difibrent organi^sation of our nm^ 
sionary concerns more conducive to their prosperity, thie Board wift 
heartily acquiesce, for their only de^re is to subserve the churclr ill 
the most efficient plan of operations which can be adopted. 

Another subject which this Boaid of Agency desire to bring be- 
fore the General Synod, relates to the appointment of a General 
Agent. 

They have been officially informed, that the Board at NeW York 
kave, by a resolution, disconthdued the services of the General 
Agent. 

They are the more surprised at this result, when they recur to the 
de<Kided expression in fevor of such a measure, contained in their 
last annual report. — A measure which received the unqualified ap- 
probation of the General Synod, at their last meeting, as appears firom 
the recommendation upon their minutes, «< to the ministers, consis- 
tories, and members of our church, to receive cordially the General 
Agent appointed by the Board of Managers, and to afford him evierv. 
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encouragement and facility in canying into effect the important ob- * 
ject of his .agency." 

After such an expression of the approbation of the General Sy- 
nod to the appointment of a General Agent, this Board never could 
have anticipated that the utility of such an appointment would have 
been called in question. If the opinion of this Board of Agency 
can have any additional weight, they do not hesitate to declare, what 
they have long aiince expressed in their minutes, that the employment 
of a General Agent is indispensable to the efficient operation of 
missions in the Particular Synod of Albany. 

If the resolution has been adopted on account of any dissatisfaction 
with the proceedings of the General Agent and his plan of opera* 
tions, it will be difficult for this Board to assign the reason why the 
Particular Synods of New York and Albany have, at their late meet- 
ings, expressed their decided approbation of both. This Board, ai^ 
ter hearing a report from the General Agent, have concurred in 
opinion with these Synods ; and, if they are not misinformed, his 
plan of operations b^ beea approved by every Classis to which it has 
been presented, and even by the Missionary Board itself. 

If it has not realized immediately as great an amount of moneys as 
the parent Board anticiputed, it is believed, notwithstanding, that the 
plan is better calculated than any heretofore adopted, when brought 
into general operation, to secure a much greater amount of funds, and 
will bave this great advantage over the usual mode of collections in the 
oburcbes, — l^at it will be more permanent, and, as we believe, more 
certain in its results. 

With these remarks the Board» with perfect confidence, leave this 
subject, as well as the othev embraced in this communication, to the 
wisdom ofv the General Synodi» with their fervent prayers, that they 
may be guided to such. a determination in the premises, as shall best 
subserve the glory of our common Lord and the good of souls.

The Rev. Henry Ostrander preached the annual Missionary Ser- 
mon before Synod (from Acts ii. 47,,) in the Dutch Church in Uii^ 
city, in the evening of the first Sabbath after the meeting of Synod. 

The Rev. Eli Baldwin was appointed to preach the Annual Mis- 
sionary Sermon at the next stated meeting of Synod, and the Rev. 
Isaac Ferris was appointed his secundus. 

The Committee on Missions reported ; and their report having 
been amended, was adopted, and is as follows : — 

The Committee on Missions present the fbllovnng statement de- 
rived from a careful examination of the documents referred to them. 

. The facts contained in the Annual Report of the Missionary So*' 
ciety, including the report of the General Agent, are calculated ta 
gratify and encourage the hearts of all those who are interested in 
the prosperity and enlargement of our church. Feeble congregations 
are strengthened, the disheartened are encouraged, the distracted 
are harmonized, the dispersed are gathered, new fields of missionary 
labor are discovered, explored, and occupied, and our church is ex- 
tending itself northward, and westward, and southward. ' If we ex- 
amine the state of things existing only a few years since, and compare 
it with that now manifested, we cannot fail to perceive such an im- 
provement as clearly evinces that the Great Head of the Church has 
smiled upon the efforts of his servants to extend his cause and king- 
uiRn. 

Yet that which has been effected, is trifling when compared with 
that which remains to be done. In this interesting, benevolent, glo- 
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rious warfare, there can be no failure, neither can there te any r^H 
lease, while there remains the smallest portion of ground in IM pos- 
session of the God of this world, the untiring destroyer of iaftiiMHal 
souls. Let us, as a church, endeavour to vie with other sections of 
the kingdom of Christ, in our devotedness to Him who shall have «« the 
heathen for his inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for 
his possession.*' 

Your Committee are satisfied, by a contemplation of facts, that a 
missionary spirit is becoming more and more prevalent among us, in 
consequence of the diffusion of information relative lo this matter 
among our people. There is no deficiency of means, and there 
seems to be nothing necessary but increased energy, system, concert, 
and perseverance, in calling forth and applying the resources we pos- 
sess, and, by the grace of God, the good work cannot but advance. 

Your Committee concur, with the Missionary Board, in their opi- 
nion, expressed in the conclusion of their report, respecting the ad- 
vantages to be derived frbm the publication of a weekly religious 
newspaper. We believe that such a paper, conducted by a man of' 
popular talents, energy, and discretion, possessing the confidence of 
the churches, endowed with extended views, and, at the same time, 
heartily attached to << the form of sound words once delivered to the 
saints," would be highly useful, and obtain general support. It might 
be made the vehicle for communicating most valuable information 
throughout our bounds, and of creating an impulse which might have 
the happiest efiect upon our affairs. 

Your Committee have carefully considered the communication of 
the Northern Board of Agency, requesting an enlargement of their 
' powers, or some other change in the mode of conducting the inis- 
sionary operations in our church. We feel that this matter is an im- 
portant one, and that it ought to be managed with the utmost circum- 
spection and delicacy. We are satisfied that there is but one feeling 
of strong attachment, on the part of all the members of our church, 
towards her interests, although they may difier respecting the roost 
efficient mode of promoting these interests. Difierences of opinion, 
will, of course, give rise to debates in relation to these matters, 
which ought undoubtedly to be conducted with candor, tendemeii^ 
and impartiality, befitting those who have << one Lord, one faith, one 
baptism." Every one ought freely to countenance that mode, which 

38 
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; appears to be best adapted to secure that individual end, which all 
have equally in view, by whomsoever proposed or advocated. 

Your Committee are free to declare, that the Missionary Society 
of the Reformed Dutch Church has been of essential service to the 
church. Their annual reports are sufficient confirmation of this. 
The difficulty appears to be, that this society is not so entirely under 
the control of General Synod as could be wished. We find that col- 
lision between it and ecclesiastical bodies has occurred, which, under 
its present organization, cannot easily be prevented. Why should 
not the missionary operations of our church be under the control of 
General Synod, and the persons conducting them accountable to the 
Synod for all their proceedings ? If it be objected that such a body 
M ji^jfiOBtemplated) has formerly existed in our church, and was cha- 
r aelefiae d by comparative inertness and inefficiency, it may be assert- 
ed that the spirit of the age, and the appointment of a General 
Agent* possessed of the requisite qualifications, and conducting an 
energetic and systematic plan of operations, may perhaps have the 
effect to produce different results. We believe that such a system 
would be distinguished for simplicity, unity, harmony, power, and ef- 
fect ; a piece of moral machinery, which having all its parts pro- 
perly arranged, in connexion with each other, without any interference 
of the one with the other, would move forward with a momentum 
which nothing could resist. 

From the communication of the Northern Board of Agency, we 
leani the discontinuance of the General Agent by the Missionary 
Board. That the appointment and continuance of a General Agent 
is absolutely necessary to the success of our missionary operations, 
cannot for a moment be questioned, while so many facts are at hand 
to substantiate it. Pastors of churches, if they are faithful and con- 
scientious, have an abundance of employ at home, without seeking it 
abroad. There must be a division of labor, and a concentration of 
effort, before the limited powers of man can operate to much advan- 
tage. There must be some individual whose business it is to attend 
to this one thing. Success has always attended such an arrangement, 
where a proper choice has been made ; the reverse has always been 
the case when it has been neglected. 

Your CbUnittee are not apprised of the reasons which led to the 
dismission of the late General Agent, and therefore express no opi- 
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hion respecting the act ; but take the liberty to question^ Whether a 
more suitable agent could be found, than the one whose ireport is 
embodied in the report of the Missionary Board. He has proved 
himself a fast friend of the church, active, laborious, indefatigable, 

I 

and, we may add, successful) if you consider the space of time occu- 
pied by his work, and its remote and indirect, as well as its direct 
and immediate consequences. We intend no eulogy ; we merely 
state facts : credit to whom credit is due. 

The resolution of the Classis of Long Island, and the memorial of 
the Consistory of the Church at New Utrecht, relating to what is consi* 
dered by them an improper and injurious interference of the Board of 
the Missionary Society, has called for the attention of your Commit- 
tee. Without entering at all into tlie merits of the case, or iiii|M|l^^ 
ing the motives x of any persons concerned in this transaction, we 
would merely express our regret at the occurrence ; and we would 
say, that every ecclesiastical body ought to have its peculiar and dis- 
linct sphere of operation, and that no missionary board anywhere, of 
any description, can have a right to interfere with the classical or coa- 
sistorial jurisdiction. 

In connexion with the sentiments expressed above, and as derived 
from them, your Committee would suggest the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions : — 

1 . Resolvedf That the report of the Missionary Board be printed 
by them, and circulated through the churches.

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ARTICLE lU. 

CommimicaiUms. 

The following Report was received from the Committee to make 
a Selection of Hymns, to be added'to the present standard Psalm 
and Hymn Boqk of the Church. 

The Committee appointed at the last Session of the Gfeneral 
Synod, <' To select from different Collections now published, Hymns 
on a variety of subjects, to the amount of, say, one hundred^" d&c., 
respectfully report — 

That they forward herewith to the Synod a list in alphabetical 
arrangement, with reference to their authors and the collections in 
which they may be found, of the hymns which they have agreed to 
recommend for adoption This list, as a printed circular, was 
forwarded to the ministers of our churches in March last. The 
committee have sought in their selection, to have respect to a 
diversity of subjects in connexion with the wants of our present 
collection, as well as the intrinsic merits of the hymns. The number, 
to be selected was left by the resolution of Synod somewhat indefinite. 
On conversation with some brethren, the committee found a general 
opinion, that the additional hymns should be extended to at least one 
hundred and fifty. The subject of preparing a new index to the old 
collection was committed, at an early period, to the Rev. Mr. Ferris. 
His ill health, and his journeying and residence at the south, have 
prevented the attention he would otherwise have paid. The 
committee afterward deemed it best to defer this matter until after 
the meeting of General Synod, as a complete index cannot be fi[>rmed 
before the decision is made on the additional hymns. The alphabetical 
arrangement of the psalms and hymns, combined according to their 
subjects, (as adopted in Winchell and Rippon's Watts',) would present 
some convenience and advantage ; in such case there would of course 
be a reference at the heading of each psalm and hynm, referring to 
its place in the former collection, as also a tabular index prefiixed, 
which would remove all difficulties in the use of the former books. 
Jt is left to the discretion of Synod whether this plan should be 
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adopted, or the present arrangement should be preferred, which would 
then consist of the Psalms and two books of Hymns. It is also sug- 
gested to the Synod, whether it would be expedient to publish the 
additional Hymns, if adopted, in a* small supplementary volume, in 
order to accommodate those of our people who may be unable or 
unwillmg to lay aside their old books used in worship. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

The undersigned, as chairman of the Committee appointed at the 
last meeting of General Synod, « to confer with the Classis of 
Long Island, and the Consistory of the Church at Bushwick, with a 
view to make an amicable adjustment of the existing difficulties/' begs 
leave to state,

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That, shortly after the close of the session of Synod, he, in company 
with a member of tiie committee residing in the city of New York, visi- 
ted several members of the Consistory of the Church at Bushwick, and 
that he also conferred with some of the members of the Classis of 
Long Island, with a view to make arrangements for a meeting of the 
Committee, in pursuance of the object of their appointment. 

But that, before the arrangements for the meeting of the Committee' 
could be effected, the undersigned was informed that a meeting of 
the Classis of Long Island had been held, at the call of the Consistory 
of the Church of Bushwick^ at which meeting the utmost good feel- 
ing and harmony prevailed — and concluding that the object contem- 
plated by Synod in the appointment of the Committee of reconcilia- 
tion was already effected without their interference, he deemed it 
altogether unnecessary to convene them. And although the Con- 
sistory have since renewed their application to the Particular Synod 
of New York, to be transferred to the South Classis of New York — 
which application at the recent meeting of the Synod has been 
granted — yet in' the mean time, as far as known to the undersigned, 
the Consistory have maintained entire subordination to the authority 
of the Classis.

Agreeably to the direction of the General Synod, the Board met 
in the College Hall in the city of New Brunswick, N. J. on the 6th 
April, 1831. 

The Board was constituted by the election of the following officers :

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The Reports of the Professors fully satisfied the Board as to the 
exemplary conduct and the diligence of the students in the prosecu- 
tion of their high and important studies. 

Tlie following is a list of the names of the Theological Students in 
the three classes given by the Professors : —

Robert O. Currie, of the Senior Class, in consequence of his ap-

missed from the Seminary. 

<< It has pleased God, in the course of his adorable providence, to 
lay his afflicting hand during the past year, on some of the most hope- 
ful young men. John V. Robbins and Benjamin Swartz, of the 
Middle Class, and Richard C. Ludlow, of the Junior Class, have been 
obliged, by severe bodily indisposition, to suspend their studies, and 
to retire from New Brunswick. The latest account received of the 
health of the two former, is extremely unfavorable. That on Mr. 
Ludlow's case is more flattering, yet connected with doubts, whether 
from the nature of his complaint, he will ever be able to resume his 
Theological studies." {Professor MUledoler^s Report) 

The members of the Senior Class were examined on the whole 
course of studies of the Theological College. 

The Middle and Junior Classes were examined as to their attain- 
ments in those branches in which they had been instructed during the 
past year* 

The members of the Senior Class were separately interrogated on 
the subject of their personal experience in religion, and also as to 
their motives for desiring to enter the sacred ministry. 
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The whole examination was conducted with care and fidelity, and 
the Board come before the Synod with the cheerful expression of tbeir 
increasing confidence in the excellency, as well as soundness of the 
course of instruction that has been so wisely established, and so sue* 
cessfiilly illustrated in our Theological Seminary. 

After due deliberation, the following persons, members of the 
Senior Class, were judged to be entitled to the Professoral certificate, 
iowU: — John H. Bevier, David Gushing, Oscar H. Gregory, and 
John Manley. 

The Board, deeply impressed with the connexion between the effi- 
cient support of our Theological and Literary Institutions, and the 
prosperity of the Reformed Dutch Church, have earnestly recommended 
to the Professors of our Theological School, to devote their vacations 
to visiting the Churches, with the view of producing an increased ex- 
citement in favor of our institutions at New Brunswick, and of the 
great interests of our Church generally. 

Of the parental regard which the General Synod will ever extend 
over our school of the prophets, the Board entertain and cherish the 
most sanguine expectations. Of the continued support of the great 
Head of the Church, they cannot but be assured by what he has 
already done. He cannot thus far have brought us, have caused' us 
thus strongly to rest on him, to abandon us at last. They therefore 
call upon the Synod and upon themselves to be steadfiist, immovable, 
always abounding in this work of the Lord.

A report was received fi*om the Committee to adjust the unsettled 
accounts of the Rev. Staats Van Santvoord, which was referred to the 
Committee on the Professorate. 

A letter was received from the Rev. James V. C. Romeyn, tender- 
ing the resignation of his seat as a member of the Board of Superin- 
tendents—Whereupon, it was Resolved, that his resignation be ac- 
ccpted.

ARTICLE IV. 

Board of Corporation. 

The following Report of the Board of Direction of the Corpora- 
tion, accompanied with the Treasurer's Report and the Annual Digest, 
was received, and referred to the Committee on the Professorate. 

To the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church, the Board 
of Direction respectfully submit their annual Report, as follows : — 

On reviewing the Minutes of General Synod at their last Session, 
the Board found the following articles submitted to them for their 
consideration, viz. — 

1 . A recommendation to purchase for the use of General Synod, 
a house and lot of ground in New Brunswick, lately occupied 
by John N. Simpson, promded U could be had for any sum not exceed- 
ing two thousand three hundred dollars, and praoided they deemed the 
purchase of said property a scfe and good investment, — See Minutes, 
page 284. 

2. An authority to the Board of Direction, to employ an agent or 
agents, to sell the Memoir of Dr. Livingston in the various parts of 
the Church ; and, to meet tbe difficulties of the family of the deceased 
author, to advance six hundred doUars^ to be replaced by the sale, — 
See page 286. 

3. An authority to tbe Board of Durection to appoint an agent or 
agents to solicit subscriptions and collect funds, if they should deem 
it necessary. — See page 291. 
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All of which have been duly attended to by the Board, and on 
which they respectfully report- in their order, viz. — 

1 . In relation to the purchase of the house and lot in New Bruns- 
wick, for the use of General Synod ; the Board could have purchased 
the same at a price a little less than that hmited by the Synod, but a 
difficulty arose from want of funds to make the purchase. Neither 
of the thirteen committees of the several Classes, appointed by Synod 
to solicit subscriptions in aid of the purchase of the building, have, as 
this Board believe, taken any measures to collect the moneys required, 
at least they have made no report to this Board, and the Board are 
informed that the premises have since been sold. 

2. In relation to the Memoirs of Dr. Livingston, the Board of 
Direction find in the Minutes of General Synod of June, 1829, page 
154, the Report of a Committee on that subject; from which it 
appears that the late Dr. Gunn was requested to publish an edition of 
fifteen hundred copies of the Memoir, and that the Committee awarded 
to him as a compensation for his labor in preparing and publishing the 
work, seventy-five per cent, of the profits arising from the publication ; 
that Dr. Gunn communicated to said Committee his entire satisfac- 
tion with the compensation awarded him ; and moreover proposed, 
that if it should please the Synod to appropriate their part of the 
profits to increase the library of the Theological Institution, he would 
consider it his duty to pay over to any person autiiorized to receive it, 
one third, instead of <me Jimrth of the profits of the work, whatever 
might be the amount of them, for that important object — to which 
General Synod acceded, and resolved that the said Committee, in 
connexion with the Theological Professors, be authorized to apply 
such portion of profits as might be at their disposal, to the increase 
of the Theological Library. — Seepages 153 to 156. 

The Board of Direction, previous to the last meeting of > General 
Synod, having understood that the expenses of printing and publishing 
said memoir were not cM paid, which produced embarrassment to 
the widow and family of the author, recommended to Synod to take 
the matter into their consideration, and adopt such measures as their 
wisdom should dictate — whereupon Synod authorized the Board* 
as above mentioned, to employ an agent or agents to sell said Memoir, 
and to advance six hundred dollars to meet the difficulties of the family 
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of the deceased author, to be replaced by the sale. The Board are of 
opinion that Synod were under the impression, that the sale of 
the remainder of the work would be amply sufficient to reimburse 
them for the money so to be advanced, and yet leave a profit to the 
parties — it is here perhaps necessary to state, that the printing and 
publishing of the work was exclusively under the control of the author 
and such agents as he saw fit to appoint. 

The Board on investigation, now find that the expenses of printing 
and publishing the work have all been paid from the proceeds of the 
sale; and that the widow of the author, (who is now also deceased,) 
has received since the said expenses have been paid, about the sum of 
eighty dollars — that about three hundred copies only of the work, (of 
which about two hundred and forty are in boards,) remain unsold in 
this city, and about one hundred copies more are yet unsold or unac- 
counted for by the agents of the author, to whom they were delivered 
or sent, in the city and country, making in all about four hundred 
copies unsold or unaccounted for, chieflv bound in boards. 

For various reasons Jhe Board have not advanced the said sum of 
six hundred dollars as authorized by General Synod — the chief reasons 
are, first, that they did not feel authorized to advance the money until 
all the unsold volumes were put in their possession, or a sufficient' 
number to indemnify the Synod for the money to be advanced, which , 
could not be done, as about one hundred copies are scattered abroad. 
Secondly, that if they could have been obtained the Board could not 
without great difficulty and inconvenience, undertake to employ agents 
to sell the same in various parts of the Church. And lastly, that had 
they attempted so to do, they are of opinion that the sum to have been 
advanced would never have been realized to Synod from the sale. 
Under all the circumstances of the case as above stated, the Board 
respectfully recommend to General Synod to relinquish to the repre 
sentatives of the author, all the right of General Synod to any part of 
the profits arising from said work, and authorize them to sell the same, 
and receive the moneys arising therefrom for their own use. 

3. In pursuance of the authority given by General Synod to ap- 
point an agent or agents to solicit subscriptions and obtkin funds, the 
Board reappointed Mr. William Schuneman for those purposes, and 
the Board are gratified to state, that he has met with considerable 
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miccest, having* as appeara by his report of all hii operations since 
the commencement of his agency, made in detail, received from the 
old outstanding subteriptions, (including the subscriptions obtained by 
Mr. Van Santvoord,) the sum of - ' - - {1971 00

The Report of Mr. Schuneman exhibits the moneys received by him, 
and from whom, with many other particulars ; for the satisfaction of 
those who have paid the money, as also of Mr. Schuneman, the 
Board recommend, that so much of the said Report as they may think 
proper be published under their direction, in the Minutes of General 
Synod, with the Treasurer's accounts hereafler mentioned. 

As a very considerable amount of the old subscriptions, as well as 
those obtained by Mr. Van Santvoord, remain uncollected, which may 
be obtained if perseveringly attended to, and which will otherwise 
probably be lost, the Board respectfully request General Synod to 
authorize them to appoint an agent or agents, with such powers and 
duties as they may think most conducive to the prosperity of our 
Theological Seminary, llie Board are under a deep impression, that 
if the General Synod would commit to them the sole power of raising 
funds for the Theological Seminary, in such manner as they should 
think most eligible, and would assist their exertions by a strong recom- 
mendation to the Churches to co-operate in the measure, a sum suffi- 
cient might be raised, in addition to the permanent fund already estab- 
lished, to answer all the necessities of our Theological College, as

well as the contingent espeiaides tif General 'Synod, and thereby pre- 
vent the continued appeals to the Cburches for collateral aid. The 
Board respectfully submit the same to the serious consideration of 
General S|Aod 

It having been referred by General Synod to the Board of Direc- 
tion, to inqaire into and state the accounts of Mr. Jacob R. Harden- 
bergh with the General Synod, in relation to moneys paid by him for 
repairs, &>c. to Rutgers College, and what moneys or balance, if any, 
is due to him, and report thereon'; — the Board of Directors report, that 
they have attended to tbiat duty, and find that there is a balance due to 
Mr. Hardenbergh of five hundred and eighty -seven dollars and forty- 
one cents, including interest, as will more fully appear by a statement 
of his account herewith delivered ; in which he has charged himself 
with the sum of five thousand one hundred and fifly-six dollars and 
thirty-four cents, received by him as the agent of Isaac Heyer, former 
Treasurer of General Synod, for subscriptions to the second Profes- 
sorship of the Theological College, and credited himself with the 
moneys paid by him from time to time to Mr. Heyer, as also with the 
sums paid by him for repairs, dz;c. to Rutgers College, to Lewis Car- 
man and Peter Spader, and other small items, amounting together to 
fivQ thousand five hundred and ninety-seven dollars and forty cents ; 
leaving a balance due to him as aforesaid, for principal, fbur hundred 
and forty-one dollars and six cents, and for interest, one hundred and 
forty-six dollars and thirty-five cents, making together ^ve hundred 
and eighty-seven dollars and ^rty-one cents \ which the Board believe 
to be correct, and recommend that Greneral Synod order the same to 
be paid. 

The Board further state that Mr. Hardenbergh claimed another 
credit of four hundred dollars, said to be paid to Mr. Heyer, but the 
only evidence of such payment which he could produce, was a check 
drawn by himself as agent, &c. on the Bank of New-Brunswick, for 
that amount, payable to Isaac Heyer or bearer, which check was not 
endorsed or receipted for by Mr. Heyer, and therefore, in the opinion 
of the Board, could not be allowed. 

The Treasurer's annual account, together with the annual digest, 
making part of this report, will exhibit to General Synod the state of 

their funds.

The undersigned* in behalf of the Delegates to the General Synod 
of the German Reformed Church would respectfully r^[K>rt, that the 
Rev. Jacob Schoonmaker and himself attended the last meeting of the 
Synod of the above-named church at Hagerstown, Md., and were 
most cordially received, and treated with Christian kindness and 
courtesy. Nothing of a special nature touching the subject of the 
correspondence between Ae two churches occurred.

The Committee on Correspondence beg leave to submit, for the 
consideration of Synod, the following report : — 

Your Committee have had submitted unto them the minutes of the 
Associate Reformed Synod, of New York, of the German Reformed 
Church, and two others, containing a correspondence between the 
General Synod of the Protestant Reformed Dutch Church- of North 
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America and fninisteTS^ conBistories, atid members of the ProteflUnt 
Reformed Church of France' 

1. In relation to the aforesaid friendly correspondeiiee with the 
Church of Francey your Committee recommend its contiauanca by 
the following mode, viz. : « 

1. Resolved^ That the aforesaid letters be filed. 

2. Resohedf That the Rev. Gerardus A. Kuypers, D. D., and 
Thomas De Witt, D. D., be appointed a Committee to drafl and fox^ 
wardi as soon as may be, under the signature of the President and 
Stated Clerk, a letter to the Protestant Reformed Church of France* 

3. In relation to the Associate Reformed Synod of New York» 
your Committee ascertain (irom their minutes, diat the plan of corres- 
pondence proposed by this Church was referred to a Committee, 
favorably reported on by the same, and laid on the table for more 
mature deliberation of the Synod. 

4. In relation to the German Reformed Church, your Committee 
find nothing on their minutes claiming your attention save the ap- 
pointment of delegates to said body. 

5. No minutes of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Chtrrdi have been received. Your Committee recommend the 
appointment of delegates to tiie General Assembly of the Presbyteriaii 
Church, and to the German Reformed Church as usual.

C. Brownlee, D. D*, and the Rev. Jacob 
Brodhead, D. D., be appointed a committee to prepare a suitable ccmi- 
munication, to be signed by the President and Stated Clerk of the 
Synod, and forwarded, together with the minutes of this Synod, to the 
said Associate Synod of Scotland.

ARTICLE VI. 

Synodical Reports of the State of the Chinches, 

Resohedf That Prayer Meetings be attended in this place at the 
hour of 6 o'clock in the morning, during the Session of Synod. 

Resolved, That the Rev. C. C. Cuyler, D. D., Peter I. Van Pelt, and 
Jacob Van Vechten, be a Committee to make arrangements for con- 
ducting the religious exercises of the Synod during their Session. 

In conformity with a standing regulation, the Synod spent a part 
of the afternoon of the first day of the session in religious exercises, 
conducted agreeably to a plan previously reported by the committee of 
arrangements. 

The Committee on the state of Religion reported, and their report 
was adopted, and is as follows : — 
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The Committee appointed to draw up the Syriodical Report, sub- 
mit the following : — 

The interests of the Church of God are engraven upon the Saviour's 
heart — ^for her deliverance and salvation he has offered up his atoning 
blood — for her increase and extension, for her prosperity and glory, 
he has left her the rich legacy of his gospel ; he has instituted the 
ministry of reconciliation, and the ordinances of his grace ; and he 
has bestowed upon her the promise and the gifl of the Holy Ghost. 

The moral image of God has been impressed upon the hearts of all 
his people— the Christian character is always radically the same— the 
spirit of the gospel is uniform in its nature and operations — it partakes 
of the mind of Jesus Christ the great Head of the Church, and it 
accords with the elevated and heaven-bom design of his mission into 
our guilty world. Its language is, *< If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, 
let my right hand forget her cunning ; peace be within thy waHs and 
prosperity within thy palaces ; for Zion's sake will I not hold my 
peace, and for Jerusalem's sake I will not rest until the righteousness 
thereof go forth as brightness, and the salvation thereof as a lamp 
that burneth." 

The desires, the hopes, the expectations of the Church of God, 
shall not be disappointed. The purposes of Jehovah are as certain 
and abiding as the throne upon which he sits. His truth, his 
promises, his wisdomy his power and his grace, are pledged for her 
preservation and for the security and advancement of her exalted 
interests. Happy are they who are door-keepers in the house of the 
Lord, and who with humble and holy hearts are devoted to his service 
and to the service of his Church. 

God has not left himself without a witness. Jesus Christ has been 
exalted a Prince and Saviour to give repentance and remission of 
sins ; and as while he was on earth, so now, the works which he does 
bear testimony for him. His promises have been fulfilled — the gates 
of hell have not prevailed against his Church. She remains, as she 

» 

always has been, the salt of the earth, the light of the world, and the 
glory of every land where she has unfurled her banners. The age 
in which we live is not only an age of prayer, but of action and of 
great blesedngs. Many have desired to hear those things which ^ we 
hear, and have not heard them, and to see those things which we see, 
and have not seen them. 
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The cliurcb distinctively which we represent, although comptfra- 
lively circumscribed, we trast is not the least that exists among llie 
larious departments of the moral and spiritual vineyard of our LcNrd, 
We believe that in the great characteristic features of our £uth we 
hold the doctrine which has been delivered to the saints ; and this it 
is fundamentally which constitutes the life, the beauty, the excdlency, 
and the glory of the Church. The truth of God changes not. We 
wish no other gospel than the gospel of Jesus Christ ; and althougb 
it is an old gospel, it remains equally suited to the wants of the 
Church and to the necessities of sinful and dying men. It is not by 
the eloquence of reason, nor by the speculations of misnamed phi- 
losophy, but by the simplicity of divine truth, and ^by the fgoUshaessF 
of gospel preaching, that God saves them that beUeve. Destroy the 
fratb of God, and let error take its place, and the foundations of 
the Church are gone ; her glory has departed from her, and desolatioD 
aiid death follow in the train. Occupying as w« do, a place of happy 
medium between the extremes of Arminianism on the one hand, and 
Antinomianism on the other, we exalt the name of Jehovab and 
humble the pride of human sufficiency, ascribing the undivided glory 
of salvation to the sovereignty and omnipotence of divine grace, 
while at the same time we maintain the personal and solemn respoii- 
sibilities of nM)n, press the obligations of the divine law, exhibit the 
motives to repentance and holy living, absolve the throne of God iroB» 
all blame, and present the whole charge of transgression at the door 
of the sinner's heart and conscience. For this, for the preservation 
of his truth among us, we would, in this place, raise up our Ebenexer 
of gratitude and praise unto him who is both the Shepherd and the 
great Prophet in Zion. 

Nor !s this all which it is our privilege to say* The providence of 
God is exhibiting the evidence that he has not left his truth in our 
day without the seal of his Holy Spirit — the intelligence, the con- 
science, the affections, the sympathies of the Church, are constrained 
to benevolent and evangelical actions^ In our Sabbath Schools, in 
the extensive and systematic circulation of religious tracts, in the 
rapid and wide spread dissemination of the entire oracles of God 
without note or comment, in the zealous and increasing efibrt which 
is made in the cause of foreign, and domestic missions, the Church of 
Jesus Christ is carrying into effect the commission of her Lord, 
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** <xo ye into all tbe world, and preach the gospel to e?ery ereature" — 
and whatever discboragements and difficulties may lie ib her way, 
her only language is not the plaintive language of the Prophet, 
«« Lord, who hath believed our report, and to whom is the arm of the 
Lord revealed." God has given efficacy to his truth, and has added 
success to the effi>rts of his people. The year which has just passed 
away, and the ^events which it has been our happiness to behold and 
contemplate, has been a year of blessing. — Many of the churches of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, especially in our own highly favored country, 
have been visited with precious seasons of refreshing from the store* 
house of heaven. The saints of God have been revived and quickened, 
and many sinners, from the child of ten years of age to the man oi 
threescore years and ten, have had a new song put into their hearts. 
A deep and tender solicitude in view of the temporal and eternal 
interests of men has been awakened The Church has received a 
new impulse, and has, mora fully than in former years, come up to 
the standard of her duty. Christians are praying, and sinners are 
pressing into the kingdom of God. And when Christians pray, and 
when the sensibihties of the Church are stirred up within her, is it 
strange that sinners should be converted ? ** When Zion travails 
she brings forth children." << The time to favor Zion is come, kw 
thy servants take pleasure in her stones and favor the dust thereof." 
Many, and extensive, and powerful are the revivals of religion with 
which the great Head of the Church has watered and beautified his 
SfHritual heritage. Glad tidings have saluted our ears, flowing in 
like so many refreshing streams from every direction. Our cities*^ 
our villages, our country population, our literary institutions, our Sab- 
bath Schools, our Bible classes, the cottages of the poor and the palaces 
of the rich, ail have participated in the gracious life-giving influences of 
the Holy Gho»t, and even upon our canvass that whitens the boscmi of 
the great deep, begins to be written <* holiness unto the Lord." And 
while Jesus Christ has thus in great mercy visited his people and 
poured down salvation, that department of his kingdom which has 
been committed to our trust, has not been forgotten of him. — While 
a number of our churches have been more eminently favored, there 
has, we trust, a redeeming spirit from the lethargy of former yearst 
gone abroad throughout the length and breath of our Zion. Tbe 
churches which have been more particularly distinguished and blessed 
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in the recent visitations of divine grace, are— the church in Franklin 
street, the church in Broome street, the Collegiate Church, the 
Greenwich church, the South Church, and the Church in Market 
street* in the city of New York — the churches of Brooklyn, Fktlands, 
New Lots, Jamaica and Williamsburgh, in the Classis of Long Island 
-—the first and second churches of Philadelphia, and the church of 
Harlingen, in the Classis of Philadelphia — the church of Pough- 
keepsie, in the Classis of Poughkeepsior-the churches of Nassau, 
Schodac, and Catskill, in the Classis of Rensselaer — ^the church of 
Washington and Gibbonsville, in the Classis of Albany-r-the church 
of Union Village and Scaghticoke, in the Classis of Washington — 
the church of Canajoharie, in the Classis of Montgomery— -and 
the churches of Lodi, Chittenango, Utica, Ithica, and FarmersviUe, 
in the Classis of Cayuga. In several, if not in all of these churches^ 
and in others not here enumerated, it is believed there is now a work 
of divine grace in progress the issue of which may yet gladd^i the city 
of God. 

Since the statistical reports of the several Classes have been sub- 
mitted, the most cheering intelligence has been received from various 
sections of the church. In some of our congregations many have 
been ^recently received, and in others the prospects of accessions are 
such as to promise a large increase. 

And while with gratitude and praise we make mention of the goodness 
of God, and of the favorable indications of his providence, be it our fer- 
vent and united prayer, that the truth of God may have free course and 
be glorified among us, that the hope of Israel may be unto us not as a 
way&ring man that tumeth aside to tarry for a night, but that he may 
take up his dwelling in the niidst of our churches, and that his Holy 
Spirit may be poured out, until revival of religion shall meet revival 
of religion, and until the song of redemption shall be heard through- 
out our borders, from one extremity of our Zion unto the other ; — 
and we would exhort ourselves, our Christian brethren and friends, 
and the Church of our Lord Jesus Christ, over whose interests we 
are called to watch with an untiring solicitude, not to deny the worik 
of God's grace, nor even for a moment to call in question the reality 
and the divine origin of those revivals of religion which have spread 
over our land, lest we should grieve and strive against the Holy Ghost, 
and bring upon ourselves and upon our churches and congregations, 
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ihe frowns of divine displeasure, and the withering influence of his 
avenging Providence. It has been pleasing to learn that in the late 
revivals of religion in our land, and within the bounds of our own 
church, an unusual number of men have been gathered in — prominent 
men, men of wealth, of character, of high standing ; and therefore 
likely to exert, and to a more than ordinary extent, a most happy 
influence upon the moral and religious interests of the church, and of 
the whole community. 

Among the connexions in which, and the means by which, revivals 
of religion have occurred and have been promoted in our own church 
and in sister churches, and which God seems to have marked in 
his Providence, we would mention particularly the plain, simple, 
searching; zealous presentment of divine truth in the preaching of 
the goq>el ; the establishing and conducting of Sabbath Schools and 
Bible Classes ; the observance of days of fasting, humiliation, and 
prayer, for the outpouring of the Holy Ghost ; the formation of Tem- 
perance societies ; daily meetings for united prayer at an early hour 
of the day ; and public religious exercises continued throughout 
several successive days, by a convocation of ministers, aided by the 
prayers and co-operation of the officers and members of our churches. 
It is mentioned emphatically in the report of the Classis of New York, 
on the state of religion, that, '< in a goodly number of their churches, 
meetings held at an early hour in the morning have proved very re^ 
freshing to the people of God." — ^These and similar prayer meetings 
must have a happy tendency : they are stated— -they are frequent ; 
they unite the sensibilities, the sympathies, the faith, and the best 
desires of the Church, in one undivided and strong expression of 
feeling before the mercy seat, and they aife likely to prevail with 
God. — In reference to the cause of Temperance, we feel as if we' 
could not speak in terms too decided, nor with a zeal that is too 
great. It is a cause which God has prospered — which he has 
very prominently held up to the view of the philanthropist and the 
the Christian, and upon which he seems to have set the broad deep 
seal of his co-operating and approving Providence. We rejoice to 
hear that so much has been done to give direction and energy to public 
feeling in this cause throughout our country, and throughout the 
church which we represent. Like him who came to prepare the way 
of the Lord, temperance efforts, and the establishment of temperance 
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aflflOoiatioiMit have come laden in theouidyefl with a thousand joy»-«^ 
have ushered in remak of religion, and in many, very many inBtanoee, 
iiave proved the harbingers of a thousand Uessings, which have glad- 
dened the city of God ; which have soothed the (>aimi and dried the 
tears <»f a thousand sorrows ; and which shall fill heaven itself with 
fKHigs of everlasting gratitude and praise. 

It is believed that the great benevolent institutions of the day in 
which we live, and which are calling forth the pecyniary resources of 
the Churchi are receiving an increased attention and support among 
QS» in view of their bearing both upon the interests of our own 
i^urcht and upon the more ^itended advancement of the Redeemer's 
kingdom in the worid. We have reason to rejoice when the senti- 
ment obtains deeper root, and becomes more powerfol and operattvey 
that it is the duty and the privilege of the Christian communityy to 
give their service in the consecration of their property onto the Lovd ; 
believing at the same time that those who give* and who give meet 
libera]}y« and who give in the spirit of the gospd, shidl not lose their 
reward. 

And now in conclusion, we would say to ourselves, to our bretbren> 
to the churches under our care« — go onward, in unity, in peace, in 
the exercise of that charity which seeketh not her own, which is not 
-easily provoked, which thinketh no evil, and which rejoicetfa in tke 
truth ; each esteeming others better than himself, ke^nng the heart 
with all diligence, fully sensible that the increase is ef God. The 
field to be possessed and cultivated is large ; much remains to be 
vdone ; the night cometh when no man can work ; time is ^unif 
eternity is at hand ; immortal interests are depending.— €K> onwafd, 
employing every system of means which the Bible warrants, aed 
which is adapted to promote the salvation of souls, and the important 
interests of the Redeemer's kingdomt increasing as you go, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord ; and in due season you shall reap 
^ you faint not

Synodical References. 

The Committee on Synodical Minutes reported, and their report 
was adopted, and is as follows : — 

The Committee on Synodical Minutes respectfully submit the 
following report : — ' ^ . 

They find on the minutes of the Particular Synod of New York, 
the following, which either does, or may require tlie attention of 
General Synod, viz. : — 

1. Uti p. 7, the re-appointment of Rev. Messrs- P. Labagh and 
B. C. Taylor, to defend the decision of Particular Synod in the case 

of Mr. Neal. 

2. On page 24, they find the following, sent up as a reference from 

the Classis of Poughkeepsie : — 

^< Resolved, That our Delegates to General Synod be instructed to 
endeavour to procure that body to pass a rule which shall oblige 
ministers removing from the bounds of a Classis, within the bounds 
of another Classis, to take a dismission within one year from the time 
of such removal, and attach themselves to the Classis within whose 
bounds they shall have removed, and also obUge the members of our 
churches who may have removed witliin the bounds of another church, 
to take their dismission within the same period." 

3. On page 26, is the following resolution, viz : 

« Resolwdy that General Synod be requested to enjoin upon the 
students and candidates, intending to apply to any Classis for exami- 
nation, to give at least four weeks' notice to the President of Classis of 
such intention, in order that the Deputati may be duly notified.'* 

On this subject tlie Committee reconuuend the foUowing 
resolution : — 

Resolved, tliat Synod do hereby enjoin upon the students and can- 
didates applying to Classis for examination, to give tlie above specified 
notice of their intention to the President of the Classis.

On the minutes of the Particular Synod of Albany, they find only 
a resolution of the Classis of Albany, referred by said Synod to this 
body for consideration, in the following woi^s, viz. : " Ruohed^ that 
the Delegates to the Particular Synod be, and they are hereby instmct- 
ed to request the attention of Synod to the 44th article of the Rules 
of Church Government, in order that the practice directed in said 
articles be considered and recommended to the (leoeral S^ynod, that 
they may adopt such erder in relation to it throu^out 4ia chtyrcfaes 
as they in their wisdom may deem expedient." 



On the minutes of the last General Synod, the followiiig 
appear as unfinished business, requiring the attention of Synod at its 
present session, viz. : • 

1 . The communication of Mr. Wilhelmus Schunanan, on p. St^. 

2. The appeal of the Rev. Ava Neal, on p. 277. 

3. The subject of additional hynms &c., on pp. 300 and 901. 

4. A recommendation on the subject of '* catechetical ezpositioiis 
of catechisms, in use in our church, or scriptural helps for the benefit 
of Bible Classes and Sabbath Schools." p. 279. 

This recommendation, your Conmiittee are infi>rmed> has, at least 
in one instance, been complied with, and the work is ready to be 
submitted to Synod.

ARTICLE VIII. 

Synodical Appeals* 

The appeal of the Rev. Ava Neal from a decision of the Particular 
Synod of New York, confirming a decision of the Classis of Bergen, 
suspending Mm from the gospel ministry, the consideration of which 
had been postponed from the last General Synod to the present 
session, was called up ; and Mr. Neal not appearing to prosecute the 
same, it was Resohedj that the appeal of the Rev. Ava Neal from 
the decision of the Particular Synod of New York be, and the same 
is hereby considered as rehnquished. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Church CrovemmerU* 

Resohed, that a Committee be appointed to revise and amend the 
Explanatory Articles of church government, the appendix, together 
with the resolutions in relation to the government of the church, passed 
by the General Synod at different periods, iii conformity with the 
principles contained in the original rules of churcih government, 
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adopted at the National Synod of Dort, in 1618-19 ; that when the 
same shall have been constitutionally approved by the Classes, and 
adopted by General Synod, they shall i)e regarded as the rules for the 
government of the church : and that they report at the next session of 
General Synod. 

Resdvedf that the above Committee consist of seven, that they be 
chosen by ballot, and that a committee be appointed to nominate 
twice the number of persons vrho shall constitute the same. 

The Committee of Nominution having reported, Synod proceeded 

to ballot, when the following persons were chosen, viz. : — Rev. 

Thomas De Witt, D. D., John Ludlow, D. D., Comdius C. Cuyler, 

D. D., John Knox, D. D. ; and the Elders Peter D. Vroom, Jun., 

Abraham Van Vechten, and Abraham Van Nest 

Re8oh>edy That the Elder, Peter D. Vroom, Jun*, be the Chairman 

of the said Committee. ^ 

The Committee on the removal &f Ministers and Members, sub- 
mitted the following resolutions, which were adopted. 

1. Resolved that it be enjoined on ministers to transfer their 
classical relation to the Classis within whose bounds they may at any 
time remove, within one year after the time of such removal. 

2. Besolvedj that it be recommended and enjoined on members of 
our churches, to tranfer their relation to the church in our connexion 
or in correspondence with us, within whose bounds they may remove, 
within one year after their removal, if' sqch removal place (hem Grom 
under the supervision of the church of their previous connexion. 

ARTICLE X. 

Doctrines and Morals, 

A Communication was received from the Classis of Schenectady 
relative to certain doctrines contained in the standards of the church, 
prajring that the same might be expunged. 

The subject having been discussed at considerable length, it was 
Resolvedf that the Classis have leave to withdraw their memorilil. 

A memorial, signed by sundry members of the R. D. Church of 
New York, relative to certain alleged erroneous views of doctrine, 
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was received; and referred to the Committee on Overtures. (See 
Article VII.) 

ARTICLE XI. 

Customs and Usages. 

A memorial was received from the Consistory of the First Chorch 
of Glenville, requesting Sjrnod to grant them a dispensation from the 
established order of the church, requiring a portion of*the Heidleberg 
Catechism to be explained every Lord's Day, which was referred to 
a special Committee, consisting of the Rev. John Ludlow, D. D., 
Cornelius C. Cuyler, D. D., and John F. Schermerhorn, and the 
Elders'Abraham Van Vechten and Peter D. Vroom, Jun. 

Resolved^ That the whole subject of explaining a portion of the 
Heidlebergh Catechism on every Lord's Day, be referred to the above 
Committee. 

The Committee reported, and their report was adopted, and is as 
•follows : — 

The Special Committee appointed on the memorial from the First 
Church of Glenville, praying that their minister be released from the 
obligation to explain the Heidleberg Catechism, report the following 
resolution : —

Resplvedj That your Committee deem that they have no constitu- 
tional right to grant the prayer of the memorialists.

At the annual meeting of the Education Society of the Reformed 
Dutch Church, held in the North Dutch Church, Albany, June 2, 
1831, the following resolutions were passed :-^

subject of educatioD under its own care ; and hereafter appoint a 
Board annually, who shall have the whole subject under its charge. 

Ruched- That the same persons who were elected last year, con- 
stitute the Board of Education for the next year, unless General 
Synod should appoint another Board. 

Resdoedf That the Correq^nding Secretary conununicate the 
aboye rescdutions to General Synod. 
A true extract from the minutes. 

WILLIAM M'MURRAY, Carretpondbig Seerettery. 

The Committee to whom the above communication was refeired, 
reported, and their report was adopted, and is as follows : 

The Committee to whom was referred the application contained 
in the resolutions of the Education Board, tQ be taken under the 
<sare of this Synod, respectfully beg leave to report — 

That from all the information which they have been aUe to obtain 
in relation to this matter, they cannot find that there is now any 
visiUe organized society in existence, to which this Board is ame- 
nable. We find that the original subscription of membership has 
been lost, and very few of the first subscribers have ever recollected 
to pay into the hands of the Treasurer their yearly dues ; tliey are 
also informed that donations for the endowment of scholarships have 
been placed at the disposal of this Board, and that it is 'also under- 
stood that donations of a similar nature are still in prospect, which 
renders the subject one of much solicitude to this Synod, and to the 
Church in general. It is, therefore, the opinion of your Committee, 
that notwithstanding the proposed arrangement may add consider- 
ably to the business usually coming under the supervision of this 
Synod, yet, as the application comes from the Board itself, and as it 
is calculated to give more confidence in the education cause to the 
Church at large, and more security to the funds entrusted to its care, 
therefore, your Committee would recommend the adoption oi the 
following resolutions : — 

1. Reaohedt That the application of the Education Board be 
granted. 
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2. Resohedf That the officers of this Board be, and hereby are 
appointed, the Board of Education of the General Synod of the Re- 
formed Dutch GJiurch for the present year- 
Ami as the constitution and roles of this JBoard wiU need to be 

remodeled to suit ibe above arrangement, therefore, 

3. Reaohtd, That the Rev John Ludlow, D. D*y Isaac Fenis, 

and John Beattie, and the £9ders Peter D. VrcNxn, hta.f and Peter 
Sbarpe, be a Commitlee from this Synod, who^ in conneKioii witb the 

officers of this Board, shall remoddi the samoi and report at the next

The following report of the Board of Superintendents of Rutgers* 
College was received, and referred to the Committee on the 
Professorate. 

To the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church. — 

The Board of Superintendents of Rutgers' College are happy in 
being able, ftooi the report made to them by the fiiculty and from 
their own obeervatioi^ to inform the General Synod of the continued 
and increasing prosperity of the institution. 

The whole number of students now in the College is ee^etUy-iwOr 
viz. : of the Senior Class, 18 ; of the Junior, 25 ; of the Sophomore, 
19 ; and of the Freshman Class, 10. 

Lewis C. Beck, M. D., (elected Professor of Natural History and 
Chemistryi October 29, 1830,) commenced his course of instruction 
for the present year, on the 1st of ITay last ; and the benefits of his 
professorship have been extended (without additional charge) to the 
Senior and Junior Classes, and to SHcb theological students and 
resident graduates, as have seen fit to avail themselves of the 
privilege of attending them. 

This professorship, securing to the college so valuable and popular 
an addition to the course of its instruction, has been sustained, during 
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the present year» by the private munificence of friends of the institution 
— particiilarly by the Hon. Stephen Van Rensselaer of Albany, and 
of Abraham Van Nest, Esq. of New York. 

The necessity of cpntinuing these branches of education in the 
institution is indispensible ; and the undersigned woM matt 
respee^vUjf and earnesUp press an Synod the importance ^ detismg 
and eairrpmg tpto t^fectf (tti connexion with ihe Board cf Trustees^ 
mmewresfor ihe permanent endowment or support cfihe prcfossorMp, 

It has also become indispensible -that a chemical apparatus shoidd 
be provided. Professor Beck has, with a liberality for which- we 
would express our gratitude, employed his own private apparatus in 
the service of the college during the current year. 

A new system of rules for the more complete government of the 
college, adopted in a joint meeting of the Superintendents and 
Faculty, is now in successful operation. 

The general health of those connected with* the institution has 
been good ; — ^the deportment of the students regular and exemplary ; 
and at no period since the revival of the college, has its firicnds had 
greater reason to be encouraged than at present. 

Let the Church patronize this institution as it deserves, and, it is 
believed, that it will realize ^ the best hopes which have been 
entertained respecting it. 

The undersigned would not do justice, either to their own feelings, 
or to the Faculty, did they refrain from expressing their fiigh sense of 
the fidelity, ability, and zeal with which every officer in the institution 
has continued to execute the duties of his department. 

The report made by the Faculty to the Board of Superintendents, 
is herewith submitted far the inspection of Synod.

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The Conunittee on the Professorate reported, and their report waa 
adopted, and is as follows : — 

The Committee on the Professorate submit for the consideratioii 
of Synod the following report : 

The reports referred to your Committee from the Snperintendents 
of the Literary and Theological College, at New Brunswick, repre- 
sent, as heretofore, that this institution is in a prosperous state. As 
these reports will be published in the Minutes of General Synod, it is 
unnec^ary here to enter into any details. Your Committee would 
only reiterate what has so often been pressed upon the codaderatioQ 
of the Church, — the importance which ought to be attached to it, and 
the necessity of harmonious and vigorous efforts to prcNOOOte its 
prosperity and its usefulness. 

In the literary department, Lewis C. Beck, M. D«, has been elected 
Professor of Natural History and Chemistry. This Professorship 
has, during the present year, been sustained by the private munificence 
of friends to the institution, particularly of the Hon. S. Van Rens- 
selaer, Abraham Van Nest, Esq*, Rev. J. J. Janeway, D.D., and 
Mr. Cornelius Duboise. And the Superintendents of this depart- 
ment earnestly press upon the Synod the importance of deviong and 
carrying into effect, in connexion with the Board of Trustees, mea- 
sures for the permanent endowment and support of the Professorship. 
They further state that a chemical apparatus should be provided. 

On this subject your Committee recommend the following 
resolutions : — 

1. That a Committee of three be appointed to confer with the 
Board of Trustees, as to the best means by which the suggestion of 
the Superintendents should be carried into effect. 

2. That the Rev. J. F. Schermerhorn, T. M. Strong, and the Elder 
J. Mildeberger be, and are hereby appointed said Committee, and 
that said Committee meet on the day before commencement. 

In the report of the Board of Direction of the Corporation, it 
appears that they have not, for certain reasons stated in their report, 
complied with the resolution of the last General Synod, authorizing 
them to employ an agent or agents to sell the Memoir of Dr. Living- 
ston in the various parts of our Church, and, to meet the present 
difEculties of the deceased author and whose widow also is now 
deceased, to advance ^600, to be replaced by the sale. 
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Your Committee recommend, ^ 

i. That the Board of Corporation be directed to comply with the 
aforesaid resolution of General Synod, on condition that all the copies 
of the said work, as well as the copyright, be transferred to them. 

2. That the Board of Corporation take measures as soon as convenient, 
to dispose of the copyright of said Memoir to the best advantage. 

^ The Board of Direction of the Corporation have requested that 
^hey.be empowered to appoint an agent or agents to obtain the funds 
requisite ^r the permanent support of the Theological Professors, 
and the contingent expenses of the General Synod. 

Your Committee recommend on this part of their report the fol« 
lowing resolutions : — 

1. That the Board of Direction of the Corporation be invested 
with such power for one year. 

2. That they be directed to allow to the agent or agents so em- 
ployed, for compensation of services, a certain per-centage on the 
amount collected. 

3. That the general agent of the church have no further concern 
in raising moneys for the Theological College. 

Your Committee, in relation to the settlement of the accounts of 
the Board of Corporation with J. R: Hardenbergh, would recommend, 
in accordance with the suggestion of the Board, the following 
resolution : — 

Re^clvedy That the Board be, and is hereby authorized to pay to 
J. R. Hardenbergh, Esq., for principal and interest, ^587 40, the 
balance due him. 

The committee appointed at the last Synod, consisting of Messrs. 
A. Van Vechten, John R« Bleecker, and R. V. Dewitt, to adjust the 
unsettled accounts of the Rev. S. Van Santvoord, the former collecting 
agent of General Synod, have attended to the same, and made a state- 
ment thereof; but as the Committee were not empowered to make 
a final settlement, they refer the whole for final adjustment to the 
Board of Corporation ; and your Committee would recommend the 
following resolution : — 

Reeohedf That such adjustment be referred to the Board of Cor- 
poration, and that, as soon as possible, they make a final disposition of 
the same.

3. Resohed^ That the Board of Education be authoriBOd lo tnmdier 
so many of the students on the funds of the Education Boaid to the 
benefit of tiie Van Benschoten fund, as in the Ofnntoii of the IVustees 
of Rutgers College the income of the fund will wamnt

Thirty-four stations supplied, and twenty-one vacant. 

From aU this it appears that his labours have been arduous and 
abundant — that he has prosecuted them with a commendable zeal— 
that the results have been happy and encouraging — that the plan of 
his operations is admirably calculated to call forth the resources of the 
Church, bring them efficiently to bear upon her strength and growth, 
and if diligently and wisely prosecuted, would soon disembarrass all our 
operations. If these views are well founded, they open before our 
Church a flattering prospect, which the Divine blessing would enable 
us soon to realize ; — and if the success for which we have good reason 
to hope should be granted to us, it would consolidate her energies, and 
bind all her members more strongly to her interests, which are 
believed to be the interests of truth and godliness. 

Your Committee are, however, decidedly of opinion, that in order 
to the success of this plan of operation, two things are essentially 
necessary, viz. : — 1. The continuance of the labours of a competent 
agent for the present. 2. The cordial co-operation of all our minis- 
ters and consistories. 

The employment of an agent is still necessary for the purpose of 
completing the organization of the Churches, givmg a new impulse to 
exertion, and helping forward the missionary operations, — all of them 
of the highest importance to the prosperity of our Church, and in no 
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small degree depen^nt upoq the eiertioiig of a ftxdifid ag^M. Tlie 
expense of such an agency, within reasonable boands* if these views 
are correct, cannot be an objection. 

But the co-operation of all the ministers and consdstories is abso- 
lutely necessary to complete success. Nor can your Committee for 
one moment believe, that ministers who are supported by the Church, 
and with their consistories bound by holy engagement to support its 
interests, will, or can hesitate to perform a duty, made incumbent, as 
well by the importance of the subject as by the acts of her highest 
judicatory. 

Tour Committee also find that the salary of the agent has not been 
paid, and would especially direct the attention of Greneral Synod to 
that subject They respectfully submit their views, and have directed 
their chairman to bring in resolutions conllbrmable to them. 

Resoived, That Synod is fully satisfied with the labours and exer- 
tions of the general agent, and thankfiil to the great Head of the 
Church for the success 'Which he has granted. 

Resohed, That the continued labours of our agent are still neces- 
saiy to promote the interests and institutions of our Churclu 

Besclvedf That the Rev. J. F. Schermerhom be, and hereby is 
appointed such agent, and that he be allowed the same salary as &r 
the past year* 

Resolvedt That immediate means be used to pay the £alary of the 
agent, and make provisipn for his future support. 

Resolvedf That the cordial and zealous co-operation of all the 
ministers, consistories, and members of the Churches under the juris- 
diction of this body* be earnestly and affectionately requested, in 
order to carry into effect the plan of benevolent operations abready so 
happily commenced by the general agent

The Ninth Annual Report of the Board of Managers of the Mis- 
sionary Society of the Reformed Dutch Church was presented to 
Synod, accepted, and referred to the Committee on Missions. 

Reaolvedy That the rule of the Synod, requiring the missionary 
sermon to be preached on the evening of the first Sabbath after the 
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sdflsioB be suspended, and dnt the same be preached on the eTeimig 
of the sixth day of the eeasioD. 

,A memorial was presented firom the Board of Managers of the 
Missionary Society of the Reformed Dutch Church, on thfs subject of 
the resolutions adopted by the last General Synod, relative to the 
mode of conducting the missionary operations of the Church, which 
was referred to the Committee on Missions. 

the Rev. Thomas De Witt, D. D., Cornelius D. Westbrook, D. Dy 
and Eli Baldwin, were accredited as Commissioners from the Board 
of Managers of the Missionary Society of the Reformed Dutch Church, 
relative to the matters contained in the above memorial, and it was 
Resolved^ That Uiey be heard before the Synod when the report of 
the Conunittee on Missions shall be under consideration. 

The Rev. Eli Baldwin preached the annual missionary sermon 
before Synod, (from Isaiah xxviii. 16,) in the South Dutch Church, 
on the evening of .the sixth day of the session. 

JRescheif that the Committee on Missions be durected to nomi* 
nate a double number of persons, from whom the individual to preach 
the annual missionary sermon shall be chosen. 

The Committee on Missions brought in their report, when thd 
Rev. Eli Baldwin, the Commissioner from the Board of Managers of 
the Missionary Society of the Reformed Dutch Church was heaitl, 
and the report having been discussed at full length, was adopted, and 
is as follows : — 

The Committee on Missions beg leave respectfully to report, that 
they have had under consideration the report of the Board of Managers 
of the Mis^onary Society of tho Roformed Dutch Church, constituting 
the Committee of Missions of the General Synod in the Particular 
Synod of New York. And also the report of the Second Board of 
Missicms, constituted at the last meeting of the General Synod. 

They are gratified to learn from these reports, that the missionary 
operations of the Church are moving onward with a progress in some 
measure correspondent with the spirit of Christian benevolence, 
winch so remarkably characterizes the age in which we live. 

It appears that the whole receipts into the treasury for the past 
year for missionary services, amount to ^6783 63, (including the

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It appeiuv by the memorial of the Boavd of Managers of tiie Mis* 
sionary Society, which has been referred to your Comnuttee, that the 
Society have dechoed acceding to the recommimdatien of the General 
Synod — that they have not altered their constitution— -and tha4 they 
havd, in the month of May last, proceeded to elect their own managers 
as heretofore. In this memorial the Society set forth at laiga> the 
reasons why they have declined a compliance vrith the wishea of the 
Synod ; and they pray that Synod would leave them on the ground 
they occupied previous to the meeting of 1830. 

- Your Committee have considered very carefully the memorial of 
the Missionary Society. They feel the force of some of its arguments, 
and adcnowledge with gratitude the services rendered by those firom 
whom it emanates. But they are constrained to say, that they believo 
the time has come, when the Church, as' an organia^ body, should 
take her missionary operations under her own oontrc4« Such a eouiSQ 
is right in principle. The General Synod is the highest judicatory of 
the Church, and when the Church acts as one body, as she is supposed 
to do, in ordering her missionary operations, she should be under the 
direction ^d control of the Synod. Yfe believe that im this way her 
efforts would be more vigorous, better directed, and more extensive. 
Missionaries would go forth under the sanction of the Church only-— 
confidence would be established — unity of dessgn and action attained 
— and soundness in faith and doctrine preserved. 

It will be necessary for the Synod to appoint a Board or Boards of 
Missions. The Committee would respectfully recommend, that one 
Board only be appointed, that it consist of thirty-four members^ to be 
appointed by the Synod, and loeated in the city of New Ymrk, that the 
Board shall appoint its own officers, and shaU have power to conduct 
all the missionary operations of the Church, rendering to the Synod, 
at every annual meeting, a detailed statement of its proceedings. 

Such a system your Committee think would be generally accepted, 
and in connexion with the plan of benevolent associations in the 
churches to aid the funds of the Board, would be less objectionable, 
and at the same time more e&ctive, than that on which the Synod 
has acted for the past year. And it is not conceived that such a syst^n 
can stand in the way of any voluntary association whose object is to 
aid in the missionary cause ; — such aid can still be given, and will be 
given by those who have confidence in the wisdom and prudence of 
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the Synod, and believe that she wiU preserve invidate the faith nod 
standards of the Church, and press onward under her own banner, ia 
the great worlc,of eYangelisdng the W(wl4« 

Should this plan meet the nl^h^^on of the Synod, it is confideaikly 
hoped that all our churches may give to it their warm »ipport Unity 
of feeling and action are necessary to the accomplishment of vxjf 
enterprise in which many persons are engaged together! — and it is so 
more especiaUy in the operations of the Church. If our eharitiefl.are 
to be withheld — if our ardour is suffered to abate, and our zeal tp 
expire* because our own particular views as to the mode x)f operation 
may not accord with those of a majority of the Church, it is evident 
that the work will always languish and be unfruitful. Let us come 
up to the work as Christiana of one family. — having <* one Lord, one 
&ith, one baptism;'' and with a single eye to the glory of God, 
move on with an unbroken front against the great en^ny of etoulfs ; 
that so, with the blessing of the God of peace, we may be instrum^al 
in building up the Redeemer's kingdom on the earth. 

With this brief view of the whole subject, the Committee recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolutions : — 

1. Besohedf That the reports \>f the Board of Managers of the 
Missionary Society, and of the Board of Missions for the Particular 
Synod of Albany, be published and circulated through the churches. 

2. Resolvedf That the resolutions of the last General Synod on 
pp. 297-8 numbers IL and IlL, relative to the Missionary Society, of 
the Reformed Dutch Church, be, and the sanie are hereby respioded. 

3. Rewdvedf That this Synod do, at its present Session; appoint a 
Board of Missions, to be known by the name of the Board of Missions 
of the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church, to which shall 
be confided all the missionary concerns of the Church. That the 
said Board shall consist of thirty-four members, of whom one-half at ' 
least, and not more than two-thirds, shall reside in the city of New 
York, and the residue si^all be appointed from the other parts of the 
Church. That one-third of the members shall be elected by the 
Synod annually, so that the whole body shall be renewed once in 
three years. That the said Board shall have power^ elect their own 
officers annuaUy, and to take all proper and neeessary measures to 
further the cause of missions, subject at all times to the directioir and 
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control of the Synod, to whom they shall make an annual and 
detailed statement of all their proceedings. 

4. Re^ohedj That the Board of Missions now ccm^tnted by the 
General Synod, have power and are^ieiMy aiithorized to receive from 
the present Missionary Boards, a transfer of their missionary stations 
and funds ; and that all payments and contributions from the churches 
be hereafter m&de to the Treasurer of the Synod's Board of 
Mimiionaf provided that it shall be optional with the Managers of the 
Bfissionary Society whether or not to pay over the funds now in their 
hands to the Synod's Board of Missions. 

6. Resohedf That it be recommended to the Board of Missions, 
that in their appointments of missiojnaries (not connected with the Re- 
formed Dutch Church,) to labour in vacant churches, they confer with 
the Standing Committee to prevent the introduction of unsound doc- 
trine, in the particular Classes to which said missionaries shall be sent.

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Resdted, That at the first mating dfthe Board they shall proceed 
to determine the respective terms of service of the memberSy for one* 
two, or three years. 

Resdved^ That the Board be authorized to fill up all vacancies that 
may occur, either by declining to accept, resignation, or death. 

Resolved^ That the number of nine, lawfully convened, shall be a 
quorum, for the transaction of bui^ness. 

The committee on the case of Mr. James E. Quaw reported, and 
their report was adopted, and is as follows : — 

The committee to whom was referred the memorial of the Rev* 
James E. Quaw, late missionary of the Reformed Dutch Churchy res- 
pectfiilly beg leave to report : — 

Your Committee, from a careful examination of the documents sub- 
mitted by the memoriahst, find that he claims compensation for mis- 
sionary services rendered at Lysander, for missionary services ren- 
dered at Tyaschoke, and. for services rendered to sundry churches 
within the bounds of the Classis of Montgomery and the Classls of 
Washington. 

From an examination of the book of minutes of the northern agency 
of the Missionary Board of our Church, it appears that the memorialist 
was appointed to labor within the bounds of the congregation of Ly- 
sander foi^one year, firom the 8th December, 1829. It also appears, 
from a conference with the elder firom that church, on the floor of this 
Synod, that nussionary services, under the above appointment, for the 
period of four months, have been ably and faithfully rendered. 

It is fiirther evident from the memorial, and also from documents 
signed by two elders of the church of Tyaschoke, that the memorial- 
ist labored in the midst of them aS' a missionary, under the appoint- 
ments of the Missionary Board, from August 1828, to the last of Dec. 
1829, with ability and acceptance to the congregation* During this 
period his appointments were renewed at short intervals, from time to 
time. 

From an examination of the papers submitted, it appears to youi; 
Committee, that owing to the delay of the Missionary Board to answer 
the communications of the memorialist, two months of the above-men- 
tioned period he was not under commission. And as the drcurn- 
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etanees which pltoed him thue were beyond his control, and ea service 
Ibr that ttme waa fidthfislljr rendered, it aeema but jnet to your Connnit- 
tee that the usual compensation should be made to him. Therefore, 

Eesoheif That the Rev. James £. Quaw be referred to the trea- 
surer of the Missionary Society, to obtain the usual compensation for 
six months of missionary service. 

With regard to the claim of the memorialist for services rendered 
in sundry churches within the bounds of the Classis of M ontgom^y 
and the Classis of Washington; it is the opinion of the Committee, that 
the memorialist, seeing he was not under commission at the time, 
riiould be referred to the consistories of those churches for the com- 
pensation required.

The communication containing the bequest of the Rev. Elias Van 
Beoschoten was read. 

The stated clerk laid before Synod a manuscript index of all the 
printed minutes of the General Synod — whereupon it was 

Resoii>edf That the Rev. Mr. Strong be authorized to print said in* 
dex in a pamphlet form, as an appendix to the Minutes, and that the 
thanks of the General Synod be presented to him for his services in 
preparing the same. 

The following report was received from the stated clerk, and referred 
to the Committee on Accounts. 

The undersigned, appointed by the General Synod, in June 1829, to 
take measures for the collection of the arrearages due from the several 
Classes for copies of the printed Minutes furnished to them^ would resh 
pectfiiUy report ; — ' 

That as early as possible he communicated with the respective CIa|t- 
ses on the subject — from some of whom replies have been receivedf ^ 
and payments been made. As however it is not specified in the pay- 
ments from the several Classes whether the money was intended to 
liquidate arrears, or to defray the expenses of the current year, the 
clei^ has thought fit to submit to Synod a report of the amount of dues 
from the Classes which have accrued for Minutes received since June 
1829, together with the arrears then claimed by the Synod, with the 

10 
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payments from the same, and the whole amount now due from each of 
the Classes. 

Certain mistakes appear to have been made in relation to the ac- 
counts with the Classis of Paramus. From a report of a committee 
of that Classis on the subject, it would appear that they coqaider 
themselves only in arrears for the Minutes of the Synod for 1822; but 
a& their questor for that year has joined the secession, and is beyond 
the control of the Classis, and has taken with him the funds of the 
Classis in his hands, they would submit to the Synod whether the 
Synod will require them to demand again the said amount from the 
churches. Presuming that under these circumstances the Synod will 
relinquish their claim, and as the Classis possess vouchers for the 
payment of the amounts due for the other years, the amount of arrears 
stated as due from them in 1829 is not specified in the annexed 
schedule. .

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The following preamble and resolutions were submitted and adopted: 

Whereas, the Synod at 'its session in 1830, decided to sustain the 
appeal of the Classis of Long Island taken from the decision of the 
Particular Synod of New York, transferring the congregation of Bush- 
wick to the South Classis of New York, and, 

Whereas, the Particular Synod of New York has directed a second 
transfer of the above-mentioned church to be made, previous to the 
report of the committee which General Synod had appointed to "adjust 
the difficulties existing between the consistory and Classis, and. 

Whereas, it has been stated to this Synod, by the delegates from the 
Claris of Long Island, that the Classis did not appeal from the last- 
mentioned decision, because it was conceived that the whole matter 
was still open for the final adjustment of General Synod, when the re- 
port of their committee in the case had been received. ' Therefore, 

Resolvedi That the late decision of the Particular Synod of New 
York in this case be for the present overruled, and that the consistory 
of the Church of Bush wick, if they have any new ground for an appli- 
cation of transfer, be directed to pursue the ordinary constitutional 
forms anew to obtain it. 

Resolved, That a certified copy of the above preamble and resolu* 
tions be furnished by the stated clerk to the consistory of the Church 
of Bushwick. 

Resohed, That the stated clerk be directed to issue from the press, 
as soon as possible, the report of the Committee on the State of Reli- 
gion, and the Pastoral Letter to the churches, certified by the presi- 
dent and stated clerk of General Synod.

The ministers and elders assembled in General Synod, to confer 
witii each other upon the varied concerns of our Reformed Zion, have 
deemed it their duty to address to you a pastoral letter; 

The reasons which have induced it must be sought in the solicitude 
which they feel for your spiritual welfare, and the peculiar aspect of 
the times.

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It must be admitted that we are living in. an age of peculiar interest

whether it be for good or |bi evil we cannot determina 

It is certain, however, that in the midst of this general agitation and 
excitement, the Church of God will be more or less affected, — hence 
it becomes us all to watch with increasing diligence lest the great 
landmarks of our faith be removed, and the power of practical and vital 
godliness be impaired. ^ 

In the great articles of faith, as set forth in the standards of. the 
Church, let nothing shake your confidence — they have been assailed» 
they are assailed now, and they will be assailed to the end of time. — 
But this only demonstrates more plainly that they are the truth of God^ 
and opposed to the corrupt nature of man. If they were of the world 
the world would love them, but because they are not of the world 
therefore they are hated, and under the guise of truth they are s€H]^ht 
to be evaded. Hence so many, who, while they pretend to walk in 
the good old way, are earnestly exerting an unhaUowed influence to 
undermine and to destroy them. But ye, beloved, be not easily moved 
with every wind of doctrine and cunning craftiness of man, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive. Hold fast things that are good, approve 
that which is excellent, try the spirits whether they be of God, or 
whether they be of man. 

In matters which appertain to the promotion of vital godliness be 
forward, be zealous. Yield to none in untiring devotion for the gkny 
of God and the salvation of immortal souls. Essentially connected 
with vita] godliness is the effusion of the Spirit of all grace. Who eaa 
doubt that He is the author of every good word and work ? Who can 
doubt the promise of His descent upon the Church and upon the world? 
Who can doubt that this promise has been fulfilledi is now fulfilling^ 
and will be fulfilled to the end of time ? — not one. We cannot there- 
fore, dear brethren, express in terms too strong our convictions c^the 
necessity or reahty of the outpouring of the spirit in revivals of reli- 
gion. Let not the abuse which may be made, and which we believe 
is sometimes made, of the application of tiie term, impair your confi- 
dence in the thing. But while we exhort you not to doubt their reality 
and necessity, while we would unite with you in prayer to God* that le. 
vivab may be multiplied throoghout our whole Cbiirchf and thioughout 
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the whole of Christendom, the aspect of the times admonishes us, and 
admonishes you, to 'he watchful. 

The blessed work of Grod in building up his Church and converting 
souls, is exposed to perversion by the infirmities or the wickedness of 
man and the malignity of Satan. Even an honest zeal may be misdi- 
rected in efforts to promote the sanctifying and saving operations of 
Divine Grace. Human expedients may be ingrafted upon the appro- 
priate means of God's own appointment. The machinery of men may 
be more highly valued than the simple truth of the Gospel, fervent 
prayer, pastoral visitation, and direct personal appeals to the hearts and 
consciences of sinners. Extravagances may obtain, a spirit may be 
filtered, and practices may be indulged, which have no other tendency 
than to break down the purity of Gospel order, and in the end be the 
occasion of reproach to the work of God*s own Spirit. What may be . 
has been, is now. ' 

We witness with pain in some parts of the Christian church, the in- 
troduction of females to lead the devotions of a promt^ciioiM assembly, 
a practice which we believe not only contrary to the word of God, but ^ 
ruinous to the benign and permanent influence of pious females in the 
church of Christ. We have seen, and do see the established order of 
the ministry invaded by a fearful multiplication of lay exhorters, who 
presume to exercise a prerogative which does not belong to them. — 
We know that a censorious spirit, in too many instances, is indulged 
against those who do not, and cannot accord with every measure which 
86me have thought proper to introduce (with an honest intention no 
doubt,) of advancing the interests of piety. Such, unhappily, are re- 
proached as the enemies of revivals, as destitute of all zeal, and even 
wantmg in the experience of true religion. 

These are prominent evils which we cannot but deplore ; evils, 
which if they once obtain in ajiy portion of the Church, and if not cor- 
rected, will exert a blighting, withering influence over God^s moral 
vineyard, the traces of which may be seen for ages to come. 

We have spoken to you frankly, and we desire to speak affection- 
ately and in the spirit of love. Let none mistake, either within or 
without the Church, the design of this testimony against prevailing er- 
rors, either of faith, of practice, or of gospel order. The present is a 
time which seems especially to demand it. And believing as we do 
that the Church of God is not only in a militant state, but that she is 
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still in the wilderness ; believing as we do that her enemies will be- 
come more insidious as she appix)aches^to her millennial state, we 
would exhort you, dear brethren, with the meekness and gentleness of 
Christ, to increased vigilance. We would have yoQ, after the manner 
of the apostle, approve things that are excellent, that are lovely, and of 
good report. 

Suffer us to unite with our cautions, our affectionate exhortations to 
keep the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace — to employ with in- 
creased dihgence and zeal the means which God has appointed for your 
own furtherance in grace and the spiritual growth of Zion. Believing 
that the blessing is from the Lord, let there be cherished among us 
more of the spirit of humble, believing, importunate prayer. lf-*cir- 
cumstMDces in the providence of God seem to demand it, let there be 
the extraordinary use of the ordinary means of grace. You will re- 
joice with us in the perusal of what the Lord has done for us during the 
past year. But his arm is not shortened that it cannot still save, nor 
his ear heavy that he cannot still hear. The windows of heaven can 
open, and they will open to the voice of prayer, and the blessing may 
descend, and will descend upon God's own heritage. 

And now, dear brethren, the God of peace that brought again from 
the'dead our Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of the sheep, through 
the blood of the everlasting covenant, make you perfect in every good 
work to do his will, working in you that which is well pleasing in his 
sight, through Jesus Christ, to whom be glory for ever and ever, 
Amen.
